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Attempted 


rape near 
South High 


NEWTON CENTRE — A female 
student at Newton South High School 
was threatened by a man carrying a 
knife last Wednesday in the woods in 
front of the school. 

Police Chief William Quinn describ- 
ed the incident as ‘‘something short of 
rape; The victim talked the culprit out 
of it.” 

The student, described by Quinn as 
“a very intelligent young lady,” was 
approached by the man around 2:20 
p.m. on a footpath made by students 
from the school to the Dudley Road- 
Route 9 area. 

The man is described as white, 
around 24 to 28 years old, clean 
shaven, with a medium build, pale 
complexion, black hair, hazel or 
green eyes, high cheekbones, messy 
clothing, a blue windbreaker and 
brown T-shirt, flared blue jeans and 
“baggy style’’ black sneakers. 

Quinn said the weapon was a large 
folding knife with a five-inch blade 
anda dark handle. 


The student was unharmed and the 
man fled on foot in the direction of 
Dudley Road. The student was told to 
wait in the same spot for ten minutes, 
but she fled toward the high school as 
soon as her assailant was out of sight 
and called police. 


Quinn said students are encouraged 
to “use the legal routes’’ and stay off 
the paths in the woods. 


He added that anyone seeing a man 
matching the above description 
should call the Newton Police Depart- 
ment. 


Residents of the area are concerned 
that the assault may be the work of 
the man who entered homes on two 
occasions last fall and raped women 
at knifepoint. 


The description of the man involved 
in the assault Wednesday, however, 
does not match that of the ‘Oak Hill 
rapist,” who was older, stockier and 
taller,

NEWTON — The recommendation 
of the Weeks Junior High School plan- 
ning group was attacked from all 
sides Monday night at a public hear- 
ing on the disposition of the Newton 
Centre school. 

The planning advisory group has 
recommended demolition of the 
building, to be closed as a school in 
1981, and sale of three acres of the 
school property for development with 
20-30 townhouses, 10 percent of which 
are to be reserved for low-income oc- 
cupancy. 

Leading off the opposition was 
Maureen Bonazoli, 47 Oxford Rd., a 
member of the planning group who 
presented the minority report for the 
three dissenting members. The 
minority report recommends single- 
family houses. 

Those magic words at every men- 
tion drew applause from the approx- 
imately 85 Newton Centre residents 
who attended the hearing. 

Jason Kirshen of Oxford Road was 


the only member of the planning 
group who did not agree with demoli- 
tion of the building. 

Kirshen said the group did not in- 
vestigate the structure, did not ap- 
proach private schools, and did not in- 
vestigate reuse of the building. 

The Weeks building has 113,000 
square feet of floor area. 

A new housing group in the city, 
Housing Coalition of Newton, made its 
public debut at the hearing, introduc- 
ed by Hugh Rogovin. 

Rogovin called Weeks Junior High 
School ‘‘an important resource of our 
city” and asked that the recommen- 
dation for razing be reconsidered. ‘I 
think this building should be con- 
sidered for a very critical need — 
housing, whether mixed-income or 
elderly or other subsidized housing,”’ 
he said. 

Rogovin said he does not believe 
“adequate expertise’ had been 
devoted to evaluating the building for 
reuse. In the event the building is raz- 
ed, Rogovin urged the city to consider 
20-30 subsidized, not market-rental, 


units. 

Marc Slotnick, in the past 
associated with the Newton Com- 
munity Development Foundation, a 
private nonprofit developer of low- 
and moderate-income housing, ad- 
vocated the use of the building for at 
least 90 units of housing for the elderly 
and giving the long-delayed Paul 
Street elderly housing a ‘‘lower priori- 
ty.” 
The Paul Street building has been 
delayed for years by failure of the city 
to provide a relocation site for an oil 
depot now on the site and by per unit 
costs that exceeded federal housing 
guidelines and required redesign of 
the building. A final answer is due 
from the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development by January, 
according to the Planning Depart- 
ment. 

The League of Women Voters 
agrees with the recommendation to 
demolish the building but wants the 30 
units to be built as low and moderate- 
income housing.

This model’s world ts junk food,

WEST NEWTON— Nancy 
Mathis's looks may tell you that 
she is a professional model, but her 
habits do a lot to try and fool you. 

The 5'8”, 111-pound Newtonite 
admits that she loves to eat junk 
food, a statement which is confirm- 
ed by the fact that she offers her 
guests such delights as Cokes and 
Twinkies when they come to visit. 

Nancy, who has been modeling 
for five years, says that she “‘just 
doesn’t gain weight,” and that her 
mother tries to prod her in the right 
direction with lots of vegetables 
and meats. 

She will also admit to having 
always wanted to be a model. She 
went to a modeling school when she 
was 15 but she says the school did 
not teach her most of what she 
would eventually learn in the pro- 
fession. 

“You think that when you go toa 
modeling school you're going to 
come out and be a model,” said 
Nancy. ‘But it takes a 8 lot more 
than that, You just don’t learn 
enough about what it's really like 
to be a model when you go to one of 
those schools. 

“My mother used a Kodak In- 


stamatic to work with me soI could 
learn how to pose and time myself 
between changes. That's how I 
learned those things.” 

It was her mother’s push that 
Nancy attributes to her current 
success as a Boston model. Not a 
slouch or a wrinkled brow escaped 
Nellie Mathis’ scrutiny as she 
helped her daughter train for 
cameras and runways. 

Her perseverance paid off. Nan- 
cy can be seen in Jordan Marsh 
advertisements, on an upcoming 
cover of Trend magazine, on the 
“Good Day” show, and in as well 
as in several fashion catalogues. 
ads for Diutshfurs’ 

One thing that Nancy had to 
teach herself was make-up techni- 
que, which she says she learned by 
“trial and error.” “I wouléd 
always look at my pictures after 
they were taken and see what I 
needed to work on. If you keep on 
looking at yourself, then you learn 
where what you need to work on 
and what you need to emphasize. 
You should always emphasize your 
best features,” she said. 

Nancy, who lives with her 
mother in West Newton, is an only 
child who graduated from Newton 
South in 1975. One of her passions, 


aside from Twinkies, is shoes. She 
owns 15 pairs now but that figure is 
bound to increase because models 
are required to bring their own 
shoes to their jobs. She is always 
well-dressed, but not because she 
shops at Bloomie’s or Lord and 
Taylor. When she sees something 
she likes, she ‘‘just buys it,”’ but 
you'd be more likely to see her at 
some of the less expensive stores in 
the area.

Then there is the myth that since 
models are basically earning 
money on the sheer power of their 
good looks that they must know 
how powerful these good looks are. 
Not so, says Nancy ‘ who says that 
most models don't think they are 
pretty at all. Does she think she’s 
pretty? she is asked. 

“I don’t know,” she replies, 
throwing back her head and 
laughing a little. ‘‘People tell me 
that my personality is good, so I 
think that that comes through and 
it makes ne look better. Personali- 
ty is like an extension of what you 
are in the first place. What comes 
through in my pictures is basically 
me and I think that what you are in- 
side works out and projects out so 
people can see what you are really 


like.” 

Good skin and the right bone 
structure are not the only things 
that a girl needs if she wants to be a 
successfull, and happy, model. Pa- 
tience is a necessary attribute if a 
model is going to exhibit that spon- 
taneous freshness that looks so 
easy to achieve, even if she has 
been standing under hot lights for 
four hours while the photographer 
has already shot several rolls of 
film for the fur coat ad that she is 
posing for. 

“You try to look like you are so 
fresh when you're really dying 
under the hot lights,” said Nancy. 
“If it's our necks bad they put ice 
cubes down so we can cool off.” 

Nancy would someday like to 
have her own TV talk show because 
she likes “‘interrelating with peo- 
ple. ‘‘ She has already learned a lot 
in the past five years about inter- 
relating because of the dozens of 
different people that she comes in 
contact with every day. This, in- 
cidentally, is where Nancy at- 
tempts to dispell another myth, 
this time the one about the empty- 
headed model.

NEWTON CENTRE — Countryside 
Road is in the wrong place. 

Actually, only the end of the Coun- 
tryside Road subdivision, com- 
pleted fairly recently, is in trouble, 
but it's big trouble. 

An engineer working for the con- 
tractor noticed that the street was not 
built where it should have been built 
and called it to the attention of the ci- 
ty's engineering department, who 
took it from there. 

Nine houses are possibly affected, 
according to E. A. Fontecchio of the 
Engineering Department. The houses 
cost in the range of $150,000 to $200,000 
each. 

What concerns the residents of that 
portion of Countryside road at the mo- 
ment is that the contractor cannot 
finish the street, which is studded 
with manholes sticking up several in- 
ches. until the city makes a decision 
on what to do about the wrongly plac- 
ed street. 

Unless the street is completed, the 
city will not plow it, because 
snowplowing equipment will be 
broken by the protruding manholes, 


and unless the city plows it residents 
may well be stranded during some 
snowstorms. 

That result of the mixup is only the 
beginning of the residents’ problems. 

If the city allows a modification of 
the subdivision plan to let the street 
stay where it is, at least three houses 
will have been made illegal. Two lots 
are under the 25,000-foot minimum for 
the zoning district and one house is too 
close to the side lot line. 

If the owners — Risa Realty Trust 
and Capitol Bank and Trust — are 
forced to change the margins of the 
street to comply with the subdivision 
plan, other houses, perhaps more 
than three, will not comply with zon- 
ing regulations. 

The street is 3 feet out of line in 
some places, Fontecchio said. 

Many of the involved persons at- 
tended a meeting of the Board of 
Survey at City Hall Wednesday night, 
but nothing was resolved. 

Ald. Cynthia Creem, who is the

Grace Church seeks 
lot for clinic parking 


NEWTON CORNER — Because of 
the servicce given to school children 
by the Newton Guidance Clinic, the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee will 
recommend the Board grant a special 
permit for a 14-space parking lot for 
the clinic in the middle of a residential 
zone. 

The parking lot, to be built on land 
owned by the Grace Church on 
Church Street, Newton Corner, will be 
for the use of the staff of the guidance 
clinic, housed in the church , around 
the corner on Eldredge Street. The 
two properties abut. 

The close vote — 4-3 — portends dif- 
ficulty in the Board of Aldermen, 
where only nine negative votes of the 
24 could spell defeat for the petition. 

The clinic, which treats 
schoolchildren and their families on 
referral by the school system, has 
been in operation since 
971, but has outgrown the the 10-space 
parking area available on the church 
grounds. 

Neighbors in the area have opposed 
the construction of a parking lot in the 
midst of their residential area. 

Not only will it be unsightly but it 
will also leave more on-street parking 
space, they feel, which will be filled 
up by commuters’ cars. 

They think the on-street parking is 
adequate for the staff and clients of 
the guidance clinic and submitted 
Photographs showing empty spaces 
on the streets. 

On-street parking becomes a pro- 
blem to the staff, Ald. Susan Schur 


said, because of the restrictions on 
parking that require staff members to 
go out and shift their cars around at 
3:30 p.m. 

A condition attached to the ap- 
proval by the Land Use Committee 
will require that the lot be closed at 6 
p.m., and any cars in the lot would 
have to be moved then. 

Opponents of the lot foresee difficul- 
ty in enforcement of the 6 p.m. closing 
and unauthorized use of the lot by out- 
siders. 

Ald. Susan Schur said the guidance 
clinic is a ‘“‘very vital service and we 
have to bend a little for it.”” 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris does not want to pave 
over the lot and suggested half- 
seriously that the guidance clinic 
should relocate to Walnut Hall, a 
large building in Newtonville the city 
is having trouble getting rid of. 

Ald. David Cohen doubted that the 
parking lot will decrease street park- 
ing. 
Another condition was attached by 
Ald. Cynthia Creem that will require 
the church to remove the the paving if 
the guidance clinic leaves the church 
building. 

Creem abstained from the final vote 
because she had been in another room 
on other business for much of the 
discussion. . 

Voting in favor of the special permit- 
were Ald. Carol Ann Shea, Paul 
Daley, Schur and Ethel Sheehan. Op-- 
posed were Morris, Robert Gaynor 
and Cohen.

Robert Cohen, chairman of the 
Weeks joint planning advisory group, 
told the Administration & Planning 
Committee members and other in- 
terested aldermen that the group 
found in its deliberations that the cost 
of converting the huge building to 
housing would be about the same as 
building new housing. 

Cohen suggested that the cost of 
demolition must be taken into con- 
sideration when the Board of 
Aldermen sets a minimum sale price 
for the property. The cost could be 
$150,000, developer Jack Antaramian 
said, and Cohen proposed that the 
demolition cost might have to be the 
sale price. 

The property could be developed 
with 12 or 13 single-family houses, 
which would cost at least $100,000 
each, Antaramian said; if 20-30 
townhouses were built, the cost would 
be $75,000-$85,000, he said. 

The neighborhood is strongly in 
favor of single-family houses, 
Bonazoli said, despite the planning 
group's report, and everyone agrees 
on demolition. 

About potential reuse, Bonazoli 
said, ‘‘Any use that fits the size of the 
building does not fit the location." 

There is a need in Newton for all 
kinds of housing, Bonazoli said, in-

cluding single-family houses, which 
she believes would have a “favorable 
impact on the city in general.” 

Henry Brooks, chairman of the 
neighborhoood concerns committee of 
the Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association, supported Bonazoli’s 
claim that the residents want single- 
family houses. 


Brooks said Weeks cannot be com- 
pared with any other surplus 
municipal building in Newton because 
of its size, “probably one of the 12 
largest buildings in the city.”” 

Any use of the building that creates 
additional traffic would ‘‘seriously 
impact the neighborhood and the 
quality of life,"’ he said. 

To compare numbers of cars 
associated with school use and other 
use is not valid, Brooks said, because 
school is in session only 180 days a 
year and has little traffic at nights 
and on weekends. 

The whole area has problems now 


with insufficient on-street parking, 
according to Brooks, who fears that 
the problem would be aggravated by 
the introduction of more cars per- 
manently based at Weeks. 

The five playfields behind Weeks, 
which will remain as playground 
land, bring a number of on-street 
parking problems, he said. 

The Newton Planning Department 
has come up with the same recom- 
mendation proposed by the advisory 
group — to raze the building and build 
20-30 townhouses on three acres of the 
school property, reserving one acre 
for parking for the playfields. It add- 
ed a condition that the developer be 
responsible for demolition and 
removal of the demolition material.

dum notes that conversion of Weeks to 
50-60 apartments would generate 
about double the present traffic 
volume of 216 cars per day, a 25-unit 
townhouse development would have 
about the same traffic as now, and 13 
single-family houses would create on- 
ly about 156 vehicle trips a day.

NEWTON — The waiting lists for 
elderly housing continued to grow, 
with 155 tenants waiting for leased- 
housing accommodations and 168 on 
the waiting list for the elderly housing 
apartment buildings. 

According to a report of the Newton 
Housing Services Department as of 
Sept. 30, there has been a net increase 
of seven in the number of units of leas- 
ed housing for the elderly over the 
same time a year ago, when there 
were 147. 

But the number on the waiting list 
for an apartment in the city's five 
apartment developments has increas- 
ed slightly, from 164 elderly and 
disabled at the end of September 1978 
to 168 at the same time in 1979. There 
are 98 families on the waiting list, four 


more than last year at this time. 
(From page 1 ) The number of units for families 
has decreased from 212 last year at 


this time to 210 now, the decrease be- 
ing mainly in large apartments (over 
three bedrooms). 

In the five elderly apartment 
developments, there are 262 housing 
units. In the two family housing 
developments there are 24 housing 
units, 20 at Beaconwood Road and 
four at the Thurston Road elderly 
development.

Stuart Rist, head of the science 
department, said the law eliminates 
from the classroom experiments 
“that have been done for the past 50 
years."”

WASHINGTON, D.C, — One of the major com- 
ponents of President Carter's energy program is 
the creation of an Energy Mobilization Board to 
eliminate red tape and allow “fast track”’ review of 
energy projects vital to the national interest. 


The Senate recently voted to authorize such a 
board, but the Senate version includes provisions 
which seriously erode the rights of state and local 
governments. J cannot support such a bill, so this 
week I agreed to cosponsor a substitue measure in- 
troduced by Congressman Udall 


This bill would create a strong Energy Mobiliza- 
tion Board with the power to set and enforce bin- 
ding timetables for energy decisions, while 
streamlining lengthy agency procedures. At the 
same time, the substitute bill would preserve the 
right of state and local governments to administer 
their own laws, and would encourage cooperation 
between the various levels of government. 


This measure, which has the support of the na- 
tion's major environmental groups and the Na- 
tional League of Cities, is expected to be considered 
in the House within the next few days. I will be sup- 
porting it, because I do not feel that the federal 
government should be given the to disregard our 
country's environmental laws, nor the rights and 
powers of local governments. 


Relief for Cambodia 


During my visit to Southeast Asian refugee 
camps last August, I heard the dark rumors of im- 
pending tragedy in Cambodia. No food was being 
grown in that troubled nation, and the ravages of 
years of war had left Cambodia virtually without 
sare poration communications, or medical sup- 
plies. 


Since our return to Washington, I and others in 
the group have called for the creation of an interna- 
tionally sponsored and monitored food relief effort 
in order to prevent another mass exodus of 
refugees. 


Reports we are receiving today from Cambodia 
confirm that the worst has indeed come to pass. 
Eighty percent of the children are suffering from 
the severest form of malnutrition. 


This past week, the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee approved the authorization of $30 million for 
an emergency food and medical assistance pro- 
gram. President Carter has announced that the 
United States will pledge a total of $69 million to 
help Cambodia. 


I will be doing all that I can in the days and weeks 
ahead to ensure that this money is appropriated, 
and rushed to the proper agencies with the greatest 
speed possible. 


American Way of Death 


Zhe average cost of a funeral today is about $1500, 
making it the third largest single purchase the 
average family makes, after a home and car. 


«For years, the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) 
Has been holding hearings and gathering public 
comment about the funeral industry. It has found 
widespread sales abuses which cost consumers 
millions each year. To correct this situation the 
FTC has prepared a number of regulations which 
would allow consumers to get more information 
about exactly what they are paying for, and to allow 
them greater freedom of choice in funeral services. 


“These regulations have the support of a broad 
cbalition of senior citizen, labor, and consumer 
groups. However, some segments of the funeral in- 
dustry have created a movement in the Congress to 
prohibit the FTC from issuing any regulations per- 
taining to the funeral industry. 


= When the FTC authorization comes before the 
House in the very near future, I intend to vote in 
favor of the FTC regulation of this industry. The 
vast majority of funeral directors are honest, hard- 
working Americans. I do not think that a handful of 
unscrupulous people in the funeral business should 
be allowed to prey on consumers in their time of 
grief. 


Congressman Drinan represents the Fourth Con- 
gressional District, which includes Newton.

Things are much more quiet this 
year. Only 30 percent of voters are ex- 
pected to go to the polls next week to 
decide who will hold the reins of local 
power for the next two years. 


Lack of interest this year is not just 
limited to the voters; it extends to the 
candidates themselves. Both in 1975 
and 1977 Newton fielded 40 candidates 
for the 24 seats on the Board of 
Aldermen. This year, there are only 
30. 


Some might argue that the decrease 
in the nuinber of candidates indicates 
satisfaction with the people in office. 
In some cases this might be justified; 
but in deliberating our choices for en- 
dorsements, we found several areas 
where we consider qualified, exciting, 
interesting or dedicated candidates to 
be lacking. 


The Newton Graphic, politically, is 
an independent newspaper, and not 
bound to a party line, endorses can- 
didates across the political spectrum. 


In reaching our choices, we con- 
sidered the following criteria: 


Does the candidate display a ge- 
nuine desire to serve the community? 
Does he or she have an ability to listen 
with an open mind to all sides of an 
issue? Is the candidate aware of issues 
in the city and does he or she display 
and understanding of them? 


The Newton Graphic only makes en- 
dorsements in contested races. If a 
candidate is running unopposed, no en- 
dorsement is considered. 


Alderman-at-large 


The at-large aldermen from Wards 6 
and 8 are running unopposed and were 
not considered for endorsement. 


In the remaining six wards, the 
Graphic can only endorse candidates 
in three. 


Ald. Terry Morris, chairman of the 
Land Use Committee, again receives 
our endorsement and our thanks for 
the time, care and thought he puts into 
his committee work and into an 
overall vision of land use in Newton. 


We endorse 


Ald. Edward Richmond, we feel, 
should be your second choice in this 
race in view of the opponents voters 
chose in the preliminary in 
September. The loser in that race, 
Robert Weinroth, would have made an 
able, interested alderman; and we 
hope he stays firm in his resolve to run 
again for city office. 


In Ward 3 we support the reelection 
of Ald. Matthew Jefferson and Ald. 
Robert Tennant. 


Jefferson gave a new dignity to the 
office of president of the Board of 
Aldermen and did his best to ride herd 
on some of the more unruly meetings 
with poise and patience. 


Ald. Tennant’s concern for his con- 
stituents, his civic interest in Newton 
and his willingness to try and find solu- 
tions to problems merit his reelection. 


In Ward 7 we advocate the reelection 
of Ald. Dominic Taglienti and Ald. 
Mark White. While a name of an oppo- 
nent will appear on the ballot, Taglien- 
ti and White really have no opposi- 
tion—and in their case it’s justified. 
They are each doing a good job and in 
disparate manners, which helps serve 
the diversity of their ward. 


We make no endorsements in the at- 
large races in Wards 1, 4 or 5. 


Ward alderman 


Ward aldermen in Wards 1, 2, 5 and 6 
are running unopposed and were not 
considered for endorsement. 


In the remaining four wards, the 
Graphic has four choices. 


In Ward 3 our choice is Ald. Paul 
Daley for reelection. Ald. Daley gives 
a lot of thought to the matters he votes 
on and puts a lot of work into his job as 
an alderman. He should, however, im- 
prove his accessibility to constituents.

ings grand political blunder

BOSTON — In one of its grander political blunders, 
Gov. Edward J. King’s administration 10 day ago suc- 
ceeded in angering its most powerful conservative allies 
by proposing draconian, spiteful rules for emergency 
assistance for the state's neediest citizens. 

According to sources, the administration began with 
the premise that the emergency assistance program in 
the past was nothing but a thinly disguised ploy by reci- 
pients of Aid to Families with Dependent Children to 
cheat the system by not paying rent and utility bills for a 
few montis, pocketing the money, and then handing the 
overdue bills to the state. 

What followed from the premise were proposed regula- 
tions requiring adults and children to be thrown into the 
streets before the Department of Public Welfare would 
step in with emergency money providing shelter. 

The same thinking resulted in another aspect of the 
recommended rules providing assistance for unpaid 
utility bills — except for fuel which received special 
treatment — only after the utilities had been shut off. 

In addition, appliances such as stoves and 
refrigerators for which money had been available in the 
past for repair or replacement were written out of the 
programs, 

In each instance, administration officials in the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Human Services and the Department of 
Public Welfare cited abuses of the system. 

In addition to the starkness of the proposed rules, ques- 
tions have been raised that they may also be in violation 
of federal regulations which say federal crisis interven: 
tion money cannot be used by the state to reduce a reci- 
pient’s state benefits. 


“Hey, you and I can’t even afford a big refrigerator 
with an icemaker. Why should the state buy them for peo- 
ple on EA?” said one rankig welfare official who discuss- 
aise program on background but wished not to be iden- 

ified. 

The senior Welfare Department official said that the 
regulations resulted from dealing with limited funds, 
most of which they felt should go into fuel payments; a 
belief that abuse, while not rampant, was too high; and 
the belief that private charitable organizations “have a 
lot of money around and they can do a lot of this.”” 

The last statement is a reflection of King’s earlier at- 
tempt last spring at proposing an emergency assistance 
program which relied heavily on transferring former 
state obligations to charities. 

Welfare advocates and activists immediately sought 
aide in changing or blocking the regulations from their 
traditional liberal supporters in the Legislature. Initial 
meetings early last week led several lawmakers to meet 
with House Speaker Thomas W. McGee, D-Lynn, and 
House Ways and Means Chairman John J. Finnegan, D- 
Boston. 

McGee, according to sources close to him, said bluntly 
the proposed regulations were unacceptable. 

His support was added to that given the activists by 
Finnegan after a meeting he had Wednesday night with 
several lawmakers who convinced him that the King ad- 
ministration was being penny wise and pound foolish. 
Finnegan indicated he wanted the regulations “‘substan- 
tially” rewritten. 

Finnegan then met privately with Human Services 
Secretary Charles F. Mahoney, who is seen as the 
guiding force behind the direction taken by Welfare in 
drafting the rules, and Administration Secretary Ed- 


ward T. Hanley, Gov. Edward J. King's fiscal alter-ego. 

Finnegan historically has waged a battle for the so- 
called working poor, those persons who are just above 
the poverty line and unqualified for state or federal 
relief. That battle appears all but won in legislation 
awaiting routine enactment in the Senate providing 
emergency energy assistance to persons whose income is 
up to 150 percent of the federal poverty level,

3. The School Committee presently 
makes space available under MGL 
Chapter 71, Section 71 to many com- 
munity groups and charges them for 
expenses resulting from such use.

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Highlands hurt by CD? 


(The writer, a former alderman 
from Ward 6, has sent the following 
letter to the Board of Aldermen — 
Ed.) To the Board of Aldermen: 

As a former alderman and resident 
of Newton Highlands for 20 years, I 
am very disturbed about what is hap- 
pening in the Highlands business 
area. 

Over the past four years, people in 
the Highlands have been concerned 
over unoccupied stores and the 
generally poor business climate 
When Woolworth’s left the area, a 
crisis situation developed. 

In response to this and other con- 
cerns, the Newton Highlands Area 
Council worked with the Highlands 
merchants and residents to create a 
more positive climate. Their activity 
helped to attract new business to the 
area to serve the needs of Highlands 
residents. Among the new arrivals 
was the Cantin’ Abruzzi, a 
delicatessen-restaurant. 

Finally, the Highlands began to 
flourish. 

An additional factor in the general 
improvement of the Highlands 
business area was the availability of 
community development money. 
Thousands of these federal dollars 
were put into the Highlands to 
beautify and improve it: trees, 
brickwalks, bicycle racks, seating 
areas and a new street design. The se- 
cond phase of the CD plan will involve 
facade and sign improvements. 

Now let's look at the current situa- 
tion. The owner of Cantin' Abruzzi has 
bought part of the Lincoln Street 
block and plans major changes, i.e. 
new offices and stores. The sale of this 
building has affected many small 
merchants who are the mainstay of 
Newton Highlands, as well as the 
residents who live above the stores. 
For example, Brigham’s, a landmark 
for 60 years, has been asked to leave, 
‘as have several others. 

It is my understanding that the CD 
money was to be used to enhance the 
ability of small local merchants to 
upgrade the environment in which 
they provide services, not displace 
them. 

In view of these recent 
developments, I feel that the Board of 
Aldermen must address the following 
questions: 

1. Does upgrading and beautifying a 
business area push out the small, pro- 
ductive merchants and create an en- 
vironment which attracts the large- 
scale developer? Does this in time 
create different land use patterns and 
some new problems? Will rezoning 
occur to expand a profitable business 
area? Will this in turn be the unstated 
reason for yet another school closing? 

2. Does the new look projected for 
the Highlands mean more traffic? 
What effect will this have on the 
residents and the children who travel 
to the Hyde School on Lincoln Street? 

3. What new parking needs will 
these changes generate? Will more 
parking be built in the Highlands to 
meet the increased demand, or will 
residential streets continue to be clog- 
ged? Who will pay for this? 

4. What effect will the changes in 
the Highlands have on other villages 
in Newton using federal money to 
beautify and upgrade their business 
area? 

5, When the process of change in the 
area ensues, what will be the end 
result to the Highlands community — 
higher rents to the merchants, who 
will in turn pass on higher prices to 
the consumer? 

Perhaps the most important ques- 
tion is what are the long-range effects 
of the use of federal money in the 
upgrading of business areas? Is our 
“All America City” hurting the very 
people it should be helping? 

I look forward to your immediate 
attention to the Highlands issue, as it 
will have far-reaching effects on the 
rest of the city. The Board must ask 
the people who are affected in the 
Highlands how they feel (i.e., the 
Newton Highlands Area Council, the 
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small-businessmen and the 
residents). Perhaps it is also time for 
the Board to review with the Planning 
Department whether its long-range 
plans include the displacement of our 
small, productive merchants and not 
so well-to-do residents through 
“upgrading.” 

If beautifying and improving a 
business area means that the end 
result is the elimination of a number 
of small, established and productive 
merchants, who have given their life 
to a village, we should review our 


goals.

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Bok on school space 


To the Editor: 

In the spring of this year, Attorney 
John Bok, of Csaplar & Bok, explain- 
ed to the School Committee the legal 
basis for renting excess space in 
schools. Mr. Bok responded in writing 
to a recent letter to the editor ques- 
tioning rental arrangements. I quote: 

“Not only has Mr. Tuchmann 
misconstrued the negative implica- 
tion of the statute, but he has failed to 
note that the statute is an affirmative 
authorization to the selectmen to 
lease school buildings once they are 
out of actual use for school purposes 
... As T indicated before the School 
Committee, this statute would seem 
to validate not only the leasing of 
buildings vacant as school popula- 
tions decline for interim uses. . . but 
also might well be utilized to permit 
the leasing to commercial tenants of 
wings or portions of buildings not in 
actual use and released by the School 
Committee to the selectmen for in- 
terim periods. 


“In addition, Chapter 71, Section71, 
permits the School Committee ‘con- 
sistently and without interference of 
the use of premises for school pur- 
poses’ to allow ‘the use thereof by in- 
dividuals and associations for such’ 
educational, recreational, social; 
civic, philanthropic and like purposes 
as it deems in the interest of the com- 
munity.’ Cases have established that 
such use can well be for rental fees. 
and can include the development of a__ 
community school program. I trust 
this response to Mr. Tuchmann’s con- 
cerns.” 

Attorney Bok was invited to help 
represent the Carr School multi-use 
plan, which I assisted in preparing. 
The Carr Schoo! Community still feels 
that this concept for solving the pro-.;: 
blem of excess space is a legitimate- 
alternative that makes financial, 
social, and legal sense.

The fiasco surrounding the disposal 
of ‘surplus’ property from closed 
schools goes further than previously 
reported. 

Not only have tons of equipment 
and supplies been sold for a fraction 
of their value or dumped with no 
financial return whatsoever, but 
public funds will have to be spent to 
replace some of these goods stripped 
from the buildings in the School Com- 
mittee's habitual haste to carry out its 
decisions in the most careless and ir- 
responsible manner possible.

School. Surely the same concentrated 
effort that closed four schools in two... 
years could have removed this threat. ,, 
to the health and safety of students ; 
and teachers within the same two - 
years.

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TV Programming

“An entrepreneur in search of a 
business" described the situation of 
Newtonite Fred Hopengarten when he 
was introduced to the concept of home 
satellite TV systems just about a year 
ago. 

At age 33 with a law degree, an 
MBA from Harvard Business School 
and a number of years of practical 
work experience, he was ready to go 
into business for himself. 

“How do I make a buck,” he 
queried a friend, while on a camping 
trip. 

The friend. who worked for an elec- 
tronics firm which manufactured 
satellite receiving systems for com- 
mercial use, advised that the market 
was wide open for individual residen- 
tial sales. 

The suggestion struck the right 
cord. As a ham radio operator since 
the age of 10, Hopengarten had the 
technological background to ap- 
preciate the potential of the idea. 

That the time was ripe for the home 
system was indicated by the tremen- 
dous growth of the cable TV industry 
across the country. 

Since the RCA Satcom I was placed 
in orbit in 1975, those with the proper 
receiving equipment, primarily cable 
TV operators, have been able to tune 
in on some two dozen satellite chan- 
nels. And the public has been signing 
up for subscriptions through the cable 
lines in increasing numbers. 

The spectrum of programing 
available from the satellite transmis- 
sions runs the gamut from Showtime, 
Praise The Lord, Madison Square

Garden Sports, the U. S. Congress and 
several of the independent ‘‘supersta- 
tions,” like WTBS in Atlanta. 

A variety of new movies, sports 24 
hours a day, children’s and religious 
profpramming are among the 
premium entertainments, 

According to Hopengarten cable TV 
will only serve about one third of the 
nation. Two-thirds are left with what 
they can get off the air,and in 1i of the 
top 50 markets in the U.S. there are 
four channels or less. 

The technology for the parabolic 
receiver is not new, and Hopengarten 
was able to assemble a package of 
components by purchasing parts 
separately from various manufac- 
turers, much as you would shop 
around and assemble components for 
a stereo system. 

The main components include a 
parabolic dish antenna, amplifier, 
receiver, and modulator. 


Until recently the cost of the equip- 
ment was too expensive for an in- 
dividual and could only be paid for by 
sharing. It is still high, upwards of 
$15,000, but considering the existence 
of a luxury consumer who buys 
sailboats and automobilesof greater 
price, Hopengarten believes the 
market is there. 

He plans to aim his sales pitch 
primarily towards the wealthy who 
reside in more remote areas not serv- 
ed by cable and to those who may 
want the ultimate in television ap- 
pliances. 

After spending the last year ironing 
out details for his first in the nation 
home satellite equipment dealership, 
the entrepreneur will install his

number one system in California later 
this fall. 

Legal questions arising as to 
whether the owner of a satellite 
receiving system would be required to 
pay a copyright fee to the transmitter 
seem to have been resolved in favor of 
the individual. 

Wearing his legal hat, Hopengarten 
argued that the U.S. government has 
never required a liscense to receive, 
only to transmit , and both the 
Department of Justice and the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion have now come to the same con- 
clusion. 

Down the road, the Newton resident 
expect sales to restaurants and 
lounges will help to smooth the rela- 
tionship between programmers and 
his company. 

Installations to these types of com- 
mercial operations would provide 
copyright revenue and would be 
sources of found money to the 
transmitters. 

Hopengarten's fee of between 
$15,000 and $18,000, depending on the 
section of the country, includes 
everything for a complete earth sta-

42-14 romp 


North finds an offense

It was the type of gane that can 
really give a floundering team a shot 
bP the arm, a push in the right direc- 

ion. 

It was, in fact, a godsend., 

Before the first quarter was over, 
the winner had been decided. It was 
just a matter of how much the final 
margin would be. 

And, it was a big margin as Newton 
North finally broke loose offensively 
and breezed to a 42-14 Suburban 
League runaway win over winless 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin Satur- 
day at Dilboy Stadium, Somerville. 

The Tigers scored more points in 
this game than they had scored in any 
other two this fall.The game also 
featured the most yards gained 
rushing (359) in more than five years, 
surpassing the previous highwater 
mark of 354 set last year against 
Weymouth South and also the most 
points scored by a Garden City eleven 
ince thrashing Rindge Tech in 1970, 


With Gary Frechette back hearty 
and healthy, the Newton ground game 
ran at will over, under, around and 
through the Cambridge defenders 
The first three times the visitors had 
their hands on the ball in the first 
quarter, they put the ball into the end 
zone. 

Consuming a total of 177 yards total 
offense in the first 10 minutes of play, 
all but 43 yards was picked up the 
hard waythrough the trenches. 

Frechette led the parade with two 
touchdowns and 106 yards in 13 car- 
ties. Junior Peter Jennings got his 
first taste of carrying the pigskin for 
the varsity and made the most of it to 
the tune of 100 yards in seven carries, 
including a brilliant 62-yard 
touchdown run in the fourth quarter. 
Eddie Sumpter proved last week's 118 
yards was no fluke as he chugged his 
way to 98 more in 13 totes. 

Taking a 28-0 advantage into the 
dressing room at the half, Newton had 
picked up 207 yards rushing and 43 
more passing in the first 20 minutes of 
play, while the Warriors were held to 
nine yards on the ground in 16 carries 
and 1] more passing. 

Cambridge managed its two TDs 
within 2:12 of the third quarter when 
they recovered a fumble and had a

nifty punt return set up the two 
“drives” which together amounted to 
30 yards. 

Tri-Capt. Noel Foley set the tempo 
for the game when he returned the 
cpening kickoff 17 yards to the 
Newton 25. The second time that 
Frechette touched the ball, he reeled 
off a 38-yarder that ended when he 
tripped over his own leadblocker at 
the Cambridge 29. Five plays later, 
Gary went up the middle on a straight 
dive for six points. Foley then booted 
the first of his six straight PATs' a 
Newton school record for a single 
game. 

After holding Cambridge on downs, 
the Tigers started a 57-yard drive, 
highlighted by a runs of nine, 20 and 16 
yards by Sumpter. The senior 
halfback took the ball over left guard 
at the 16, broke past the line of scrim- 
mage, cut to his right and was into the 
end zone ina flash for a 14-0 lead. 

A20-yard punt return by Foley after 
faking a nifty handoff to Bobby Ken- 
ney started Newton's next drive at the 
Cantab 45. A 17-yard run by Sumpter 
and a fourth-and-seven completion of 
14 yards from Dennis Berube to Foley 
highlighted the drive that was 
culminated by Frechette’s racing 
over left guard from seven yards out 
for the score. 

Newton's fourth score of the game 
came with 2:25 left in the second 
quarter that had seen Newton Coach 
Norm Walker empty the bench at the 
start of the stanza. Tackle Steve Ger- 
shon set up the TD drive when he 
blocked Mike Harshbarger's punt at 
the Cambridge 21. Harshbarger 
recovered the ball, but was snowed 
under before he could move 
anywhere. 

Fullback Adam Levy broke over the 
goalline on a straight dive from two 
yards out for a 28-0 halftime bulge. 

Cambridge came back to make the 
game interesting after the break. A 
brilliant, 61-yard punt return by 
junior Kevin Hill set the ball at the 
Newton one. On the next play, Billy 
House spun off left guard for six 
points. A fumble recovery by Dave 
Holden of a miscue by Bobby Billings 
started the ball rolling for the hs host 
team at the Newton 29. 

A 2-yard flair-pass completion

The Tigers threw out the first unit 
again and it only took five plays to put 
the game beyond reach. Berube 
(three of five for 66 yards) hit his 
favorite receiver, Foley, in the right 
corner of the end zone. The 23-yard 
scoring play was a real gem. Foley 
was being tightly covered by two 
safeties and Berube laid the ball in 
over his shoulder perfectly. 


Kenney, the standout junior safety, 
picked off anothe enemy aerial and 
returned it 20 yards to the Newton 30 
to stop the last real Cambridge threat 
and start the ball rolling for the final 
goal-line chase. On a third and two, 
Jennings, a 5-10, 165-pounder, took a 
handoff, broke what looked like a sure 
tackle in the backfield, raced over left 
guard and tackle, snapped off three 
more arm-tackle attempts and just 
held his balance falling into the end 
zone on a last-ditch, shoestring-tackle 
attempt by safetyman Hill. Jennings’ 
jaunt covered 62 yards, Newton's 
longest run from scrimmage since 
quarterback John Riley raced 97 
yards on a broken play for a TD 
against Brockton in 1976. 


“We really needed to score some 
points," said Tiger Coach Walker. ‘I 
was pleased with the way the scoring 
went, too. We had a lot of kids that 
were able to help out. We cleared the 
bench and everyone had a chance to 


play. 


“What really impressed me most, 
though, was the play of Noel Foley. He 
did a lot of great things for us and his 
team attitude was just so unselfish. It 
carried over to the rest of the team 
and it's kind of ironic that he should 
score the touchdown that actually in- 
sured the win for us,’ added the 
Newton mentor. 


Coach Walker also tabbed the offen- 
sive line for the outstanding job it did, 
along with singling out tackle Pat Cor- 
rigan (5-11, 185) for another par- 
ticularly outstanding game.

Officials hunt source, 


level of mystery radiation 


BUTTE, Mont. (UPI) — Health of- 
ficials ordered an equipment-laden 
helicopter back into the sky today to 
look for the source and level of 
mysterious radiation in southwest 
Montana. 

William Burke of the Butte-Silver 
Bow County Health Department said 
two different forms of deadly radia- 
tion, gamma rays and radon gas, 
have been detected recently in the 
area. 


A helicopter loaded with radiation- 
detecting gear flew over the Butte 
area Monday to determine the source 
of radon gas that has been detected in 
some homes in Butte. The search, 
funded by the U.S. Environmental 
ode Agency, was to resume to- 

jay. 


Further testing will be done soon in 
nearby Anaconda, Burke said. the 
source of the gamma radiation. He 
said the results of both tests will not 
be known for several weeks. 


Health officials have speculated 
that the gamma radiation may be 
caused by radioactive phosphate slag 
used extensively in past road and 
building construction in some 
southwest Montana communities. 


Larry Lloyd, chief of the Montana 
Occupational Health Bureau, said 
some Butte residents are inhaling 


four times the amount of radon gas 
that federal standards allow for 
uranium miners. ce 


. Radon gas, a radioactive substance 


that emits gamma rays, can cause 
lung cancer and is considered the 
most immediate threat to the health 
of Butte resijents, Llyod said. 


Federal standards allow uranium 
miners to be exposed to 0.3 working 
levels of radon 40 hours a week, 50 
weeks a year, Lloyd said. As much as 
0.38 working levels of radon have been 
detected in Butte homes, he said. 


“Some women and children spend 
essentially 100 percent of their time in 
the home,” he said, emphasizing that 
these residents would thus be exposed 
to about four times the maximum safe 
exposure. 


Health officials believe the radon 
gas may be emanating from below the 
ground, perhaps from a shallow bed 
of uranium. Radon is associated with 
the natural breakdown of uranium. 


The high radiation levels caused the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development to halt funding for 
public housing and home loans in 
Butte and Anaconda. 


Gamma radiation can build up in 
the body but health problems often do 
not turn up for several decades, he 
said.

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Hospitals offer bounties 
to gain nursing recruits 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The nation’s 
hospitals, facing a worsening shor- 
tage of registered nurses, are offering 
bounties ranging from $100 to $1,000 
and other recruiting inducements to 
attract employees. 


The American Nurses Association, 
in a report issued Monday, said 
estimates of the registered nurse 
shortage today range up to 100,000. 
And Matthew McNulty, president of 
the National League for Nurses, said 
the shortage is likely to worsen in the 
future because of declining nursing 
school enrollment. 


Among those paying bounties or 
rewards — of $100 to $1,000 — to peo- 
ple who help recruit a nurse are 
hospitals in Detroit, Minneapolis, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and Corpus 
Christi, Texas, an ANA spotcheck 
showed. 


Yet despite the bounty offers and 
other unusual recruitment strategies, 
the ANA said the nurse shortage re- 
mains acute in many places in the na- 
tion and may not improve in future 
years. 


McNulty, who is also chancellor of 
Georgetown University, Medical 
Center in Washington, D.C., said this 
year — for the first time in a decade 
— there was a decline in the number 
of students in first-year courses: 
111,928 compared to 113,479 a year 
earlier. The number of applications 


the unemployment rate for nurses 
seeking work. Last year it was 1.8 per- 
cent — the lowest since 1969. 


McNulty said health care leaders 
met at Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare offices last week to 
plot strategy for dealing with the 
shortage. 


Part of the problem, he said, is a dip 
in interest in nursing as a career. 
Salaries, a reduction in government 
educational funds and on-the-job 
stress also were listed as problems. 


The most recent ANA salary 
survey, done for HEW in 1977, put the 
average annual salary for a 
registered nurse at $13,000 a year. 
Stress, nursing journals report, 
causes more and more nurses today 
to burn out — a term for stress 
overload. 


“The employment climate, salaries 
and job-related stress must be 
thoroughly examined to encourage 
nurse employment,” said ANA Presi- 
dent Barbara Nichols, 


“Furthermore, the federal govern- 
ment must re-examine its stand on 
curtailing educational funds to assist 
prospective nurses and nurse 
educators.” 


The ANA said nursing directors 
report a ‘‘serious scarcity’’ of highly 
skilled registered nurses, especially

Today's Sports Parade 


Martin and Steinbrenner 
aren't buddies anymore

NEW BRITAIN, Conn. (UPI) — 
Quite obviously, George Steinbrenner 
and Billy Martin have an infinite 
capacity for enduring pain, inflicting 
it on each other one minute and apply- 
ing some palliative the next, and 
while that doesn't seem to injure their 
psyches a bit, my old heart can't take 
it any more. 

What started out as something ap- 
proaching light comedy between 
Steinbrenner and Martin is now 
developing into a depressing, morgue- 
like drama. 

So fragile and precarious is the dai- 
ly relationship between the Yankee 
owner and his ex-manager, a com- 
plex, combative individual with enor- 
mous ability and personal appeal, 
that their day-to-day dealings often 
run parallel to the classic story lines 
of Tristan and Isolde, Camille and La 
Traviata. 

To be sure, in this particular part of 
New England, there is more im- 
mediate concern with the Patriots, 
the Celtics, the Bruins and the 
Whalers, and with whether the Red 
Sox will succeed in luring back free 
agent first baseman Bobby Watson. 
In a number of other areas, however, 
I find some people wondering whether 
Steinbrenner actually did save Mar- 
tin’s life by firing him Sunday, and 
now that he has been let go by the 
Twins, Tigers, Rangers and Yankees, 
whether Martin will ever be offered 
another big league managerial job. 

In light of the fact thai Martin was 
involved in still another fight in 
Bloomington, Minn., last week, one of 
Steinbrenner's close friends, travel 
agent and limousine service operator 
Bill Fugazy, says the Yankee owner 
fired Martin for his own good. 

“He feared if this were allowed to 
continue, Billy might be killed or he 
might kill’ somebody else,’’ said 
Fugazy. 

Basically, Steinbrenner isn't saying 
anything that much different than one 


Canadiens 


Washington had gone 32 games 
without a victory over the powerful 
Montreal Canadiens and with a 2-0 
lead and less than two minutes to play 
Tuesday night, the Capitals were set 
to celebrate. 

But Montreal hasn't won the 
Stanley Cup the past five seasons by 
giving up, and in a span of 70 seconds, 
the lightning-quick Canadiens step- 
ped up the tempo and stormed back 
with goals by Bob Gainey and Rejean 
Houle to salvage a 2-2 tie and extend 
their domination over the Capitals. 

“We just kept skating, We didn’t 
relent,”’ said Montreal Coach Bernie 
Geoffrion, who shifted All Star 
defenseman Larry Robinson up to 
center a line with Gainey and Guy 
Lafleur. “It was a great 100 percent 
effort. It reminded me of a Stanley 
Cup game the way everybody was go- 
ing all out.” 


Geoffrion felt that moving the 
powerful Robinson up to the center 
spot gave his team an extra lift. 


“I think the key was when I put 
Robinson at center between Gainey 
and Lafleur," said Geoffrion. ‘‘That 
was a little too much firepower for 
them. I don't think they knew how to 
handle it.” 


of Martin's former employers, Bob 
Short, said to him some time back. 

“Billy,” Short told him, “‘one of 
three things is going to happen to you. 
You're either going to kill somebody, 
somebody is going to kill you, or 
you're going to kill yourself." 

Nobody likes Billy Martin more 
than Bob Short. As a matter of fact, 
Short was the only major league 
owner Martin worked for who didn’t 
fire him. 

Originally, Short owned the 
Washington Senators before he mov- 
ed the franchise to Arlington, Texas, 
where the club became known as the 
Texas Rangers. Short hired Martin as 
the Rangers' manager in September, 
1973, coincidentally after he had tried 
to hire Dick Howser, the Yankees new 
manager, a year before. 

It was Short, too, who recommend- 
ed to Steinbrenner he hire Martin to 
manage the Yankees in 1975 after 
Steinbrenner had fired Bill Virdon. 

Martin did a superb job for Short. 
The Rangers had finished dead last in 
the American League Western Divi- 
sion in 1973, winning only 57 games 
while losing 105, but during spring 
training of 1974, Martin made the 
statement — ‘‘we will win, we will 
contend, we will draw a million” — 
and he backed it up all the way. Under 
his direction in 1974, the Rangers won 
84 games and lost 76 and finished five 
games behind the pennant winning 
Oakland A's after making a strong 
run at them during the last month of 
the season. 

“I’m sure some other big league 
club will hire Billy,"’ says Short, who 
now operates a trucking concern and 
owns the Leamington Hotel in Min- 
neapolis. ‘‘I always considered him 
the best manager in baseball and I 
still do. If I were a guy with a good 
ball club today that wasn't winning or 
drawing, I’d hire Billy Martin in a 
minute.”” 


Short said he never had a bit of trou- 
ble when Martin was managing for 
him. 


“Sure we had disagreements. We 
kept them between him and myself, 
though. The reason we never had any 
serious trouble was because he kept 
his nose out of my business and I kept 
mine out of his.” 

Before hiring Martin, Short per- 
suaded Hall of Famer Ted Williams to 
manage the Senators for him and he 
says Williams was much tougher to 
handle. 

“By far,” Short laughs. ‘I was the 
owner, but I worked for Ted, and not 
him for me. He was always ready to 
hang them up every week.” 

Short isn’t blind to Martin's faults. 

“He knows he shouldn't drink, but 
he does. He's like Billy the Kid in 
those cowboy movies. He gets 
challenged by every new gun in town 
and a lot of those guys are drunk. 
They want to see if they can beat him 
to the draw. Maybe he's not the 
greatest fighter in the world, but if it 
came down to Martin against the 
World, I'd put my money on Billy.”” 

Short sold the Rangers in June of 
1974 and it was Brad Corbett, the man 
who bought the club from him, who 
fired Martin the following summer. 

Despite the fact he once dismissed 
him, Corbett still has considerable 
regard for Martin's baseball ability. 
So do such other big league owners as 
Oakland’s Charlie Finley and San 
Diego’s Ray Kroc. I know of a fiery 
little fellow in my own neighborhood 
back in New York who has an abiding 
admiration for Martin too. His name 
is Nick Prestipino and he may be the 
biggest Billy Martin fan in captivity. 

“Look at these headlines,” he said, 
pointing to some of those in New York 
newspapers the past few days. ‘Bye, 
Bye Billy,””’ he steamed. “They ought 
to shoot the guy who wrote that. There 
has never been a better manager in 
baseball the past 20 years than Billy 
Martin. Sure, he'll get hired by so- 
meone, and if he gets hired by an 
American League club, he'll come 
back to haunt Steinbrenner. He'll 
knock the Yankees out of the pennant, 
mark my words.” 


halt Cap celebration 


Gainey scored Montreal's lirst goal 
with 1:50 left in the game on a 15- 
footer that eluded Caps goaltender 
Gary Inness, who had made a number 
of acrobatic saves to keep the Cana- 
diens scoreless up to that point. Then, 
with just 40 seconds remaining, and 
Montreal goalie Denis Herron off the 
ice in favor of a sixth skater, Rejean 
Houle grabbed a bouncing puck in 
front of the net and put it past a 
sprawling Inness.

Blowing the whistle on college sports

Somewhere in America: 

—A college athlete of note draws 
big pay for a puny student-aid job off 
the field. 

—Another superjock magically 
draws big grades without hitting the 
books much. 

But if such athletes listen, along 
with trustees, presidents and athletic 
directors of schoools they attend, 
they'll all hear a whistle. 

And so will alumni groups pushing 
for the alma mater to aim for 


superstar teams. 


The American Council of Education 
Commission on Collegiate Athletics is 
blowing that whistle — blowing it on 
unethical goings-on in college sports, 
blowing it on what it thinks is too 
much money and attention to inter- 
collegiate play. 

The Council report, three years in 
the making and financed by the Ford 
Foundation, has three words for 


presidents and trustees of colleges: 


Clean up sports. 
And it puts down guidelines, not just 


for the presidents and trustees, but 
also for athletic dirctors. 


The commission abhors_inter- 


collegiate athletic programs that take 


a lot of heat — from alumni, ad- 


ministration or whatever — if they 
don’t put out winning teams. Plus: 


make a profit! 

The Council wants collegiate sports 
put in its proper place — a place 
which the Council defines as ‘‘secon- 
dary to education itself.”’ 

“Athletic programs at Ammerican 
colleges and universities should be a 
part of the total educational pro- 
gram," the report said. 

“A...function of an athletic pro- 
gram should be to provide for as wide 
student participation as possible and 
to enhance development through com- 
petition.” 

The council also took up the 
“woman issue” in athletics — an 
issue addressed by Title IX of federal 
education regulations. Title IX calls 
for equality between men’s and 
women’s sports — even to the amount 
of money spent on each. 

The council report said school of- 
ficials, including athletic directors, 
should provide ‘factual evidence’’ of 
equality between men’s and women’s 
Sports.

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ACE Commission for the last 12 mon- 
ths, said the guidelines for school of- 
ficials are meant to make more 
presidents and trustees aware of the 
criticisms of college athletics. 

He figures if administrators don't 
get involved and clean things up, 
there will be scandals — followed by 
government involvement in college 
athletics and public condemnation. 

Capsules of some recommendations 
from the report: 

For Trustees: 

—Insist that the athletics program 
be conducted in an ethical manner ac- 
cording to a code of ethics. 

—Stress that student athletes be 
recruited in a manner that will not 
tolerate violations of existing rules 
and regulations. 

—Insist that collegiate sports pro- 
grams are equal in opportunity for 
men and women. 

For Presidents: 

—Must...make clear that a prime 
function of the athletics program is to 
provide for as wide student participa- 
tion as possible. 

—Must make clear a part of that 
function is to enhance pprsonal 
development through competition, 
whether at the club, recreational, or 
intercollegiate level. 

—Should foster participation in and 
work toward equality of opportunity 
for men and women in sports ac- 
tivities. “Clearly this responsibility 
includes providing factual evidence of 
equality between men’s and women’s 
sports.” 

—The president's financial 
management should assure that 
recreational, intramural, and club 


sports programs on campus have ade- 
quate financial and staff support and 
respond to student interests. 

For Athletic Directors: 

—Be fully conversant with institu- 
tional policy toward the total athletics 
program. If policy is vague or none 
exists, the director and other ap- 
propriate officials should draft and in- 
stitute a clear and practical policy 
widely understood. 

—Be responsible for the develop- 
ment of a sound code of ethics for the 
athletics program. 

—Understand that hiring of staff, 
recruiting of athletes and dealings 
with local civic and other groups must 
be done with the highest integrity. 

—Foster participation and work 
toward equality of opportunity for 
men and women in sports activities. 

“If the athletics program includes 
revenue-producing sports, they 
should be part of the institution's 
financial structure,” the Commission 
noted in remarks directed to the 
athletic directors. 

“The competition at the inter- 
collegiate level is important, but not 
foremost. 

“Nonetheless, the athletics director 
must work to modify pressure that 
militates against the value of 
participation. 

“The person responsible for the 
overall athletics program on campus 
must be able to place breadth of par- 
ticipation ahead of winning.” 

That last directive, ladies and 
gentlemen, probably will touch off a 
lot of swearing, in locker rooms all 
along the academic trail — wouldn't 
you say? 


‘Magic’ Johnson giving 
Jabbar that needed help 


Give Earvin Johnson credit for stirr- 
ing a sleeping giant in Los Angeles. 

“Kareem (Abdul-Jabbar) reacts 
tremendously to Magic’s playing. 
He's enjoying playing this year,” said 
Los Angeles Lakers Coach Jack 
McKinney. ‘We don't have to depend 
on Kareem getting 30 for us to win.” 

In fact, Abdul-Jabbar had just 18 
points Tuesday night but that was of 
little concern to the Lakers, who came 
away with a 111-105 decision over the 
Chicago Bulls for their fifth straight 
victory. 

The Lakers consistently have look- 
ed to Addul-Jabbar as their salvation. 
And while his intensity may have 
lessened over the years, Abdul- 
Jabbar is still as dominant and ex- 
cellent a player as anyone in the 
league. But for all his talent, it has 
failed to translate into a champion- 
ship for Los Angeles. 

In fact, the only championship team 


for Abdul-Jabbar was the Milwaukee - 


Bucks in 1971. And the floor leader- 
ship on that team was provided by 
Oscar Robertson. 

The Lakers are hoping for similar 
chemistry with Johnson. 

On Tuesday night, Johnson had 24 
points (9-of-15 from the field), 6 
assists, 7 rebounds and directed the 
Lakers’ fastbreak to send Chicago to 
its fourth straight loss. 

“T've seen a lot of people come in 
and they're not around now,” said 
Abdul-Jabbar of the rookie from 
Michigan State. ‘‘He’s a unique 
talent.” 

Johnson, still recovering from an 
injured knee, led seven Lakers in dou- 
ble figures and helped carry Los 
Angeles to a 61-50 halftime lead with 
18 first-half points, 

“I want to play my style of basket- 
ball within the framework of the 
coaches’ style,'"’ Johnson said. 
“Tonight, I had some shots fall for 
me, but I'm kind of disappointed we 
didn’t hold onto the big lead."" 

The Lakers built a 21-point lead 
with 1:10 left in the third quarter but 
the Bulls cut it to 108-103 with 50

seconds remaining in the game. 
Chicago was led by Scott May with 16 
points and David Greenwood with 14. 

“What more can you say?,” said 
Chicago Coach Jerry Sloan of 
Johnson. ‘He's always looking to 
make the pass and we know he can 
shoot.””

NORMAN, Okla. (UPI) — 
Oklahoma State will be the second 
best team Oklahoma has played so far 
this season, Coach Barry Switzer said 
Tuesday. 

“We've played one good football 
team — Texas,"’ Switzer said at his 
weekly media luncheon. 

The Longhorns, who later lost to 
Arkansas, placed the only blemish on 
the seventh-ranked Sooners’ 6-1 
season record. 

Switzer said he regards Oklahoma 
State as stronger than any team the 
Sooners have played, with the excep- 
tion of Texas. 

“We've got to play well to win it,” 
Switzer said ot Saturday's Big Eight 
Conference game in Stillwater. 

“We have to play the way we did 
this past week,” he said, referring to 
Oklahoma's 38-9 victory over Iowa 
State. 

“T hope it doesn’t come down to a 
field goal situation,” Switzer said, 
noting the Cowboys have a good 
kicker in Colin Ankersen. 

Switzer said the Sooners’ own kick- 
ing game has improved tremendous- 
ly, with freshman Mike Keeling 
handling the punting and placements.

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Newton audience told: 


Ordained women bring change

NEWTON — Women who feel the 
call to ministry nust realize their or- 
dination will change the structure of 
the Protestant church, Rev. 
Margrethe Brown told an audience at 
Andover Newton Theological School 
Tuesday night. 


Rev. Brown is the executive 
presbyter of the Presbytery of 
Genesee Valley, N.Y. In that position 
she directs the course of 75 
Presbyterian churches in that area, 
At Andover, she delivered a lecture 
entitled ‘Does Ordination Further 
Women’s Ministry?" 


‘,The backside to the question is 
that we (women who wish to be or- 
dained) would buy into a structure 
which we know for centuries has been 
oppressive," Rev. Brown said. “It has 
been so hierarchical that it’s hard to 
make changes. 


“Whether there should be a change 
is something every woman who has 
received the call to ministry must 
deal with,” she said. 


After a 20 year struggle to find a 
church which would ordain her, Rev. 
Brown found one in Colunbus, Ohio 
three and a half years ago. She told 
the audience, composed of about 75 
men and women, that if she had not 
been married with children, she pro- 


bably would not have had to wait so 
long. 

Rev. Brown, a native of Denmark 
who received her degree in theology 
from Copenhagen University, is mar- 
tied to a reverend. They have two 
children. She has lived in the United 
States for more than 20 years and has 
taught at two colleges and held many 
positions with church organizations. 

Reminding the audience that men 
still control decision-making in the 
church, Rev. Brown said, ‘‘We've got 
to reach for something we can share 
in this kind of setting.” She suggested 
that a committee report due in 
January from the upper echelon of the 
church may open a space for women 
ministers. 

‘Reaching out more to the world as 
a sign of the presence of God, we see a 
change in the ordained person ‘” Rev. 
Brown said. ‘The church as a whole 
no longer has a vision of the clear 
ministry.”” 

Women, she said, are naturally in- 
clined toward ministry. 


“Women have been trained 
eminently in our culture to be in ser- 
vice and to be submissive. We also 
talk about pastors serving churches,” 
she said. 

“But we need to be cautious not to 
say that because we've been trained 
beautifully by our mothers to be ser- 
vants, we’d make great servants of 


Needham Street lighting 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS — Street 
lighting on Needham Street has been 
increased in intensity by the use of 
sodium-vapor lamps at no cost to the 
city. 

“This upgrading, which involved 
the replacement of 6000-lumen in- 
candescent lamps with 25,000-lumen, 
high-pressure sodium-vapor lamps 
will improve both pedestrian and 
vehicle safety along the heavily utiliz- 
ed Needham Street corridor,” Mayor 
Theodore Mann said this week.

increase of 250 percent in lumen out- 
put was achieved without any in- 
crease in the per lamp cost to the ci-

Similar upgradings involving the 
replacement of 2500-lumen incandes- 
cent lamps with 7000-lumen mercury- 
vapor lamps — an increase in light of 
180 percent — have been made in 
residential areas, the mayor said.

the church,” Rev. Brown said. 

During a question and answer 
period, Rev. Brown drew a connection 
between marriage and ministry. 

“T think marriage as it has been up 
to this point has been an horrendous 
subjugation of women, economically. 
Up to the last century, women were 
pushed as property of fathers and 
husbands. 

“Just because a structure has been 
abused doesn't mean it doesn't have 
some things that need to be reclaim- 
ed,” she said. 

A man, who identified himself as a 
pastor from a local church, explained 
to Rev. Brown that the most opposi- 
tion he meets about the subject of 
women’s ordination comes from other 
women. 

“How do men in the ministry help 
women in the ministry?” he asked 
Rev. Brown. 

‘,By continually supporting us,” she 
answered. ‘‘We (people) have been 
trained to fit in certain roles and they 
are hard to break. I suspect a lot of 
them (women who are opposed to 
women ministers) have never had the 
opportunity or been allowed to see 
outside their local community and 
never have known it could be any 
other way. 

“You also have to think about the 
fact that women have been taught by 
men (to act the way they do),”’ Rev. 
Brown added.

WABAN — On Wednesday, Oct. 10, 
the Newton Symphony met its guest 
conductor, Andre Prieur, in their first 
rehearsal together as they prepare 
for the first concert of the season to be 
held on Sunday, Nov. 4. Newton Sym- 
phony Orchestra music director, 
Michele Sasson, has been invited to 
conduct Benjamin Britten's ‘Prince of 
the Pagodas’ in Venice, Italy, and 
Maestro Prieur was engaged as guest 
conductor for the season opener. 

The rehearsal began with a short in- 
troduction by Sasson and then Prieur 
took the podium to get to know the or- 
chestra by rehearsing Brahms' Sym- 
phony No. 2, which is featured on the 
first program.

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NEWTON — The biggest surprise of 
the aldermanic elections was the 
defeat of School Committee member 
Alvin Mandell by 21-year-old Robert 
Katz, who will be the next Ward 8 
alderman.

A veteran harpist at age 11

NEWTONVILLE— On this very 
day, there are probably millions of 
agonizing adolescents the world 
over who are desperately schem- 
ing to find some way to get out of 
practicing the piano or the violin, 
or whatever instrument . some ... 


well-meaning parent has foisted 
upon the helpless child in a vain at- 
tempt to instill some young life 


with culture. 


But in a tall, stucco house in 
Newtonville, there is one 
youngster, 11-year-old Bethany 
Schwartz, who made her decision 


years ago to play an instrument. 


Her parents, who had op 
timistically bought a piano when 
Bethany was three weeks old, were 
pleased nonetheless when Bethany 
told them that she wanted to play 


the harp. She was 7 at the time. 


Her musical preferences came to 
the surface while she was watching 
a television show, ‘‘Mr. Roger's 
Neighborhood” to be exact, in 
which a some performers were 
playing a variety of instruments, 
one of which was the harp. Bethany 


saw the harp, liked the sound, and 
her parents promptly signed her up 
for a year of lessons. The lessons 
paid off, too. Bethany has perform- 
ed with the Newton All-City Chorus 
and her teacher, Besty Morse, has 
told her that if she becomes good 
enough, she will be able to audition 
for the Youth Symphony Orchestra 
next year. 


“It is hard work, but the results 
are so beautiful!” says Bethany, 
who is a sixth grader at Cabot 
School. “I would like to be a 
famous harpist and play with a 
symphony, too.” 


Bethany, who practices all of her 
pieces every day until she can com- 
plete each piece without making a 
mistake, ‘‘usually about three 
times,”” says that her favorite 
pieces are ‘“‘Amaryllis" which is a 
melody attributed to Louis XIII, 
and “Aloha Oe," a Hawaiian 
melody. 


“I don’t know how to play ‘Aloha 
Oe' yet, but my teacher says that if 
I practice it a lot then I might be 
able to play it next year,” said 
Bethany. “I don’t know. That 
seems too long.” 


It all sounds so easy, but 
Bethany’s parents, Bob and Phyllis 
Schwartz, have discovered that 


getting a child started on the harp 
is not as easy as it is with the piano 
orthe flute. Just finding a teacher 


for Bethany was hard because they 
needed someone who would be will- 
ing to teach someone so young. 


They finally did establish some 
contacts, though, and a teacher 
was found. But what was even 
more difficult was finding a harp. 


“We were amazed to learn that 
you just can’t go out and buy a 
harp,” said Phyllis. ‘‘There is a 
waiting list about five years long 
for people who want to buy new 
harps.” 


This is not to say, however, that 
Bethany and her teacher have been 
sitting around for the past few 
years waiting for a harp to turn up. 
What beginners usually start out 
with, especially little, 7-year-old 
beginners, is something called a 
“troub8adour harp,’’ which is 
smaller than a regular harp and 
doesn't have pedals to control the 
sharps and flats. 

Bethany got a ‘‘real” harp at the 


beginning of 8 September and she 
has been using it ever since. It is a 
used one that her parents got in 
New York after hearing about it 
from a friend of a friend’ and it sits 
proudly in the living room where 
Bethany can pluck to her heart’s 
content, 


It won't be long before the 
Schwartz's have their own duet 
either. Bethany’s sister, Rachel, 9, 
has just taken up the cello, and 
Bethany figures that the two will 
play together “if she gets good 
enough’” which won't be long if 
Bob and Phyllis are right about 
their daughters. 


“They just have something 
natural that makeo them good 
musicians,” they say, mentioning 
also comments from teachers 
about6 what “good tone’ the girls 
are able to get out of the cello and 
the harp, both very difficult in- 
struments to play in the first place. 


Bethany, who also likes to water 
ski and go fishing, says that the 
idea of performing in front of an 
audience does not frightnen her8. 

She also says that her favorite 
movie is (what else?) ‘The Sound 
of Music."

NEWTON — Voters Tuesday 
returned all School Committee in- 
cumbents to office. 

Incumbents won by wide margins 
except in the Ward 5 race where 
School Committee Chairman Honora 
Kaplan defeated Elisabeth Allen Cody 
by 179 votes. 

The closest contest was in Ward 8 
where Robert E. Ricles defeated 
Alfred D. Smith by 74 votes to claim 
the seat vacated by Schoo] Committee 
member Alvin Mandell. 

Smith said early Wednesday he will 
ask the Election Commission for a re- 
count. 

There was no incumbent in Ward 4 
because of the retirement of commit- 
tee member Manuel Beckwith and in 
that race Susan S. Silbey won election 
of over Jo Ann Best by 932 votes. 

The greatest number of votes 
claimed by any School Committee 
candidate was in Ward 7 where in- 
cumbent Sandra B. Fleishman had 
7,434 votes to defeat Eleanor E.

There were contests in seven of 
eight wards. In Ward 1 incumbent 
Howard K. Spergel was without op- 
position and collected 7,084 votes for 
reelection.

Of the city’s 47,174 voters, 14,867 
voters cast ballots. The statistic is 
significant, particularly in terms of 
the closer races, because of the 
number of blank ballots in each con- 
test. Combined totals in all the con- 
tests showed between 10,000 and 
11,000 ballots cast. 

In the Ward 5 contest visibility was 
a factor and Mrs. Kaplan viewed her 
visibility as a liability. 

Mrs. Cody agreed that as chairman 
of the School Committee Mrs. Kaplan 
was very visible and set the tone for 
the committee. 

At no time was Mrs. Kaplan more 
visible, for better or worse, than dur- 
ing the school closing debates that 
characterized the last school commit- 
tee, as she advocated school con- 
solidation. 

Mrs. Cody also came before the 
public eye as an opponent of the 
Hamilton and Emerson School clos- 
ings but she does not think the can- 
didates’ respective stands on the issue 
was a significant factor in the out- 
come. Mrs. Kaplan also said there 
was no central issue in the campaign. 

Mrs. Kaplan did point to the low tur- 
nout as contributing to her narrow 
victory. In her first two School Com- 
mittee victories there were about 
15,000 and 18,000 votes cast in the con- 
test compared to about 11,400 ballots 
cast Tuesday. 

Mrs. Kaplan's support for closing 
Emerson School, a school in her own 
ward, did not earn her extra votes, 
she feels. 

Although on the short side of the tal- 
ly, Mrs. Cody considers her campaign 
a success. She said her campaign 
made the question of the School Com- 
mittee’s responsiveness to the public 
an issue, and that the committee will 
have to behave differently in the 
future. 

In Ward 8, the closest school con- 
test, neither candidate could point to 
an issue that determined the outcome 
of the contest, but Smith said a slate 
card distributed by the political group 
Concern endorsing Ricles contributed 
to his defeat. 

“It shows how indifferent the elec- 
torate is when they let an organization 
tell them how to vote,” Smith said. 

Smith also appeared ona slate card 
with Fleming, Mrs. Best, Mrs. Cody, 
and Mrs. Samuels but he said is was 
“purely a defensive move’’ to 
counteract the Concern slate. 

Concern endorsed Spergel, Mrs. 
Jones, Mrs. Mann, Mrs. Silbey, Mrs. 
Kaplan, Mrs. Berwick, Mrs. and Mrs. 
Fleishman as well as Ricles. 

Ricles characterized the Ward 8 
contest as a ‘campaign of non- 
issues” partly because there was no 
incumbent. 

In almost every contest the can- 
didates fell to one side or the other of 
the school closing issue and if school 
consolidation was a factor for voters 
it was a part of the reelection of in- 
cumbents. In two referenda last year, 
in which consolidation was the only 
issue, voters citywide supported the 
decision to close schools.

Who would — 
succeed Ted? 


Speculation already has started at the 
State House as to who would be appointed 
to succeed Senator Edward M. Kennedy on 
Washington’s Capitol Hill if he is elected 
the next President of the United States. 
The appointment, of course, would be 
made by Governor Edward J. King. 

Names being mentioned in State House 
corners and corridors of prominent public 
figures who might be named by Governor 
King to succeed Ted Kennedy in the U.S. 
Senate include former Boston Mayor John 
F. Collins, who vigorously supported King 
in last year’s gubernatorial election; 
former Senate President Kevin B. Harr- 
ington of Salem, also close to King, and 
Turnpike Authority Chairman John T. 
Driscoll. 

When the late John F. Kennedy was 
elected President in 1960 while serving in 
the U.S. Senate, he requested the then 
Governor Foster Furcolo to appoint 
former Gloucester Mayor Ben Smith to 
serve as a caretaker of the Senate seat un- 
til his younger brother, Ted Kennedy, 
would be old enough to run for it in 1962. 

Furcolo, who had been defeated for the 
Democratic nomination for the US. 
Senate in an upset in the 1960 primary, did 
not yield at first to JFK’s request had the 
power of the Presidency behind it. 

Relations between John F. Kennedy and 
Foster Furcolo were not friendly, and 
neither are those between Senator Ken- 
nedy and Governor King who has not 
decided whom he will back when the up- 
coming fight develops between President 
Jimmy Carter and Senator Kennedy. King 
is friendlier with Carter than with Ken- 
nedy. 

The stubborn King is less likely to comp- 
ly with a request by Ted Kennedy than 
Furcolo was in a similar circumstance 
with John F. Kennedy. This time there is 
no Kennedy waiting in the wings to run for 
Ted’s seat, and Ted might not even try to 
influence the selection of his successor in 
the upper chamber of Congress. 

Governor King has not yet granted a re- 
quest by Senator Kennedy that he appoint 
Ted’s friend, Paul Markham, a Superior 
Court Judge. He annoyed and antagonized 
Ted by leaking the news of the request to 
State House reporters. 

Some Beacon Hill observers believe that 
Governor King may want Ted Kennedy’s 
Senate seat himself if it becomes vacant as 
a result of Ted’s election to the Presiden- 
cy. 
" hities to Governor King express doubt 
that he would be interested in leaving the 
Governorship half-way through his term 





and going to Washington where at first he, 


would be ‘‘just another junior Senator.” 


If Governor King should decide he 
wishes to go to Washington, it would be 
necessary for him to work out an agree- 
ment with Lieutenant Governor Tom 
O’Neill that he would resign from the 
Governorship if Ted Kennedy is elected 
President and that O’Neill then would ap- 
point him to succeed Ted Kennedy in the 
USS. Senate. 


Former Congressman Michael Harr- 
ington, who did not seek reelection to the 
national House last year, would jump at an 
opportunity to go to the Senate. But if any 
Harrington is appointed to succeed 
Senator Kennedy, it will be his cousin 
Kevin. 


Kevin Harrington stood aside and allow- 
ed his cousin Michael to win election to the 
North Shore congressional seat, but 
Michael Harrington is too liberal for 
King’s political tastes. Even more impor- 
tant, he did not support King for the Gover- 
norship last year.

A strategy for second place

WASHINGTON - Nobody ever won a 
presidential nomination by finishing se- 
cond all the time, but Howard H. Baker 
would gladly settle for that in the early 
GOP primaries next year. 


So, of course, would every other 
Republican hoping to emerge as the 
alternative to front-runner Ronald 
Reagan. But Baker — who officially an- 
nounces his candidacy this week — has a 
better shot than most. 


For starters, the Senate minority 
leader already holds second place in vir- 
tually all the opinion surveys ranking the 


huge field of Republican presidential 
hopefuls. Good poll ratings don't always 
translate into votes, but they can draw 
money and campaign workers at a time 


when every little edge helps. 

Secondly, Baker is better known than 
George Bush, the man he views as his 
principal competition for the honor of 
running as the ‘‘moderate”’ alternative 


to Reagan. John Connally outscores both 
of them handily on recognition, but he 
also draws far higher negative 
responses than either Baker or Bush. 


And last but by no means least, the 
three-term Tennessee senator can 
legitimately assert that he has proven 
ability to draw votes across party lines, 
an essential talent for any GOP 
presidential candidate who seriously 


hopes to be elected. 


While no tub thumper, Baker 1s a 
polished stump speaker and a superb 
television performer — an asset that will 
no doubt be highlighted by Bailey & 
Deardourff, the top-flight political con- 
sulting firm expected to join his cam- 
paign any day now. 


Baker's biggest immediate problem is 
his relatively late start, a product of his 


decision to stick close to the Senate to 
lead the fight against ratification of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
(SALT II). The treaty fight has dragged 
on far longer than originally expected, 
and Baker's ability to organize his 
presidential campaign and raise funds 
for it has been hampered somewhat as a 
result. 


On the other hand, at a time when 
George Bush is spending thousands of 


dollars on television advertising aimed 
at boosting his recognition, Baker has 
reaped invaluable free exposure on the 
nightly network news as a result of his 
anti-SALT activity. 


The senator's strategists readily ad- 
mit the SALT treaty has not turned out to 
be the sort of attention-grabbing issue 
they might have hoped; indeed, most 
voters still have no idea what it’s about 
and don't care. 


But Republican voters are more likely 
to care about it than Democrats, and 


within the GOP, Baker's strong stand 
against SALT II is intended to assuage 
the lingering conservative anger at his 
“yes" vote on last year's Panama Canal 
treaties. 


Now that he is turning full attention to 
the presidential battle, Baker plans a 
“full-fledged effort” in the January 
precinct caucuses in Iowa. But he is pro- 
bably too late to match the organization 
work of Bush and Reagan there. 


Instead, Baker is hoping to pull off a 
victory in the ‘‘sleeper'’ contest of 1980 


— the Republican primary in Puerto 
Rico to be held a week before the more 
famous New Hampshire election in 
February. Although it has received little 
notice in the press up until now, Puerto 
Rico actually has almost as many 
delegates (14) as New Hampshire (16), 
and the primary winner will get all of 
them. So it is worth winning. 


It's a funny-sounding strategy: First 
he wants to finish second and then he 
hopes to finish first. But it's a funny kind 
of political year. 





A reckless

For five months now, Mexico's fiery Bay of Campeche 
and the oil soaked coast of Texas have been giving 
dramatic evidence of the economic and environmental 
devastation that could occur if New England allows the 
federal government to jeopardize our economy in its 
reckless quest to appear to be solving the energy crisis. 
When the spill occurred, I wrote about the dangers that it 
foretold for New England. Today little has changed. Oil 
is still gushing out of the well. The Texas coast is an en- 
vironmental disaster area. Governor King and President 
Carter, ignoring the best advice of their own governmen- 
tal lawyers and agency heads, are making inaccurate, 
intransigent and irresponsible statements about pro- 
ceeding with the lease sales to allow drilling on Georges 

jank. 

The facts remain these: 

1. No country or company has the technology to clean 
up the kind of oil spill that occurred on the exploratory 
well in Mexico. 

2. The oil rig responsible for the spill was an American 
one similar to those that would be on Georges Bank. The 
rig was owned by SEDCO denied it. They later admitted 
to having three, then four, now seven American workers 
on the rig. 

The offending rig, presumably crucial evidence in any 
legal action, was covertly sunk two hundred miles east of 
the blowout in deep waters beyond U.S. or Mexican 
jurisdiction. SEDCO then asked that its liability be 
limited to $300,000. On October 23rd, however, the U. S. 
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Department of Justice responded by suing SEDCO for six 
million dollars. 


3. The Texas coast is an economic disaster. The area's 
tourist industry lost over $500 million dollars. It would 
have lost considerably jore if the spill had occurred 
earlier than August, which was close to the end of the 
tourist season. The Federal government has spent over 
$75,000 per day to clean up the Texas beaches. 

The texas chater fishing industry has collapsed. We 
will not know until next spring’s hatch the full extent of 
damage to the shrimp and other Texas commercial 
fisheries. 

4. The Texas tourist and fishing industries are receiv-

ing no aid in their plight other than small business 
assistance loans. Many people are going out of business 
and others will end up owing large amounts of money to 
the federal government—hardly an example to follow in 
pursuing the illusionary independence once touted by 
Nixon as the answer to our energy problem. 

5. The Department of Commerce has advised Presi- 
dent Carter that the existing environmental standards 
for drilling on Georges Bank are inadequate. He has in- 
accurately stated that the Massachusetts delegation is 
now in favor of drilling on Georges Bank. However, 
Senators Kennedy and Tsongas, House Speaker O'Neill, 
and Congressmen Studds and Mavroules have all written 
him of their disapproval of the sale. 

Led by Attorney General Bellotti and the Conservation 
Law Foundation, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
now joined by the state of Maine, is in court to block the 
sale. Governor King, who has been advised by his own 
Secretary of Environmental Affairs not to support the 
sale, has decided to speak in favor of it. 

Since the Commonwealth is in court against the federal 
government, and since the majority of Massachusetts 
citizens Oppose jeopardizing our billion dollar tourist and 
fisheries industries, we can only assume that Ed King is 
speaking as 4 private citizen which well he and President 
Carter might be if they continue their present illusionary 
policies,

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Making college loans easier to obtain

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Within the next few days, 
the House of Representatives is expected to ap- 
prove a bill making it easier for more 
Massachusetts college students to become eligible 
for Basic Educational Opportunity Grants from the 
federal government. 

The Education Act Amendments of 1980 include a 
provision I authored to remove the value of a fami- 
ly's home in determining a student's financial 
eligibility for these grants. Under current law, low 
and middle-income students can be refused BEOG 
money simply because of the value of their family’s 
home. 

In Massachusetts, real estate values have shot up 
incredibly, but simply because a fanily owns a 
$50,000 home does not mean they are wealthy, or 
that they can afford to send their son or daughter to 
college. 

Passage of this bill will ensure that financial 
eligibility is based on a family’s true income. It will 
also ensure that these grants go to the people they 
were intended to help. 

Gun Control 

The annual FBI crime report states that 49 per- 
cent of the murders in the United States last year 
were carried out with handguns. In the first eight 
months of this year alone a total of 5,267 people died 
needlessly as a result of handgun violence. 

The ever increasing numbers of these deaths 
demonstrate the need for strong handgun control 


legislation. In January, I introduced a bill man- 
dating the registration of all firearms, the licensing 
of gun owners, and the banning of ‘Saturday Night 
Specials.” 

Since then, I have been fighting against the con- 
siderable lobbying powers of the National Rifle 
Association in an effort to gain support for this 
measure. Recently there have been some encourag- 
ing indications that new legislative initiatives may 
be forthcoming. 

Public opinion polls show increasing public sup- 
port for more gun control, and Senator Kennedy has 
introduced a tough new gun control bill in the 
Senate with the support of a wide range of groups. I 
will be supporting similar legislation. I am confi- 
dent that the growing public sentiment in favor of 
gun control will win out over the bullying tactics of 
the National Rifle Association. 

Yacobo Timerman 

A few days ago, I met with the famed newspaper 
editor Yacobo Timerman, who had recently been 
released from years of incarceration in Argentina. 

I first met Mr. Timerman in November of 1976 
when I visited Argentina on a factfinding mission 
for Amnesty International. At that time, I witness- 
ed Mr. Timerman's courageous dedication to truth 
in the face of Argentina's violent disregard for 
human rights. 

Shortly after our first meeting, Timerman was 
arrested by the military government and tortured. 
Throughout the period of his incarceration, I and 


thousands of others concerned about human rights’ 
wrote letters,signed petitions, and issued endless 

protests to the Argentine government. Finally, a 

few weeks ayo, Timerman was released and allow- 

ed to join his family in Israel. 

The Timerman case is a clear example of a suc- 
cessful effort to bring public opinion to bear on a. 
Tepressive regime. My meeting with Mr. Timer- 
man gave me hope that someday soon I will renew 
my acquaintance with another old friend — Soviet.

Head lice problem 


To the Edtior Editor: 

In the Newton community we have 

a deep concern about the problem of 
head lice. 
' At present, the Newton policy is as 
follows: A child who is found to be 
tepeatedly scratching his head is 
referred to the school nurse by the 
teacher or parent. The child is sent 
home, if lice are found, to be treated 
with a potent shampoo to kill the lice 
and eggs (nits). 

In many cases, children are not 
checked by the nurse upon returning 
iy ee and are readmitted with 
nits. 

We feel that this is grossly inade- 
quate in controlling the spread of lice 
throughout the school. 

In the neighboring towns of 
Brookline, Needham and Wellesley, 
the entire classroom is checked 
whenever one case is discovered, and 
any sibling's class is also checked. 
After the treated child returns to the 
school, they continue to check until 
there are no more traces of lice. 

Why is it that these towns are so 
thorough and Newton schools so slip- 
shod in their procedures? 

At Bowen, where our children at- 


tend school, the problem continues to 
Grow. We feel that the town of Newton 
is not protecting our children from 
these easily contracted pests. One of 
the most effective shampoos to kill 
lice is also highly toxic. The other 
brands, though not as dangerous, are 
not as effective. Therefore, in treating 
the lice we are exposing our kids to 
harmful drugs. 

Because the treatment can be 
dangerous to our children, we feel it is 
of the utmost importance that the 
Newton Health Department regard 
this as a top priority health problen. 

The Health Department states that 
it is understaffed and cannot spend 
time doing large numbers of head 
checks. 

Why is it that the other towns 
previously mentioned, which also 
have a limited number of nurses, are 
able to take the time to check in a 
thorough manner? 

We in Newton pay high taxes and 
feel that we should get the services 
our neighbors get.

It became apparent to them that the 
amount of work needed to evaluate 
the library program properly would 
be too great for purely volunteer 
workers. It was also clear to them 
that any study would have to unearth 
inadequacies in the present manage- 
ment and in the policies of the present 
management. 

Even in times when public expen- 
ditures are not as closely watched as 
now, it is impossible to blame the 
totality of poor performance in public 
affairs on the amount of money 
available. 

A kind of incestuous concern on the 
part of the Friends (so many of their 
directors being in library work) arose 
over the potential embarrassment to 
the library staff and, in particular, to 
the head librarian if an unbiased, un- 
controlled and vigorous study was 
permitted to take place. 

In order to handle this problem and 
make possible the necessary cover-up 
the Friends and the Board of Trustees 
of the Newton Free Library (a group 
of five citizens appointed by the 
mayor) proposed to the 
Massachusetts Board of Library 
Commissioners that an advisory com- 
mittee of insiders be selected to ad- 
minister the grant. 

This advisory committee is em- 
powered to select and hire the project 
director, to meet with him or her fre-, 
quently during an eight-month study 
and to take the final report of the pro- 
ject director and rearrange and edit it 
before the report is submitted to the 
library trustees, to the community 
and to the city officials.

Veteran's Day 


To the Editor: 

Tam so glad that I've lived until this 
moment, lived to see Nov. 11, 1979, the 
61st “Armistice Day.’” 

This is the occasion when all the 
Western World remembers those who 
fought, and those who died, for 
freedom, wherever it might be. 
France and Italy, North Africa and 
Greece, Korea, the Phillipines and 
Vietnam. Yes indeed, Vietnam. 


The United States is not alone in 
fighting unpopular wars. The English 
sense of drama may have gloried the 
Crimean War into the ‘‘Charge of the 
Light Brigade,"’ may have hallowed 
the Sudanese War by ‘Gordon of 
Khartoum,”’ and made the Boer War 
a technicolor triumph, but on reading 
the social histories of those times 
there is a terrifying sense of frustra- 
tion, lack of leadership and impen- 
ding doom. 


In this country there was no more 
traumatic era than that surrounding 
“The War Between the States.” 
Fathers fought sons, brothers found 
themselves firing on their own 
families and Abraham Lincoln was 
once within a few votes of impeach- 
ment by Congress. Yet, what do we 
sing today? ‘America the Beautiful!” 

Every year on Nov. 11, parades of 
veterans go by. Some of us stand at 11 
o'clock for two minutes silence in 
brief ‘‘remembering" for those who 
died at Dunkirk and D-Day, Iwo Jima, 
Okinawa and Tobruk and all those 
half-forgotten battlegrounds of the 
twentieth century. There are those 
who remember San Juan, Flancers, 
Ypres and Seoul too. 

Each year we somehow sidestepped

From Boston to the Berkshires voters in 39 
Massachusetts cities and towns today will cast 
ballots to select their favorite candidates for 
municipal offices. They will also accept or reject a 
wide variety of referendum questions including 
whether Sen. Edward M. Kennedy should run for 
president. 


Boston Election Commissioner John Robinson 
predicts about 64 percent of the city's 240,000 
registered voters will turnout for the election 
highlighted by a rematch between Mayor Kevin H. 
White, 50, and challenger state Sen. Joseph Timili- 
ty, 41, who has faced White twice before and lost. 


In other Boston races, anti-busing advocate and 
former U.S. Rep. Louise Day Hicks is one of 18 peo- 
ple running for nine City Council seats. Paul Ellison 
is seeking election to the School] Commitee. He was 
on the committee from 1972-76, but was jailed for 
larceny of educational funds. 


In Cambridge, there are some unusual non- 
binding referendum questions. 

Among other things, Cambridge voters will be 
asked if Kennedy should run for president. They 
will also be asked: 

Do they support a national health insurance 
program such as the one offered by Kennedy?. 

—Should the city encourage solar energy and 
energy conservation and ask the state and federal 
governments not to license any more nuclear power 
plants? 


—Should the city put its money in banks doing 
business with South Africa? 

“T believe Cambridge is a microcosm of the na- 
tion. It is one of the most ethnically, racially and 
socially diversified cities in the country, and I think 
a voter sampling here will give a truer picture than 
the New Hampshire primary, or any Gallup or Har- 
ris poll,” said Cambridge City Councilman Alfred 
Velucci, a former mayor. 


Cambridge City Manager Thomas Sullivan said 3 


the Kennedy question was placed on the ballot 
before it was apparent he would challenge Presi- 
dent Carter. 


The Kennedy question will also appear on the 
Malden ballot. 

Several weeks ago, Somerville Mayor Thomas 
August announced a $20.78 property tax cut. He 
faces a challenge from former Alderman Eugene 
Brune. 


In Pittsfield, Mayor Paul E. Brindle III is seeking 
a second full two-year term against three-term City 
Councilor Charles I. Smith. Bridle first won his 
seat in a special 1977 election against Evan Dobelle, 
who left to work for Carter and is now chairman of 
the president's campaign committee.

In Beverly, one-term Mayor Peter Fortunato 
faces the man whom he unseated him two years 
ago, former Mayor James Vitale. In nearby 
Newburyport one-term Mayor Richard Sullivan is 
pe challenged by City Councilor Peter Mat- 
thews. 


Three-term Gloucester Mayor Leo Alper, 66, says 
if he is re-elected over challenger Joseph G. Salah, 
this will be his last term. 


Peabody Mayor Peter Torigian, who won his seat 
in a special election last April when Nicholas 
Mavroules was elected to Congress, faces a 
challenge from Thomas Manos.

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Variety of steps offered for Needham St. traffic

NEWTON — Palliative measures 
have been recommended by the state 
for the Needham Street-Highland 
Avenue traffic problems, for which 
there seems to be no cure. 

Last June Secretary of Transporta- 
tion and Construction Barry Locke 
met community and governmental 
leaders of Newton and Needham at 
Newton City Hall and promised that 
the state would have the ‘‘first-phase 
overview"' done in six weeks. 

Called a ‘reconnaissance report,” 
the results of that overview were sub- 


mitted to city and town officials last 
week. 

The most obvious way to improve 
traffic flow along the Needham 
Street-Highland Avenue corridor is to 
widen both streets and the bridge con- 
necting the two communities. 


But, the report points out, on 
Needham Street, especially, 
businesses are within 5 to 10 feet of the 
existing roadway, a situation that 
would pose serious problems in terms 
of landtaking for widening. 


Furthermore, the bridge between 
Needham and Newton on the corridor 


— “Cook's bridge’ — would need 
widening. This is not considered an in- 
surmountable problem, since there 
are federal funds available that would 
pay for 80 percent of the cost, but the 
Central Transportation Planning 
Staff (CTPS), which did the study, 
finds there are environmental ques- 
tions that would have to be considered 
in reconstructing the bridge over the 
Charles River. 

The report recommends that the 
state Department of Public Works 
look into the widening of the bridge 
and at the same time consider better 
traffic control at the Oak Street, 


Christina Street and Dedham- 
Winchester Street intersections with 
Needham Street. 


The proliferation of curb cuts to the 
point where there are sometimes con- 
tinuous driveways and no sidewalks 
could be remedied by the creation of 
common driveways to serve several 
businesses, the CTPS report says. 


The consolidation of driveways, 
along with improved traffic control, 
such as channelization and signage, 
would improve traffic flow. 

The CTPS report urges meetings 
with businesses to start immediately 


Little support for anti-Foster resolution 


NEWTON — A resolution asking for 
the resignation or discharge of MBTA 
Chairman Robert Foster will be 
before the Board of Aldermen Mon- 
day night with only a 2-1 vote of the 
Public Safety & Transportation Com- 
mittee in favor. 


The resolution has been held pen- 
ding the transportation chief's 
response to the MBTA advisory 
board's demands that the MBTA pro- 
vide among other things a timetable 
for repairs of malfunctioning buses 
and streetcars. 


The Board of Aldermen adopted a 
strong resolution of the MBTA ad- 
visory board last month in which the 
Board demanded improvement of ser-

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vice and management in the MBTA. 
The advisory board is made up of 
representatives of the 79 cities and 
towns in the MBTA district. 


Ald. Mark White, chairman of the 
Public Safety & Transportation Com- 
mittee, wants the resolution that has 
been held in his committee to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night so that Newton's state 
representatives may go armed with it 
to battle at the State House Tuesday. 


Ald. Robert Stiller said at this 
week's PS&T meeting he would 
“charter” the matter at the Board 
meeting. “Charter” means to delay 
action through an objection allowed in 
the city charter. Any alderman may 


charter a measure to postpone action 
until the next meeting. 
Stiller voted against the resolution. 


Board President Matthew Jefferson 
abstained because of clauses in the 


resolution that he feels reflect un- 
favorably on union members. 


Ald. Joseph DePasquale also abs- 
tained. 


White’s only supporter was Ald. 
Rodney Barker. 


Stiller's principal objections to the 
resolution are that the Board of 
Aldermen has no business being in- 
volved in telling the governor to fire 
anyone and Stiller feels that Foster 


had not had a fair chance to show 
what he can do to improve the MBTA. 
Newton has joined Boston in a class- 


action suit against the MBTA about 
service cuts, and Public Works Direc- 
tor has joined as an individual in a 
suit against the MBTA about per- 
formance. 


Brookline has held off on filing a 
suit against the MBTA about the new 
Boeing-Vertol Green Line streetcars, 
which have had problems from the 
start' after the MBTA said it has a 
lawyer working on the Boeing-Vertol 
problem. 


If Brookline goes ahead with its 
suit, Newton may join.

The biggest hope of Newton and 
Needham for improvement of traffic 
in the area was a new interchange at 
Kendrick Street and Route 128. 

The CTPS says this is not a ‘‘viable 
option” because of the proximity of 
interchanges at Highland Avenue and 
at Great Plain Avenue, which are only 
2.5 miles apart and do not leave 
enough room between for another in- 
terchange. 


Both communities had hoped for 
another interchange to drain off traf- 
fic from the Needham industrial park 
and the Newton office park . 


Elimination of traffic by reducing 
the numbers of cars brought to the 
many business and industrial firms in 
the area has been undertaken in a 
minor way and will be stepped up by 
the state program, MassPool, which 
may soon have additional resources 
to put into such efforts. 


Employers should be asked to vary 
their work hours, as some have 
already done in the Wellesley office 
park, the CTPS report suggests. 

The bus service replacing com- 
muter rail service on the Needham 
line should be routed to serve the 
Needham industrial park, according 
to CTPS. 


Finally, the Central Transportation 
Planning Staff offers a bit of hind- 
sight. Both Newton and Needham 
should be vigilant in terms of future 
land use along the corridor and not 
allow to happen again the develop- 
ment that has caused the problems. 


Both communities should be aware 
of impact on transportation and the 
environment when granting parking- 
lot permits, site-plan approval and 
the like. 


The state report is critical of 
Newton's and Needham's past per- 
formance in regard to granting curb 
cuts and notes that local control exists 
even on state highways. 

Site plan review is another tool for 
controlling design and layout of com- 
mercial development so as not to be a 
detriment to the neighborhood and the 
environment. 


Curb cuts must not be the final step 
in the development process any 
longer, says CTPS. Both Needham 
and Newton have been remiss in 
meeting only minimum requirements 
for curb-cut permission from tlie state 
Department of Public Works.

NEWTON — Committees of the 
Board of Aldermen have refused to 
appropriate money for installation of 
a new computer at City Hall until the

The city has used a Honeywell com- 
puter for at least the last five years 


because only Honeywell equipment 
will match the ‘‘software’’ 
(programs) the city already has. 

Funk said the contract was award- 


Law Department clears up questions 
about a no-bid contract. 

The matter under discussion 
Wednesday night was an appropria- 
tion req.uest for $65,000 to renovate 
the area of City Hall that houses the 
computer, the data processing staff 
and the Accounting Department. 

In the end, Building Commissioner 
Allan Fraser said he has the $4100 for 
wiring for the new computer in his 
maintenance budget. 

Finance Committee Chairman Ed- 
ward Richmond asked the questions 
on several aldermen's minds: Should 
the contract for a new computer have 
gone out to bid, and should the con- 
tract have been signed without an ap- 
propriation request for the other work 
needed for the computer? 

The contract signed with Honeywell 
for a new computer is funded for only 
five months, starting Feb. 1, 1980, and 
continuing through the end of fiscal 
1980 at the end of June. The computer 
will be delivered Dec. 14, and 
Honeywell will provide free time to 
Get the computer into operation and 
create systems for city departments. 

Questions were raised two weeks

But that date is 
before the Board of Aldermen has 
acted on a given year’s budget, and it 
would not be able to vote against an 
appropriation to continue use of a 
Honeywell computer in time to cancel 
the contract effective June 30. Sand- 
man wants the date amended. 


Ald. Rodney Barker wants a 
clarification of the ‘unique services’’ 
that Honeywell alone among com- 
puter firms can offer. 

Sandman commented that conver- 
sion of existing data to be usable ona 


new computer would be part of any 
bid submitted by other firms. 
Honeywell says it is anxious to 
make Newton a ‘‘showcase”’ for 
municipal computer operations and 
therefore is willing to give Newton six 


man-months of time to provide 
systems and give Newton a better 
price on the used computer, also a 


Honeywell, than it is really worth, 
even though there has been clear 
notice that the contract may not ex- 
tend beyond two years. 

The contract will cost $72,000 a 
year.

Green Thumb

The poinsettia myth: 
Way back in 1919 a 2- 
year-old child of an ar- 
my officer stationed in 
Hawaii, died of poison- 
ing. The cause was in- 
correctly to be a 
poinsettia leaf. Ever 
since then people have 
been scared into thing 
the poinsettia was a 
hazardous plant to have 
indoors. Today, over 40 
million poinsettia plants 
are enjoyed each 
Christmas holiday. Still 
the poisonous plant 
story about poinsettia 
continues undiminished. 
We don't to give the im- 
pression that the 
poinsettia is a food 
plant. It must be con- 
sidered a non-food 
plant, just as any foliage 
plant you grow in your 
home. 

Here are some 
thoughts that might 
ease your fears about 
poinsettias: 

(1) The Poison Con- 
trol Center of the Food 
and Drug Administra- 
tion monitors informa- 
tion from 500 reporting 
centers in 50 states. The 
center reports that to 
their knowledge, no one 
has ever been known to 
be hospitalized or 
treated for poisoning as 
the result of ingesting 
any part of the poinset- 
tia plan. 

(2) The U.S. Con- 
sumer Products Safety 
Commission determin- 
ed that the poinsettia 
should not be required 
to carry a ‘‘warning

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label” in an issued 
statement back in 1975. 
This recominendation 
was based on their in- 
vestigation in which 
evidence was found to 
support the poinsettia 
poison myth. 

(3) Poinsettias have 
been removed from all 
poison plant lists. No 
data under home condi- 
tions to consider the 
plant a hazard. 

(4) Dr. Henry M. 
Cathey, chief, Florist 
and Nursery Crops. 
Lab., USDA, whom 
every one quotes as be- 
ing “against” poinset- 
tias, never (to our 
knowledge) did say that 
Poinsettias are a 
hazard. He does agree 
that the poinsettia, like 
any foliage plant, may 
have an irritant if handl- 
ed by some people. He 
tells us ‘‘Sap is latex and 
is no more of a concern 
than latex-base paint. I 
don't want to get either 
one on my hands, face 
or body. It is inert, just 
like any latex, when it 
dries on the plant. 

(5) Nectarites on the 
cynathias (true flowers) 
produce tasteful honey. 
Dr. Cathey writes: I've 
been sampling it for 
years without any 


adverse effects to 
report. 
We're the last 


peoplein the world who 
people in want to cause 
plant poisoning. Any one 
with documentation 
about blistering, 
bleeding, vumiting, 
death, gagging, etc., 
why not step forward 
with it? 

We admit we must all 
keep our guard up 
because many plants in 
the home are toxic: dief- 
fenbachia, philoden- 
dron, pothos, to name a 
couple common ones. 
Meanwhile, let’s enjoy 
our house plants. Learn 
to live with them, and 
teach children at an ear- 
ly age (1 year old) that 
plants are a no-no. Or- 
namental plants are 
non-food substances, 
just as shoe polish, 
bleach, aspirin, rubbing 
alcohol, etc. which are 
found in our homes.

To Terrence Maguire and J. Nor- 
man Gledhill Jr., Veterans Day is a 
tribute to a way of life that no 
longer exists. 


“As a group, we respected the 
flag, our elders, authority,’’ 
reminisces Gledhill, Needham 
veteran of World War II. 


He is puzzled about, more than 
offended by, younger generations’ 
bristling attitudes towards 
military service. 


“It was a time of togetherness 
for us, it was teamwork. It was 
nothing you chose to do, but when 
you were called upon, you did your 
share,” he says. 


“Hey, I respect the flag, that’s 
what it's all about.” 


“Other generations just don't 
understand,”’ remarks Maguire, a 
veteran of three wars — World War 
II, Korea, and Vietnam — and head 
of Needham's veteran services. ‘‘I 
hope they'll never have to...” 

Meeting in Maguire's town hall 
office, the men polish plans for 
Veterans Day Services next Mon- 
day. 

“it's a day to remember the dead 
and a day to remember the living 
and their services,” according to 
Maguire. ‘‘And it’s to show the sur- 
vivors of those who died that we 
cared, and that we loved, and that 
we remembered.” 

Traditionally, the day is patriotic 
and ceremonial, with all town chur- 
ches tolling their bells at 11 a.m. 
and a service at Memorial Park 
starting at 10:10 a.m. to culminate 
right at the 11th hour of the 11th 
day of the 11th month, in com- 
memoration of the signing of the 
armistice that silenced World War 
Tin 1918, 

(Because Nov. 11 is on Sunday 
this year, the ceremonies will ac- 
tually be on the 12th day of the 1ith 
month.) 

As much as the two former

activities, they are troubled by the 
lack of a yearlong tribute to those 
residents who donned their coun- 
try’s uniform. 

Until preparations for the 1976 
Bicentennial began, veterans 
through World War IJ were 
remembered by memorials 
throughout town. However, when 
the town was spruced up, the 
deteriorating memorial to World 
War II veterans was shuffled to the 
town hall attic and a move to build 
a new one was unsuccessful. 

It was painful for Maguire this 
year when two “gold star mothers" 
(mothers of men who lost their 
lives in World War II) died 
themselves — and nowhere in the 
town is their sons’ service 
remembered. 


And it was embarassing to him 
when Arnold Silsby, a Needham 
native now living in California, 
made a special trip here to show 
his 23-year old daughter the plaque 
honoring his service. 

Maguire led the 1940 Needham 
High School graduate up the dusty, 
narrow staircase to the attic where 
the honor rolls are stacked against 
the walls only to be told their condi- 
tion and placement were 
“disgraceful — no news to 
Maguire. 


Two weeks ago, Maguire ap- 
peared before selectmen and got 
their blessings to solicit $22,000 to 
build a memorial to every ser- 
viceman who left from Needham 
back to the French and Indian War. 


Elsewhere in town, World War I 
veterans are honored at Memorial 
Park, a town hall scroll bears the 
name of Civil War veterans and 
Townsend Green memorializes 
those who served in the American 
Revolution. 


To be constructed at Memorial 
Park, the monument will contain 
two books, one lisitng the names of 
all veterans and the other those 
who died in action. 

The last unsuccessful campaign 
to erect a monument was ex- 





tinguished before town meeting 
vote, so this time the American 
Legion and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars will channel their efforts 
directly to citizens and businesses. 

“T hope there's enough love and 
caring in the town to get it 
through,” Maguire says. 

“Only 75 cents a piece in the town 
and it's done," calculates Gledhill. 

The men are not willing to con- 
template failing, although they 
reluctantly concede that careful 
records will be kept so every dollar 
donated could be returned to the 
donor. “We'd return every pen- 
ny...but we're going to make it,” 
Maguire says. 

For succeeding, their plans are 
elaborate, including inscribing all 
donors' names in a book to be 
published for the anticipated 1982 
dedication of the monument. 

The nine-man committee steer- 
ing the fundraising efforts will use 
its own money to underwrite fun- 
draising expenses. The men are 
planning townwide mailing and 
visits to businesses, starting Jan 1. 


They bring up the spirit that 
moved the town to build Memorial 
Park. ‘‘It was really a labor of love 
by the people of Needham. They 
moved the dirt themselves,” 
Maguire relates. 


Alluding to the 1920’s construc- oF 


tion of the park in front of the high 
school, Maguire points out: 


“Everyone got behind that — it 
was the war to end all wars, 
remember.” 

Maguire hesitantly pulls his 
favorite photo from his voluminous 
files. Lining up with pride in front 
of town hall are Needham veterans 
who gathered 60 years ago to com- 
memorate the first Armistice Day 
— one year after the cessation of 
hositilities in World War I. The 
holiday was renamed Veterans 
Day in 1954. 

The war to end all wars did not. 
But as they lined up for the first Ar- 
mistice Day, disillusionment was 
yet to come.

If a good offense is the best defense, 
Newton North's front line proved to be 
relentless defenders as the Tigers 
maintained a fierce attack on the net 
in a 2-0 victory over Stoughton High, 
winning the first round of the North- 
South soccer tournament Tuesday at 
Newton North. 

Although both of Newton's goals fell 
in the first half of the contest, seniors 
Dan Fitzpatrick and Greg Pachus, 
along with junior Peter Vasiliades, 
mounted nearly intolerable pressure 
in the third and fourth quarters as 
they slammed shot after shot at 
Stoughton net-keeper Tino Argudin. 

North's attack seemed like target 
practice for the Tigers as the squad 
took 27 pops at the enemy goal’ in- 
cluding several near-misses that pro- 
bably would have sky-rocketed Nor- 
th’s score for the day into double 
figures. 

Pachus got credit for the winners’ 
first tally, although the ball actually 
got around Argudin when Stoughton’s 
right fullback, Dave Farrell, tried to 
pass back to Argudin to escape a 
North barrage. 

Pachus set up the second score 
when he broke free, batted a hard shot 
straight at Stoughton’s net-watcher 
from the right side, the rebound shot 


off tzpatrick. A few of the losers’ 
Stoughton close-call scoring op- 
portunities which could have easily 
turned the game around kept the 
Tigers’ goal-tender, Tim Bronk, on 
his toes throughout the game. Bronk 
had eight saves, including a couple of 
magical blocks in the fourth quarter. 

Argudin, with 19 saves, and John 
Melo and Jeff Cabral with countless 
textbook-form headers, helped 
squelch numerous Tiger threats’ to 
lead the Black Knight defense. 

Newton coach, Tom Williams, 
whose team has not stayed alive past 
the semifinals of the tournament in 
last five years, said he believes the 
Tigers ‘‘have a pretty good chance at 
going all the way this year.”

Newton North football Coach Norm 
Walker must have spent last Monday

Atlanta Falcons Monday Night Game 
on television. 

Indications toward this end were 
evident Sunday afternoon at Dickin- 
son Stadium when the Tigers used a 
couple of razzle-dazzle plays to help 
themselves along to a 28-17 Suburban 
League victory over Weymouth Nor- 
th.

BOSTON (UPI) — Tax forms released by Sen. Ed- 

ward M. Kennedy today show his gross income for 
1978 was $702,697. 

Kennedy paid a total tax of $315,580 — including 
$173,337 in withholding taxes and an additional 
$142,171, according to copies of the tax statement, 
which were distributed by his press aides shortly 
before he was to make his presidential announce- 
ment. 

The statement showed Kennedy earned $57,500 in 
wages as a U.S. senator, and earned another $10,625 
in interest on various accounts. But the largest 
chunk of income came from pensions, annuities and 
other family holdings which totaled $608,977. 

The return, filed jointly with his wife, Joan, listed 
as dependents their children Kara, Edward Jr., and 
Patrick. The occupation of his wife, who has been 
living apart from the family in Boston, was listed as 
a homemaker. 

Kennedy listed income from three family trust 
accounts of $490,616. That included $85,287 from the 
Joseph P. Kennedy 1926 trust; $419,794 from a 
Joseph P. Kennedy 1936 trust; and a debit of $14,465 
from the Edward M. Kennedy blind trust.

Greensboro march must 


GREENSBORO, N.C. 
(UPI) — The Com- 
munist Workers Party 
planned a funeral 
march for Sunday to 
honor the five people 
killed in last weekend's 
“Death to the Ku Klux 
Klan” rally, but police 
may bar the procession 
unless emotions cool by 
then. 

Not long after local 
party leader Nelson 
Johnson announced the 
demonstration Monday, 
city Police Chief W.E. 
Swing warned it would 
be allowed only if ‘‘emo- 
tions have cooled.” 

He said it was “not 
probable” that the par- 
ty, which has vowed to 
wipe out the Klan, would 
get a parade permit. Ci- 
ty officials declared a 
moratorium on such 
permits because of the 
shootings at the ‘‘Death 
tothe Klan” rally. 

In Washington, the 
White House said Presi- 
dent Carter had ordered 
the Justice Department 
to activate a special unit 
of two dozen FBI agents 
in Greensboro to in- 
vestigate the incident. 

Five marchers were 
killed and 10 others in- 
jured Saturday morning 
by a group of whites who 
jumped out of two cars 
at the anti-Klan rally 
and opened fire with 
shotguns and at least 
one automatic weapon. 
Police said some of the 
demonstrators ap- 
parently returned fire 
with pistols. 

Four of the anti-Klan 
demonstrators died im- 
mediately. A fifth, Dr. 
Michael Nathan, 33, 
died of his wounds Mon- 
day. Nathan was 
described as a pediatri- 
cian who devoted much 
of his time to a public 
clinic in a black section 
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of Durham and political 
revolutionary who was 
“always concerned 
about people.” 

Of the 14 people ar- 
rested in the shooting, 
Swing said, six have 
been identified as 
Klansmen and three as 
members of the 
American Nazi Party, 
based on statements 
they made to police. He 
said the affiliations of 
the other five were still

being investigated. 

All were denied bond 
Monday during a 
preliminary hearing in 
which a judge ordered 
12 held over for trial on 
first-degree murder 
charges and two held on 
charges of conspiracy to 
commit murder. The 
hearing was held under 
heavy security. 

Swing said the in- 
vestigation has also 
disclosed that a caravan

Taiwan treaty hearing due on Nov. 13 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— A judge’s decision to 
block President Carter 
from ending the Mutual 
Defense Treaty with 
Taiwan without ap- 
proval from Congress is 
“an unwarranted intru- 
sion of the judiciary” in- 
to the political process, 
the administration told 
an appeals court Mon- 
day. 

It said Congress’ 
powers are so vast it 
could never be ‘‘effec- 
tively excluded" from 
key foreign policy deci- 
sions. 

But lawyers for Sen. 
Barry Goldwater 
argued that if Carter is 
allowed to unilaterally 
terminate the Taiwan 
treaty, future 
presidents could act 
alone to break off the 
NATO Treaty or the 
Nuclear Test Ban Trea- 
ty. 
Each side filed writ- 
ten arguments with the 
U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the District of 
Columbia, which the 
Justice Department 
wants to overturn the 
Oct. 17 ruling by U.S. 
District Judge Oliver 
Gasch. 

Gasch, in a decision 
that could jeopardize 
U.S. relations with 
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mainland China, ruled 
that Carter needs ap- 
proval from either two- 
thirds of the Senate or a 
majority of both houses 
of Congress before he 
can end the 1954 treaty. 


The full 10-member 
appeals court has 
granted the Justice 
Department an 
emergency date of Nov. 
13 for oral arguments in 
the lawsuit by 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., and 
25 other conservatives 
who want to stop Carter 
from unilaterally ter- 
minating the treaty as 
scheduled on Jan. 1, 
1980. 


The Justice Depart- 
ment argued Congress 
has had ample op- 
portunity to object to the 
treaty termination. 


It said since Carter 
opened relations with 
the People’s Republic of 
China last December, 
and simultaneously 
gave notice the United 
States was terminating 
the Taiwan treaty, Con- 
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gress has gone along 
with the decision twice. 
It “consented” to the 
appointment of Leonard 
Woodcock as am- 
bassador to thé People’s 
Republic and it “‘per- 
mitted the use’’ of 
federal funds to 
establish an embassy 
and consulate in Peking. 


The brief said the 
president is the 
commander-in-chief of 
U.S. troops, and “it 
simply cannot be 
seriously maintained 
that a court could issue 
an order compelling the 
president to send troops 
to defend Taiwan 
against attack.” 


“Not only is the 
district court's decision 
based on an erroneous 
interpretation of the 
Constitution,” the brief 
said, ‘“‘(but) it con- 
stitutes an unwarranted 
intrusion of the 
judiciary into matters 
which should be involv- 
ed through the political 
process.”

Exam says Kennedy 
is in ‘superior’ health 


BOSTON (UPI) — Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy today released the results of 
a physical examination which in- 
dicate he is in ‘superior’ health and 
would be able to stand up to the 
physical pressures of the presidency. 

The report showed that earlier this 
year Kennedy had a small skin leison 
removed from his chest which 
laboratory reports later showed to be 
a minor “skin cancer" caused by ex- 
posure tothe sun. 

Kennedy, 47, today was to announce 
his candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination against President Carter. 

Kennedy underwent an extensive 
physical examination at Georgetown 
University Hospital in Washington on 
Nov. 1, 1979, according to a statement 


released prior to Kennedy's announc- 
ment at Faneuil Hall. 

The “generel physical examination 
was completely normal,” the state- 
ment said. ‘The senator was judged 
to be in superior physical condition.” 

“On June 22, 1979 a one centimeter 
skin lesion was removed from the 
senator's chest. The lab reports show- 
ed it to be a skin cancer of the basal 
cell type. It was wholly excised,”’ the 
report said. 

Basal cell cancers are the most. 
common forms of skin cancers and> 
are thought to be due primarily to sun 
expossure. 

‘In this routine case the entire 
leison was removed. There are no 
other comparable leisons,” the state- 
ment said.

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Japanese preferences in 
fragrances and flavors 
appear to be catching on 
with Americans — a 
trend that Japan's per- 
fumery manufacturers 
hope will pave the way 
for a boost in sales. 


Robert E. Wahlgren, 
chief perfumer of 
Takasago USA, Inc., 
said, ‘‘There are indeed 
differences in Japanese 


and American tastes in 
fragrances, but the dif- 
ferences are narrowing. 

“In Japan there is a 
preference for more 
subtle, blended 
fragrances, often 
resulting in the sacrifice 
of strength. Generally, 
the U.S. market prefers 
a stronger, longer- 
lasting product, utiliz- 
ing purer, more basic 
oils and colors.” 

But Wahlgren said his 
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company will not have 
to adapt to U.S. 
preferences. 


The Japanese are 
similar to Americans in 
that items from 
detergent to tobacco toa 
new car must have a 
certain smell or taste. 
Laundry detergent must 
have a “‘clean"’ odor, for 
example. 


“Americans appear to 
be heading toward 


Japanese ideals not only 
in fragrances and 
flavors, but 
philosophically and 
culturally as_ well," 
Wahlgren said. 

“This trend will even- 
tually win over the U.S. 
and European 
markets,” he said.

DPU orders phone rebates 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Utilities has 
ordered New England Telephone to 
reduce monthly telephone service 
charges by returning a total of $6.3 
million to residential telephone 
customers. 

The rate offset plan ordered by the 
Department of Public Utilities is the 
result of the department's decision, 
issued in late July, to “disaggregate” 
the costs of equipment and services. 

The department has directed New 
England Telephone to issue all 
residential customers a one time 
rebate to offset the additional 
revenues collected for the period Aug. 
15 to Oct. 15, The company was also 
directed to reduce basic monthly ser- 
vice charges to produce a total 
decrease in company revenues of $6.3 
million annually. Implementation, in 
the form of credits on monthly 


telephone bills, will begin Dec. 1. 

The Department allowed an in- 
crease in charges for certain installa- 
tion work which was previously 
underpriced, since some services for 
installation are now competitive. The 
increases went into effect Aug. 15. To- 
day’s order offsets the additional 
revenue being realized from the new 
installation charges, and prevents the 
company from realizing windfall pro- 
fits. Every residential customer in 
Massachusetts will benefit from the 
DPU action. 

The DPU also ordered the 
Telephone Company to submit further 
information to the department con- 
cerning other increases in revenues 
resulting from its July order. The 
commissioners indicated that further 
reductions in telephone rates or ser- 
vice offerings may be possible after 
this data is evaluated. 


Dr. Loewenstein is appointed 


BOSTON — Ernest V. Loewenstein, 
O.D., Ph.D., has been appointed assis- 
tant professor of optics at The New 
England College of Optometry 
(NEWENCO). Dr. Loewenstein has 
been a practicing optometrist in 
Newton since 1977, first with the Op- 
tometric Associates of Newton, and 
most recently in private practice.

The state is divided into regions to 
try to solve the problem of solid waste 
disposal, but the mayor said this week 
there is not enough landfill area for 
the regions to use when they have 
operating resource recovery 
facilities. 


B.C. program 
receives grant 


NEWTON — Newton resident Betty 
Taymor, director of Women in 
Political and Governmental Careers, 
a year-long study-internship program 
at Programs for Women, Boston Col 
lege, has announced the receipt of a 2 
ty year federal grant with the first 
year funds totaling $81,346. 

The HEW funds will help to 
establish a network of similar pro- 
grams to train women for manage- 
ment positions in government in five 
New England universities. Represen- 
tatives of the universities of New 
Hampshire, Vermont,-Maine, Rhode 
Island and Connecticut will come to 
Boston College for training before the 
September 1980 target date for im 
plementation of their own programs. 

The Women in Political and 
Governmental Careers program, 
which began in 1971, currently has 23 
women enrolled. 
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Mann said Gov. Edward King 
believes that private industry should 
do the job, but it cannot, Mann said. 

Newton is a tentative member of 
the 128 West Resource Recovery 
Council, a coalition of more than 20 
communities banding together to use 
a joint facility, to be located at last 
report in Stoughton. 

Mann said that for the first time, 
fuel generated from resource 
recovery is competitive with oil, but 
with the tonnage of rubbish required 
to make a recovery plant feasible, 
there is still expected to be con- 
siderable residue, which must have a 
place to go. 

Mann also decried the lack of state- 
approved sites for disposal of toxic 
wastes’ such as asbestos. Newton 
may have to remove the asbestos 
from the Newton North High School. 

Newton disposes of its rubbish 
through the transfer-haul method, in 
which rubbish is collected, taken to 
the ompacted, transfer-haul station at 
Rumford Avenue, c and hauled to a 
landfill area owned by the transfer- 
haul company 


Mann said he has been meeting with 
Officials of Waltham and Weston 
about the possibility of forming a 
“mini-region’’ for solid waste 
disposal

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Ship's anchor, bulldozer join horse, 


NEEDLE MOUNTAINS, Utah 
(UPI) — A ship's anchor chain and a 
bulldozer have joined the horse and 
the lariat as tools of the modern ran- 
cher in southwestern Utah, 

Ranchers aided by the state and 
federal governments have used heavy 
chains stretched between two 
bulldozers to rip up vast tracts of 
juniper and pinion trees, 

After burning the twisted remains 
of the trees, they reseed the land with 
crested wheat, Russian wheat, in- 
termediate wheat, topar and other 
grasses, turning the dry forests into 
lush pasture for cattle. 


The techniques, which include scor- 
ching the earth nearly black, make 
some environmentalists shudder. But 
the end result is more grass and 
water, which have helped many ran- 
chers stay in business and prosper. 

Due to environmental pressure, the 
Bureau of Land Management stopped 
using the chain method on land it con- 
trols in Utah seven years ago pending 
impact studies. But ranchers are con- 
tinuing the clearing on private and 
state land with the help of the Utah 
Legislature. 

“It's allowed us to keep our families 
together,” said Thurman Eyre of 
Minersville, Utah, a partner in Woods 
and Eyre Cattle Co., sponsor of one of 
the largest chain-dragging reclama- 
tion projects in Utah. 

“Without the reseeding, the range 
wouldn't support the eight families 
that make up the company,” he said. 
“Our kids would have to move away.” 

The Woods and Eyre Co. runs about 
900 cows with calves on 200,000 acres 
of land in Pine Valley, near the Utah- 
Nevada stateline in Beaver County. 
The company owns about 3,000 acres. 
The rest is leased from the Bureau of 


Land Management and the state. 
Because of the delicate desert 


climate, the land cannot support 
many cattle and requires careful 
Management. Most of the valley is 
winter range with a sparse covering 
of grass and white sage. During the 
summer, the stockmen move their 
cattle to the mountains surrounding 
the valley. 

The Needle Range is covered with 
juniper forests so dense nothing 
rows under the trees, not even cac- 
tus. But the cattlemen have cleared 
14,000 acres of federal, state and 
private land and reseeded it. 

Grass is not the only thing that has 
sprouted on the range. 

“You would be surprised at the 
number of springs that come up after 
the trees have been cleared,” said 
Rulon Eyre, Thurman's brother. 
“Those junipers soak up all the water. 
Nothing will grow under them.” 

The rancher pointed to a stream in 
the bottom of a wash, 

“That stream used to dry up by Ju- 
ly,” he said. “Now there is water all 
year, enough to irrigate some of the 
pasture land.” 

There is also more water for stock 
and wildlife. The range supports a 
transplanted elk herd, antelope, deer 
and grouse. 

“The range is just a lot better,” said 
Thurman. ‘Our calf crop has increas- 
ed from 60 to 95 percent since we 
began the reseeding and we are get- 
ting heavier calves.” 


Woods and Eyre began reseeding 
nearly 15 years ago on leased BILM 
land. In the initial phases of the pro- 
ject, the ranchers built the fences and 
the BLM cleared the property. 


They help the early bird 


WEBSTER, N.Y. (UPI) — If the 
early bird has been having trouble 
catching his worm, he could fly into 
Shirley Leschorn's and Betty 
Peachey’s garage for a few of the 
crawly creatures. 

The two middle-aged sisters, known 
to friends and family as “Chic & 
Peach" and ‘‘The Worm Women of 
West Webster,” raise more than 
25,000 hybrid redworms in the garage 
of their tidy, brick-and-stone home in 
this Rochester suburb — not as a 
business, but strictly as a hobby. 

“We haven't made any money on 
this, it's just fun," they say of their 
avocation, which at one point saw 
200,000 worms inhabit their garage. 

“Chic” Leschorn, 46, a legally 
disabled data processor, and her 55- 
year-old sister, an x-ray technician at 
Rochester's Strong Memorial 
Hospital, are self-described ‘‘adven- 
turous flakes" who acknowledge their 
hobby is a bit bizarre. They admit 
they deserve all the kidding they've 
taken the last 6 42 years. 

Leschorn said, “‘It’s part of the fun. 
We deserve it, after all not too many 
people raise worms just as a hobby. 
But my sister and I are pretty game to 
try anything.” 

“IT don't know exactly what is, but 
there's some kind of intrigue with 
this,” Peachey added. “It’s fun.” 

“T don't know what our father would 
say if he knew we were raising worms 
in his garage, but he'd probably get a 
kick out of it," Leschorn wondered. 

The offbeat diversion started from 
amagazine advertisement. 

Peachey said, ‘When I was work- 
ing, one of the gals was doing 
crocheting at the office during lunch 
hour. She had a magazine and I just 
kind of thumbed through it. In the 
back they had ads on how to make ex- 
tra money and they make it sound just 
so fantastic, so that you'll be rolling in 
dough in two weeks. 

“At supper time I kind of facetious- 
ly-said to my sister, ‘How would you 
like to raise worms?’ At which point 
my mother had an absolute fit.” 

For about $19, the women ordered 
1,000 redworms. Although delivered 
in corrugated boxes, they arrived at a 
most inopportune time. 

“Unfortunately, they arrived on my 
mother's 76th birthday, at which time 
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we were having a catered party in the 
basement. So we had 1,000 worms on 
one side of the room and about 30 peo- 
ple and food on the other. We were off 
to a great start, hoping our guests 
wouldn't discover the worms,’’ Ms. 
Leschorn said. 

The sisters transferred the 
creatures to a washtub, but within a 
week, all the worms had died. 

“We probably would've given the 
whole thing up except that the worms 
were guaranteed. So we wrote back to 
the grower and told them they died 
and he replaced them,” Peachey said. 

The new order of redworms surviv- 
ed and the women ‘‘started to catch 
on,” reading a number of worm books 
which they found ‘‘very 
contradictory.” 

“Everybody does something dif- 
ferent and swears theirs is the way to 
do it," the women said, “‘But we 
learned through trial and error.” 

Raising Canadian crawlers and 
gray night crawlers proved unsuc- 
cessful, so they concentrated on 
hybrid redworms, a “much heartier” 
breed. They placed them in the 
garage in two 8-foot plywood pits they 
constructed. The worms live in peat 
moss, which serves as their bedding 
and is a source for water and oxygen. 

“The redworms are much smaller, 
but they’re very hearty and can make 
it through our winters. The crawlers 
are very touchy. If the temperature 
varies they just turn to mush. The 
redworms take care of themselves.” 

They learned that if the worms got 
too wet they would either leave the 
pits —leaving them with ‘‘wall to wall 
worms" — or drown. 


But because worms replenish 
through reproduction roughly at the 
rate of 500 to 1,000 times a year, and 
because of the worms’ life span of 14 
to 16 years, the women have not had to 
spend much money on their hobby. 


“Once in a while we'll get kind of 
depleted and we think, ‘Ah, we won’t 
do this anymore,” Leschorn said. 
“But it gets to be a habit after 
awhile.” 

They spend ‘‘about an hour a week”’ 
looking after their tiny friends, water- 
ing them and feeding the worms with 
anything from corn meal to chicken 
mash, apples to squash or even wet 
newspaper.

“Some areas are better suited for 
this type of project and we wanted to 
determine where there would be 
positive benefits and where the costs 
would outweigh the benefits,” said ac- 
ting Utah BLM Director Bill Leavell. 
“It costs a lot of money to hire men 
and run bulldozers.” 

Then, in 1975, the Natural 
Resources Defense Council’ filed a 
lawsuit which required BLM to 
prepare extensive environmental im- 
pact statements on grazing. The suit 
killed chain dragging on BLM land 
until the agency completes 20 impact 
statements on various Utah ranges. 
The task won't be finished until 1988, 
although chaining could resume in 
some areas before then. 

The state of Utah then stepped in, 
forming a range reclamation fund 
from which ranchers can borrow 
money interest-free to improve cattle 
country. 

The Woods and Eyre Co. has bor- 
rowed $100,000, which it is using to 
clear and seed eight sections of state 
land in the Needle Mountains along 
with some private land, none of which 
is affected by the environmental 
lawsuit. 

The cattlemen have 15 years to pay 
back the money. They have also put 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars of 
their own money into the projects. In 
addition to chaining, they have laid 
nearly 40 miles of pipe along the sides 
of Pine Valley to keep watering holes 
full. 


Wildfire added several thousand 
acres of fresh range to the Woods and 
Eyre operation. 

A range fire swept across part of 
the juniper forest two years ago. 
BLM, following a new policy, left the 
trees standing and dropped grass 
seed from aircraft. The result was an 
eerie forest of black tree skeletons 
sticking up from a lush carpet of 
alfalfa and other grasses. 

Carl Parker, a range expert from 
Utah State University, said wildfire 
once helped keep much of western 
Utah green with grass. But in this cen- 
tury, the BLM contributed to a take- 
over by junipers and pinion when the 
agency fought all wildfires, he said. 

“Fire is a natural ecological factor 
on range land,” he said. “If we are go- 
ing to suppress fire, we should be 
prepared to deal with the problems 
that arise out of the practice.” 

Parker said desert trees make poor 
use of water on the range compared to 
grass. 

“Trees evaporate a lot more water 
in relation to the amount of material 
they synthesize,” he said. ‘‘The grass 
that results from fire and chaining is 


much more useful to livestock and 
wildlife.” 


Leavell said the BLM has adopted a 
policy putting out fires that threaten 
lives or property. But in areas where 
burning would be advantageous, fires 
are allowed to burn.

The studied approach 
to managing time 


PHOENIX (UPI) — Some people 
say time is money, but Stella Cassano 
Donchak says time is life. 

Ms. Donchak, who teaches English 
at two-year Phoenix College, spends 
much of her time telling others how to 
manage theirs. She conducts 
seminars for the city of Phoenix, for 
churches and for community groups 
to help people get control of time and 
thus their lives. 


“First I ask ‘What bothers you 
about time.’ People say ‘Time passes 
me by,’ “I always feel pressured’ or I 
don't have time enough for what I 
want to do,” she said. 


But her reply is ‘You've got all the 
time you need. If there's one area of 
equality, it's time. We all have the 
same amount. That's where you 
figure out who's in charge of the 
clock.” 


A person who doesn’t like washing 
dishes should do it during television 


commercials, use paper plates or 
budget their money to eat out, she 
said. 


For those who feel they are controll- 
ed by the clock, Ms. Donchak said 
they should devote some time twice a 
day to themselves, to reflect, relax 
and “regain energy.” 

“It's hard to do because it looks like 
you're wasting time," she said, but 
she added that those who take a few 
minutes out for relaxing find they 
have more energy and are more 
productive. 

Part of Ms. Donchak's theory is that 
everyone should consider himself a 
VIP or very important person, by ad- 
justing their time to the important 
things in their lives and to future 
goals.

Soviet actresses on tour 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Undetered by 
the recent defections of ballet dancers 
and champion ice skaters, the Soviet 
Union has sent a pair of its top ac- 
tresses on an American tour with a 
film festival celebrating 60 years of 
Soviet filmmaking. 

Ludmilla Gurchenko, looking a bit 
like Cyd Charisse in ‘Silk Stockings,” 
is the 44-year-old singing-dancing star 
of Soviet musicals dating back to a 
1956 color spectacle called ‘‘Car- 
nival.”’ 

Natalia Gundareva, 31, is a star of 
Moscow's Mayakovsky Theater who 
does movies on the side. 

Having launched the festival in New 
York, they will accompany it to Los 
Angeles and Chicago with what their 
American publicity agent calls a 
“fun” stop in San Francisco along the 
way. 

The festival consists of six new 
Soviet films plus a reconstruction of 
the late Sergei Eisenstein’s unfinish- 
ed 1932 epic, ‘‘Que Viva Mexico.” 

The two actresses, on their first 
visit to the United States, expressed 
tolerance for artistic compatriots who 
recently sought asylum in this 
country. 

“Maybe they were seeking better 
opportunities,” said Miss Gundareva. 
“Tf they feel better here, that’s up to 
them.” 

Miss Gurchenko, who also spoke 
through an interpreter, said, ‘It’s 
very difficult to live when you’re not 
master of your life. At home I am the 
master of mine. And I can't live 
without my family. I must breathe 
with Russian air. 

“T feel pity for those who left. When 
I hear ‘bravo’ from an audience out- 
side Russia it is wonderful, but it is 
not the same thing as hearing it at 
home. I can cry on the stage and Rus- 
sian people will know exactly why.” 

Miss Gurchenko recently wrote a 
book about her father, who began life 
as a serf under the czar. Later he 
worked as a miner, learned to play 
the accordion and slipped off to 
Moscow to become a musician and 
marry a woman 20 years his junior — 
although he already had a wife. The 
woman, then 17, became Miss Gur- 
chenko's mother. 

“My poor semi-educated father — 


women adored him," sighed Miss 
Gurchenko fondly. She herself is mar- 
ried to a jazz pianist and has a 
daughter. 

Miss Gundereva’s husband also is 
an actor with the Mayakovsky 
Theater. Only last week she was in 
Paris for scenes of a new Soviet film. 

Both actreses have been promised a 
tour of Hollywood movie studios — 
“Just to look," said Miss Gurchenko, 

That's probably just as well. No 
Russian actress has ever really made 
itin Tinseltown. 

Sam Goldwyn, hoping for a Garbo 
of his own, imported a Russsian 
movie star named Anna Sten in 1933, 
but she didn’t catch on. In the late 
1950s Hollywood expressed interest in 
a beautiful young actress named Ta- 
tiana Samoilova whose Soviet movie 
“The Cranes are Flying” was a hit on 
the U.S. art circuit, but she stayed 
home. 

“She’s been sick a long time, and 
she’s lost her figure,”’ said the slender 
Miss Gurchenko. ‘But she still plays 
supporting roles,”” 

More recently there was Victoria 
Federova, movie star daughter of a 
once-famous Soviet screen actress 
and an American admiral who was a 
naval attache in Moscow during 
World War II. She came to visit three 
years ago and stayed to marry an 
airline pilot. She got a part in a 
Hollywood TV movie but then drop- 
ped from view. 

“I worked with her in a show once,” 
Miss Gurchenko said. 


Miss Gundareva, looking like a 
young Nina Khrushchev, said with a 
Cyrillic smile between puffs on a Koc- 
Moc cigarette that she was enjoying 
her first look at the United States. The 
previous night she and her traveling 
companion had been shown Times 
Square, the World Trade Center, 
China Town and their first Broadway 
musical. 


“We saw ‘Ain't Misbehavin’”’, said 
Miss Gurchenko, humming a few 
bars. 

“I know all the songs so it was just 
like seeing a show at home — except 
the cast was black. Of course, we 
don’t have may black people in the 
Soviet Union.”

Europe bundles up for an icy winter 


LONDON (UPI) — In Holland 
there's a rush for wooden clogs. In 
East Germany they're unscrewing 
lightbulbs. Spain's King Juan Carlos 
is installing solar panels in his palace. 

Energy-scarce Europe is getting 
ready for winter. 

Last winter was the continent's col- 
dest in decades — the coldest in a cen- 
tury in some places. 

How cold was it? It was so cold that 
ducks and geese froze fast in Swedish 
ponds. Amsterdam residents skated 
to work along the city's canals for the 
first time since 1962. Even usually 
well-prepared Moscow had to limit 

hot water when the temperature dip- 
ped to minus 49 F, the lowest in 100 
years or more. 

In Sweden, where the temperature 
hit 60 below zero, ambulancemen 
went on strike for warmer clothing 
they got it — and the channel between 
Sweden and Denmark froze solid. 
There were fears of rabid foxes walk- 
ing across the Baltic. 

In Britain, where central heating is 
far from common and storm windows 
a rarity, the worst winter in 30 years 
wasn't exactly helped by @ truckers

“I spent most days wrapped up in 
bed just to keep warm,” said one 75- 
year-old pensioner. “This year things 
can only get worse.” 

So many British soccer games were 
canceled because of the cold that the 
season had to be extended. 
Goalkeepers took the field in long 
underwear. 

“We issued extra blankets to our 
customers,’ said Jesus Puig, 
mananger of a small hotel in Paris's 
left bank. 

“My wife would go to bed wearing a 
pair of thick socks, tights, a pair of pa- 
jamas anda shirt. She wanted to wear 
gloves but that's where I drew the 
line.” 

Now, faced with fuel shortages and 
the prospect of another grueling 
round of snow, ice and sub-zero 
temperatures, Europeans are wrack- 
ing their brains for ingenious ways to 
beat this winter's weather. 

In the Netherlands, last winter saw 
a minor revival of clogs when 
residents realized the traditional 
wooden shoes — originally designed 

















to help farmers cope with soggy, sea- 
level fields — made excellent, warm 
snowshoes. Now there's a rush on 
clogs for this year. 

The East German government has 
attempted to get a jump on winter 
with a new energy conservation 
measure — unscrewing half the 
lightbulbs in all buildings, a move 
that caused considerable resentment. 

Hungary, like most other East 
European countries, has cut street 
lighting in half. In Belgrade even 
television will be going off the air an 
hour or two earlier to save energy. 
Radio, television and newspapers 
urge energy economy. 

In Belgium, which last year reeled 
under heavy snow and frost, there isa 
small boom in alternative heating 
methods — wood, coal and gas burn- 
ing stoves, with some manufacturers 
re-launching pseudo-antique models. 

Even the wealthy and titled are not 
immune to the cold. In Spain, which 
last year had its coldest winter in 30 
years, King Juan Carlos has decided 
to cut heating bills by installing solar 
panels in his Zarzuela Palace. The job

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Democrats held fast to the nation’s large cities

Democrats resoundingly won 
governorships in Mississippi and Ken- 
tucky Tuesday and kept a 
stranglehold on the nation’s largest 
cities — badly damaging GOP 
dreams of picking up grass-roots 
momentum for the 1980 national elec- 
tions. 

Kentucky and Mississippi, tradi- 
tional Democratic states whose con- 
servative voting in national elections 
had boosted GOP upset hopes, elected 
Democrats John Y. Brown and 
William Winter. 

Eight of the nation’s 20 largest 
cities elected mayors — and 
Republicans won only three. The GOP 
unseated a Democrat only in 
Cleveland — and that had been ex- 
pected — where Ohio Lt. Gov. George 
Voinivich trounced feisty incumbent 
Dennis Kucinich. 

Former Democratic Rep. William 
Green was elected mayor of 
Philadelphia, the nation's fourth 
largest city, to succeed retiring Frank 
Rizzo. Democrats already control the 
three largest city halls — New York, 
Los Angeles and Chicago. 

In Houston, incumbent Democrat 
Jim McConn was forced into a runoff 
by City Councilman Louis Marcy — 
but even the challenger is a 
Democrat, guaranteeing party con- 
trol of the nation’s five largest cities. 

But in generally liberal San Fran- 
cisco, conservative GOP City Coun- 
cilman Quentin Kopp ran a surpris- 
ingly strong race and forced incum- 
bent Democrat Dianne Feinstein into 
a Dec. 11 runoff. 

In addition, Democrats retained

control of the state legislatures in 
New Jersey, Kentucky, Mississippi 
and Virginia — important because 
state lawmakers will redraw congres- 
sional districts based on the 1980 cen- 
sus. 

The 1980 elections are important not 
only because it is a presidential year 
— where grass-roots strength is a plus 
— but also because Republicans fear 
that unless they make gains on the 
state level, Democrats could ger- 
rymander them out of existence. 

The GOP has a chance to salvage a 
governorship next month in Loui- 
siana, where Rep. David Treen is in a 
runoff. If he loses, the Republicans 
will have only 18 of the nation’s 50 
governorships. 

Brown, who used television, a 
celebrity wife and his financial exper- 
tise gained in making Kentucky Fried 
Chicken a household word, was an 
easy winner for the Kentucky gover- 
norship over Republican Louie B. 
Nunn in a rugged, bitter campaign. 

Nunn sought in vain to make an 
issue of visits by Brown and his wife, 
former Miss America and television 
sportscaster Phyllis George, to New 
York discos and Las Vegas casinos 
and even suggested that Brown's 
bodyguard was to protect him from a 
mob hit. 


The sharp personal attacks that 
marked the campaign disappeared on 
election night as Nunn congratulated 
the winner and Brown told his sup- 
porters: ‘‘We have taken our people 
and our state out of political bon- 
dage.”” 

In Mississippi, the third time was 
good luck for Winter, who frustrated a 
second attempt by car dealer Gil Car- 
michael to become the state’s first

CLEVELAND (UPI) — A defeated 
but undaunted Mayor Dennis 
Kucinich says he would fight the same 
battle with Cleveland's business and 
political establishment all over again 
even though it meant losing City Hall 
to Lt. Gov. George Voinovich. 

Citing principle over politics, the 
fiery 32-year-old Kucinich, a 
maverick Democrat, told tearful sup- 
porters Tuesday night: ‘‘The state- 
ment which will endure is that we 
stood up for the people against the 
corporations which are attacking con- 
sumers every day." 

Voinovich defeated Kucinich’s bid 
for a second two-year term by 94,470 
to 73,505 — 56-44 percent margin. 
Voinovich, a Republican, was heavily 
backed by the business community. 

“Our administration has faithfully 
and fearlessly defended the economic 
rights of the people of Cleveland,” 
Kucinich shouted to the crowd in the 


Voters in Boston retained their mayor while the 
Maine electorate kept its bottle bill in New England 
ballotting Tuesday. 

Voters in all New England states but Vermont 
went to the polls in moderate numbers on a cool 
autumn day that saw a mixture of clouds and sun- 
shine. 

Kevin H. White defeated state Sen. Joseph Timil- 
ty for the third time to win an unprecedented fourth 
four-year term as mayor of Boston. 


White, the dean of big city mayors, won 55 per- 
cent of the vote. He said his latest victory signals an 
end to sharp political divisions in the city. 

In his victory speech, White said, ‘‘This is the 
first time in 12 years this city has not been elec- 
torally divided ... We will always differ as a people 
in this city, but we will no longer as a people be 
divided.” 


Elsewhere in Massachusetts: 

—Mayor David E. Crosby of Brockton, who was 
hospitalized earlier this year with a heart attack 
and then had a leg amputated, swamped his oppo- 
nent Joseph P. Marcos by a nearly 14-1] margin. 

—Former state Sen. George Rogers, convicted in 
a multi-million dollar scandal involving misuse of 
Massachusets vocational education funds, won a 
seat on the New Bedford City Council. 

—Mayors in Chicopee, Leominster, Pittsfield and 
Somerville were defeated by challengers. Most in- 
cumbents in other cities won easy victories. 

In Maine, voters 5-1 rejected a bid to dump the 
state’s bottle law. The repeal effort was financed 
primarily by $160,000 from out-of-state beer, 
beverage and container corporations. Bottle law 


opponents across the country had hoped Maine 
would repeal the bottle law and help reverse a na- 
tional trend toward container deposit statutes. 

Also in Maine, voters convincingly approved 
three bond issues totalling $30.8 million, to improve 
highways and bridges and to construct fish piers. 
Voters also soundly defeated a measure to amend 
the state Constitution to remove a voter literacy re- 
quirement. 


In New Hampshire, incumbent mayors in most 
cities easily won re-election contests. But in Con- 
cord, the state capital, a mere 72 votes proved 
enough to elect a new state senator. Susan Mcl.ane, 
a 10-year veteran in the New Hampshire House, 
snuck by C. David Coeyman, a six-year City Coun- 
cil member, in the state Senate race. 

The election was held to fill the year left in the 
term of Mary Louise Hancock, who took a federal 
job. 

Connecticut voters cast ballots along traditional 
lines. Democrats scored major election victories to 
solidify their hold in the state’s big cities while 
Republicans hung on to the leadership in mostly 
rural communities, 

Democratic mayors claimed victories in Hart- 
ford, New Haven, Waterbury, New Britain and Nor- 
walk. 

Democrats also ousted GOP mayors in Danbury 
and Torrington while Republicans held on to 
mayoral offices in Stamford and Bristol. 

Not all the activities at polls in the Nutmeg State 
were confined to lever pulling. 

State troopers were outside many polls passing 
out leaflets complaining about budget cuts in their 
department ordered by Gov. Ella Grasso.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
Two major proposals won over- 
whelming passage in Tuesday's 
special election, one sparking a@ Na- 
tional campaign to limit government 
spending and the other promising a 
inajor court battle on busing. 

“Beginning in January, we will 
launch a nationwide, grass roots 
movement of taxpayers from every 


state in the nation,” declared Paul 
Gann after his Proposition 4 to limit 
state and local public spending was 
endorsed by a vote of nearly 3-1. 


Sen. Alan Robbins, D-Van Nuys, 
author of Proposition 1 to curb court- 
ordered busing of school children to 
achieve racial integration, said the 


measure's victory surpassed Proposi- 
tion 13’s win 17 months ago. 


“We've had a great day,” said Rob- 
bins. ‘We have done what even Pro- 
position 13 has not done we are 
ahead in every county in the state of 
California. By a vote of nearly 2-1, the 
people are saying no to forced busing 
in California.”

But the default crisis was a 
manifestation of deeper fiscal 
troubles plaguing the city, which forc- 
ed Kucinich to slash manpower in 
most city departments, including 
police, fire, sanitation and recreation. 
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Newly-elected New Haven Mayor Biagio (Ben) DiLieto and his wife, Rose, 
share a triumphant moment before a large group of supporters at election 
headquarters Tuesday night.

Hatcher undecided 
on candidates 


GARY, Ind. (UPI) — Democrat 
Richard G, Hatcher waltzed to a 
fourth term as mayor of the steel city 
Tuesday and promptly let his party's 
presidential candidates know they'd 
have to come courting to get his sup- 
port.

Fraser's victory was a shot in the 
arm for the Democrat-Farmer-Labor 
Party that has dominated Minnesota 
politics for years, but took its lumps in 
1978. 


The night's most lopsided winner 
was Baltimore Mayor William Donald 
Schaefer, a Democrat who polled 
more than 80 percent to crush his 
GOP opponent Samuel Culotta for a 
third four-year term. 

Republican Mayors William Hud- 
nut, Margaret Hance and Tom Moody 
kept their jobs in Indianapolis, 
Phoenix and Columbus, Ohio. 

Democratic incumbents who won 
again were Maurice Ferre in Miami, 
Doug DeGood in Toledo, Eddie Knox 
in Charlotte, N.C.; Richard Hatcher 
in Gary, Ind.; Ted Wilson in Salt Lake 
City and George Athanson in Hart- 
ford. 

In Cleveland, Voinivich handled 
Kucinich with ease, blaming the city's 
financial problems — it went into 
default last year — on the 32-year-old 
maverick who delighted in feuding 
with the city’s powerful business com- 
munity. 

“T’ve given this city every ounce of 
my strength during the past 10 
years,”’ Kucinich declared in defeat, 
“and I don't regret a single ounce of 
that effort. I've never done anything 
but my best for this city. 

“We sacrificed the mayor's office 
because we refused to bow and serve 
the money powers of this community. 
I accept the price of defending the 
public interest.”

‘SOS Auburndale’ launched 


AUBURNDALE — Ward 4 Alder- 
man Carol Ann Shea has initiated 
local meetings about city acquisition 
of the 10-acre Staniford Street parcel 
under the aegis of a group called 
“SOS Auburndale.” 

The parcel of land, owned by John 
Mclsaac, has been threatened with 
development for more than 10 years 
and was the subject of a long-drawn- 
out fight with Newton’s Board of 
Aldermen and Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. The dispute finally ended up at 
the state Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee, which ordered the city to grant a 
comprehensive permit to build 140 
low- and moderate-income housing 
units on the land. 

The Housing Appeals Committee is 
the state arbiter of the so-called anti- 
snob zoning law, which allows con- 
struction of housing when a communi- 
ty is suspected of denying permits 
because it does not want low-income 
housing or when it is short on the 
state's estimate of what a community 


should have in the number of low- 
income housing units. Newton needs 
5000 units, according to the state, and 
has nothing like that number of low- 
income units. 

Since the Housing Appeals Commit- 
tee ruled in favor of Mclsaac, 
MclIsaac has changed his mind about 
the number and type of units he wants 
to build and is preparing to submit a 
petition for 96 or 98 condominium 
units. 


The Conservation Commission 
has for a number of years wanted the 
city to acquire the property, which 
has extensive river frontage, and 
would be amenable to building on the 
top 2 acres, where some 20 units of 
housing could be built. 

There has never been a definite 
ruling from the state Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering 
about whether building can take place 
below the flood-plain level described 
by. the Conservation Commission, a 
lack that adds confusion to the status 


and meaning of the order of the Hous- 
ing Appeals Committee to grant the 
comprehensive permit. 

The SOS Auburndale group has 
the unqualified support of the Conser- 
vation Commission, which hopes the 
local organization will raise money to 
help buy the property. 

Another possible source of a 
relatively small amount of money is 
the Newton Conservators, Inc., which 
some years ago raised about $3000 
toward the city purchase of the Vale, 
an unspoiled natural area in Thomp- 
sonville. The money was not needed 
because the land was given to the city 
by the owner, Robert Cohen. The 
group also raised money toward pur- 
chase of the Novitiate land. 

The Conservators donated $1000 
toward the purchase of the Chestnut 
Hill Country Club to neighbors who 
have acquired that property, and 
should still have some of its money 
donated by citizens all over the city.

Provident tries 
again to move 
to Newton Centre 


BOSTON — For different reasons, 
an application from the Provident In- 
stitution for Savings for a branch in 
Newton Centre has been opposed by 
Newton Ald. Ethel Sheehan and by tiie 
Massachusetts Urban Reinvestment 
Advisory Group. 

The proposed branch is ‘‘un- 
necessary,” according to Sheehan, 
while the public-interest group says 
the Provident has been negligent in its 
responsibilities to investment in the 
improvement of Boston as required 
by a national act. 

Both Sheehan and MURAG spoke at 
a public hearing before the state 
Banking Commission Tuesday. 

The Provident has applied for per- 
mission to locate a branch bank at 
1255 Centre St. An application to put 
the branch at 1241 Centre St., the 
former Sage’s Market, was 
withdrawn last April pending resolu- 
tion of problems between Sage’s and 
its landlord. 

Sheehan said the new bank would 
provide no services that are not being 
amply provided by five other banks in 
Newton Centre Square. 

She referred to the traffic conges- 
tion in Newton Centre Square and said 
the business association wants to en- 
courage a business that draws foot 
traffic and not automobiles. 

Foot traffic helps other businesses 
in the area, while a bank would be less 
helpful, she said. 

The community has long hoped for 


a grocery store to replace Sage’s. 
There is a large number of elderly 
persons living near Newton Centre 
Square who find it difficult to shop 
elsewhere. 

“It is obviously possible to bank by 
mail, but it is not possible to shop for 
groceries by mail,’’ Sheehan told the 
commission. 

The Banking Commission should 
also consider, Sheehan urged, that 
there is community support for the 
existing banks in Newton Centre, two 
of which have recently enlarged their 
buildings at considerable expense. 
There is also a relatively new which 
opened during the year. bank, 

These banks should be allowed a 
reasonable amount of time to recoup 
their building costs before new com- 
od enters the scene, Sheehan 
said. 

The petition of the Provident In- 
stitution is more than a local issue. It 
is being regarded as a possible test 
case of the national Community 
Redevelopment Act, which forbids . 
“redlining,” a practice that makes it 
virtually impossible to get mortgage 
money in certain areas’ and puts a 
responsibility on banks to make loans 
in certain areas of communities in 
which money may not be easily had. 

The Provident has been accused by 
MURAG of neglecting its duties in 
that respect in the city of Boston. 

The Banking Commission will hand 
down its decision in two weeks. 


Recounts Saturday 
in school elections 


NEWTON— Two School Committee 
election recounts are set for Satur- 
day, Nov. 17 at Newton City Hall at 9 
a.m. 

A recount of ballots will be held for 
the positions in Ward 5 and Ward 8. 

Elisabeth Cody has asked for a re- 
count in the Ward 5 election. She lost 
that race to Honora Kaplan by 179 
votes in a citywide total for their race 
of 11,433 votes. Kaplan got 5806 votes, 
against Cody's 5627. 

Cody took Wards 1 through 5 but lost 
Ward 6 and lost heavily in Wards 7 
and 8. 

A recount of ballots will be held for 
the Ward 8 School Committee posi- 


tion. Robert Ricles beat Alfred Smith 
in that election with 5145 votes to 
Smith's 5071, a margin of 74 votes in 
the total of 10,216. 

Smith said he attributes his loss, if 
it is a loss, ‘directly to a slate card 
and a damaging letter, which 
bordered on character assassination 
and was tinged with racism.” 

If the loss of the election stands up 
to the recount, Smith said, he intends 
to work over the next two years for 
the election to the School Committee 
in 1981. 

A recount rarely yields an error of 
more than three or four votes in this 
city.

The Revs. David and Bonnie Allen 
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Houghton Garden restoration a labor of love

CHESTNUT HILL — The Chestnut 
Hill Garden Club is working in col- 
laboration with the Newton Conserva- 
tion Commission to restore and main- 
tain an historic woodland area of 10 
acres. 

The Houghton Garden, adjacent to 
the larger 100-acre Webster Conser- 
vation Area, was purchased by the Ci- 
ty of Newton in 1968, after a long 
period of total neglect, following the 
deaths of the original owners, Mr. and 
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Trails have been cleared and bark 
chips laid to make easy strolling, and 
bright yellow disks, at eye level on 
trees along the way, keep visitors 
from losing their way. 

This basic, essential work was done 
by the City of Newton, using CETA 
workers. Once accomplished, 
members of the Chestnut Hill Garden 
Club, with advice from the staff of the 
Arboretum, placed metal tags on 
plants bordering the paths throughout 
the garden, indicating common and

NEWTON— The Stone Barn in 
Newton Upper Fails should remain a 
warehouse, neighbors told the alder- 
manic Land Use Committee at a 
public hearing last week. 

Robert Cicchetti, who has the pro- 
perty at 44 Oak St. under a sales 
agreement, has petitioned to be allow- 
ed to convert the famous building to 
five townhouses. The barn is under 
the status of a nonconforming com- 
mercial use in a residential zone. 

The Stone Barn is in the Upper Falls 
Historic District and cannot undergo 
exterior changes or demolition 
without permission from the Historic 
District Commission, which is strong- 
ly in favor of preserving the struc- 
ture. 

Jane Brearley, 11 Cliff Road, is wor- 
ried about the future of the building if 
Cicchetti were to sell it after develop- 
ing the five dwelling units. She also 


Diane DeLorie of Oak Street ob- 
jected to the proposed change of use 
for the property. ‘We want it to stay a 
warehouse, for live storage or dead 
storage.” As to a suggested increase 
in truck traffic if the building 
becomes an active warehouse again, 
“We'll deal with that later,” she said. 

David Danielson, Linden Street, 
questioned the absence of windows in 
the building, whose walls are of stone 
3 feet thick, and wondered whether 
skylights would be adequate. ‘‘There 
is a great distance between principle 
and realization,” he said. 

Ann Theodore and Peter Rosbeck, 
both of whom live at some distance 
from the Stone Barn, on the other side 
of Elliot St., also spoke against the 
proposed conversion.

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Safety first 
in wood stoves 


Without doubt, the most intriguing 
aspect of the energy crisis is the rush 
toward wood-burning stoves to offset high 
costs of conventional heating fuel. 

Area fire chiefs are sounding warnings 
about the need for permits to use the wood- 
burners. They are also providing com- 
monsense suggestions with regard to safe- 
ty in installation and maintenance. Heed 
them well, if you have a wood stove in 
mind. 

There’s more to putting one in than 
merely going around to the stores dealing 
in household goods and picking out a pret- 
ty black item. Construction of the house it’s 
going into, with adequate chimney access, 
has to be a preliminary factor in planning. 

Personal safety looms large. If you are 
planning to cut your own wood, the handl- 
ing of an ax or electric saw demands both 
expertise and extreme caution. And the 
careless handling of fireplace or stove 
fuels, as well as the wood itself, can be 
dangerous. 

Cost of wood has skyrocketed, of course, 
as demand has accelerated, but the sav- 
ings potential is still apparent. 

Wood stoves are a throwback to the ear- 
ly part of the century. Older generations 
will tell you they were still in use in the 
1920’s, one in the kitchen for cooking and 
the other parlor. Ceiling grates and open 
stairwells carried the heat to upper levels. 
Hard coal was burned in the kitchen stove. 

Installation of oil burners in kitchen 
stoves was a step forward. Many homes 
had Florence kerosene burners which 
could be hand-carried from room to room. 
One-pipe cellar furnaces were an innova- 
tion, expanding into duct systems linked to 
all rooms, but requiring humidifiers 
because of the dry air. 

By World War II,the central heating 
systems were directing heat throughout 
dwellings through hot air, hot water or 
steam. The coal-fired furnace gave way to 
fuel oil. Electric convector heating was in- 
troduced, even in combination with air 
conditioning for the hot months. 

Rediscovery of the wood stove is 
something else again. For many people, it 
represents a pocketbook necessity. What 
the safety and health authorities are tell- 
ing you is to buy with care and handle with 
care. A lot of lives will be spared if the war- 
nings are taken seriously.

My mother, myself

Somebody told me recently that my mother is 
quoted in a new book about Cissy Patterson, the late 
owner of a now defunct newspaper in Washington, 
D.C., saying something to the effect that when my 
mother first worked there she was the only woman 
besides an alcoholic reporter who slept with 
everybody in the sports department. 

IT can hear my mother now saying just that. And I 
can see the whole scene all over again. 

My mother, who worked in the society depart- 
ment of the Washington Times-Herald, on the out- 
side was always the lady of the newspaper. 

She grew up in a newspaper family, with a father 
who was something high on the Washington Post, 
an uncle who ran a paper in Philadelphia, a 
reporter brother, and a husband on the copy desk. 

But she sat there every day all day with her hat 
on, as newspaperwomen did, with a clean pair of 
white gloves at the ready, because she spent a good 
deal of her days, and nights, out covering Society. 
And in Washington at that time it was Society witha 
capital S. 

Oh, the nights! I used to sit enchanted watching 
my beautiful mother dress for this embassy or that, 
or the fabulous White House. She had a ritual of 
dressing that included letting down her long, dark- 












red hair to coil up again in a chignon, several dif- 
ferent kinds of makeup, and then — I was allowed to 
put on the finishing touch! An exotic, pale mauve 
powder for her naked back and shoulders. 

Then she topped everything off with a black 
velvet or gold lame evening wrap, sometimes trim- 
med in ostrich feathers. 

Cissy Patterson, the eccentric and brilliant 
newspaper owner, used to give her two society 
writers her ‘‘old’ clothes, worn perhaps three 
times, so they would be able to hold their own with 
the wives of ambassadors. But I knew my mother 
looked better in those clothes than Cissy Patterson. 

As I got older I began to sneer at my mother's 
manipulation of these ambassadors’ wives and 
other social climbers who thought nothing of calling 
our house to complain that Mme. Moutonne was 
mentioned twice that week in my mother’s column, 
while she, Mme. Chavchavadze, only made it once. 

As I got into my teens, I must have disapcocktail 
pointed my mother greatly because I would go to 
only a few of the parties and tea dances she wanted 
me to go to to meet the “right people.” 


The best part of my childhood and young teens 
was the newspaper itself. 

The society department of the Times-Herald was 
my supplementary education. When I would drop in 
there after school, I must have been a pest, but 
somebody always gave me a stack of copy paper

Don't overlook King’s accomplishment

Summing up the 
legislative year, clamoring about the 
clumsy way state pay raises were handl- 
ed, many observers are overlooking one 
of Governor King's most important ac- 
complishments. 

Political friends of mine don’t like any 
praise at all for King, but he deserves 
applause for changing our way of look- 
ing at local spending. 

I'm talking about the King spending 
cap. It has worked by changing the ques- 
tion from ‘‘How much more do we 
spend?”’ to ‘“‘Where can we cut?”, an 
historic shift in approach. 

Governors Volpe, Sargent and 
Dukakis tried to solve the property tax 
problem by increasing local aid, tripling 
it in my case. But undisciplined com- 
munities just kept increasing spending: 
the more they got, the more they spent, 
and property-tax relief never happened. 
The King tax cap approach has changed 
that. 


I don’t mean to say it produced 
anywhere near the millions in property- 
tax reduction he promised in the cam- 
paign, and many of us thought that was 
hot air from the start anyway. 


And, no, he didn’t do all that he might 
have done had he pressed the 
Legislature even harder than he did. 


But what he did do was this: filed and 
fought for legislation that finally produc- 
ed a 4 percent cap on local spending. 

What that meant was that the cities 
and towns of the state had to live within a 
specific limit: no spending could go 
higher than 4 percent of last year's spen- 
ding without a special vote of the govern- 
ing body of the community. 


What that produced was cities and 
towns starting from the premise that 
savings had to be made to live within a 
four percent restraint. They didn’t have 
to do that before. They did have to do it 
this time, by law, and by doing it, many 
of them are producing local budgets that 
are resulting in lower tax rates. 

Some communities might have cut 
spending anyway. Some communities

might have lowered their tax rates 
anyway. But the key word there is 
“might”; they also might not have done 
anything at all. With a 4 percent tax cap, 
there was no ‘‘might”’ about it. 


With what result? Nearly 80 com- 
munities have cut the local tax rate, 
about a dozen have held the line, and 
around 30 increased the rates. Not all 
returns are in yet, not all communities 
“have set their rates — but, so far, that's 
quite a showing. 


The Governor had predicted 70 per- 
cent of the cities and towns will cut their

Overturning the ban on

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The tiny fire ant is at the 
center of a growing controversy in the House of 
Representatives...a controversy that could directly 
affect the health of all Americans. 

The facts of the case are: the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) has banned the use of the 
chemical Mirex, which for many years was used to 
control the fire ant in southern states. The EPA 
took this action after conducting extensive scien- 
tific tests that showed Mirex not only causes 
cancer, but builds up in the human body over a 
period of years. 

In one EPA study, this proven carcinogen was 
found in 45 percent of the people tested in Missippi. 

Despite this evidence, the House Agriculture 
Committee wants to overrule the EPA ban and 
allow the spraying of Mirex across the South once 
again. As frightening as that prospect is, | am even 
more disturbed by the provisions of this bill which 
would entirely strip the EPA of its power to 
regulate any pesticides! 

It comes down to a question of whether . the Con- 
gress will ignore scientific evidence and usurp the 
EPA's power whenever it suits some narrow 
special interest. 

There is growing evidence that many cancers are 


caused by environmental factors, including man- 
made chemicals. It is extremely unwise for the 
House to even censider overruling the EPA's 
carefully reasoned ban on Mirex or its authority to 
regulate pesticides. I will be strenuously opposing 
this ill— conceived measure when it reaches the 
floor of the house. 
Medicare 

Two bills making much-needed changes in the 
Medicare and Medicaid programs have recently 
been approved in committee and are headed for a 
vote in the full House. The improvements which I 
am particularly pleased with are those which would 
allow more elderly people to stay in their own 
homes whenever possible, rather than being forced 
into nursing homes unnecessarily. 

For instance, the new laws would do away with 
the current requirement that a senior citizen be 
hospitalized for three days before becoming eligible 
for home health care. It would also eliminate the 
$60 deductible payment for home health care, and 
do away with the 100-day maximum currently plac- 
ed on home health visits. 

Another change would permit senior citizens to 
participate in Health Maintenance Organizations 
(HMOs) by authorizing Medicare payments to 
these pre-paid health groups. 

By encouraging preventive medicine through 
HMOs, and allowing people to be treated in their 
own homes whenever possible, we cannot only im- 
prove health care services for the elderly — we can

Three Mile Island 
report in adequate 


To the Editor: 

We feel that the report issued by the 
Kemeny Commission, appointed by 
the president to investigate the acci- 
dent at the Three Mile Island Nuclear 
Power Plant, is unsatisfactory. We 
do, however, applaud the report to the 
extent that it highlights the inherent 
dangers to human safety in the opera- 
tion of nuclear power plants. 

The report concludes that, because 
of deficiencies in the equipment, in- 
adequate training of operators, and 
confusing procedures, “An accident 
like Three Mile Island was eventually 
inevitable.” 

The report goes on to recommend 
that, ‘‘To prevent nuclear accidents 
as serious as Three Mile Island, fun- 
damental changes will be necessary 
in the organization, procedures, and 
practices — and above all — in the at- 
titudes of the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission and, to the extent that 
the institutions we investigated are 
typical, in the nuclear industry.” 

Although the Kemeny report does 
indict the current regulatory process 
and calls for structural reform within 
the NRC, it is flawed because it stops 
there. How can the process of gran- 
ting licenses for the construction and 
operation of nuclear power plants 
continue when current procedures 
are, according to the Kemeny Com- 
mission, inadequate, and confusing? 

How can we rationally proceed with 
nuclear power until the Commission's 
report is translated into action? 
Although the Commission's findings 
appear to logically call for a 
moratorium until new regulations are 
put forth, the Kemeny Commission 
appears incapable of recommending 
such a move. 

Other portions of the report call into 
question the safety of nuclear power 
even after effective enforcement of 
the Presidential Commission’s 
recommendations. 

The report states, ‘‘This accident 
was too serious. Accidents as serious 

as Three Mile Island should not be 
allowed to occur in the future.” The 
report contradicts itself by warning 
that there is, ‘No guarantee that 
there will be no serious future ac- 
cidents.”’ It also cautions that, ‘‘We do 
not claim that our proposed recom- 
mendations are sufficient to assure 
the safety of nuclear power.”” 

The report has raised two serious 
questions. First, why did it fail to call 
for a moratorium on plant construc- 
tion and licensing until the recom- 
mendations are implemented and fur- 
ther studied by Congress and the 
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Public? Secondly, how could the 
Kemeny Commission not guarantee, 
given current technology, that a 
catastrophic nuclear accident would 
not occur, and at the same time not 
recommend suspension of construc- 
tion until such a guarantee could be 
given to the people living near nuclear 
facilities? 

We believe the report answers both 
these questions when it says, ‘‘We feel 
that our findings and recommenda- 
tions are of vital importance for the 
future of nuclear power. We are con- 
vinced that, unless portions of the in- 
dustry and its regulatory agency 
undergo fundamental changes, they 
will over time totally destroy public 
confidence and, hence, they will be 
responsible for the elimination of 
nuclear power as a viable source of 
energy.” 

Here the Commission reveals its 
position that the viability of nuclear 
power is not related to the problems of 
human safety, but of ‘‘public con- 
fidence.” Nuclear safety is presented 
in the way in which it is viewed by the 
nuclear industry; as a public rela- 
tions problem. The Commission has 
offered a public relations answer; in 
the guise of new attitudes and a 
bureaucratic reorganization. 

The Commission is correct in 
stating that its report is vital to the 
future of nuclear power, vital to the 
extent that it leads people to believe 
that all the safety hazards of nuclear 
power are carefully being dealt with. 

A moratorium would have been too 
drastic a measure for the Kemeny 
Conmission, going beyond the scope 
of public relations. Despite being an 
obvious conclusion to the report, the 
idea of a moratorium was quietly 
scuttled. The Commission fulfilled its 
mandate as stated by President 
Carter to, ‘‘Make nuclear power even 
safer,” i.e. to make nuclear power a 
viable commodity to a skeptical and 
frightened public. 

We feel that a moratorium on the 
construction and licensing of nuclear 
power plants is necessary until we 
resolve the fundamental safety con- 
cerns which were highlighted by the 
report of the Kemeny Commission. 
We support Congressman Edward 
Markey’s statement, ‘‘The 
noratorium is necessary for Con- 
gress, and the people to step back and 
have a national debate and time for 
reflection on the nuclear safety 


issue.”

He then spent 
two years in Ethiopia as a Peace 
Corps volunteer, during which time 
he decided to go into the ministry. 
He earned a bachelor of divinity 
and a master of sacred theology at 
the Yale University Divinity 
School. 

He served as minster in training 
to churches in Norwich and New 
Haven, and as a chaplain-teacher 
at Deerfield Academy, where he 
had attended school, and then he 
became the pastor of the United 
Church of Chester. 


The Rev. Bonnie Scott Allen, 34, 
was born in Williamstown, Mass. 
She received her B.A. from Lake 
Forest College and went on to earn 
a master of arts in religion at the 
Yale University Divinity School. 
She also was a minister in training 
to churches in Norwich and New 
Haven. In 1974 she became the 
assistant minister of the United 
Church of Chester, where her hus- 
band was serving as pastor, and in 
1977 she became co-pastor there. 


The Allens “share everything” 
at the worship services at the 
church in Newton Highlands, and 
the atmosphere at their first ser- 
vice was such that one churchgoer 
remarked that he felt as though 
Bonnie and David were “host and 
hostessing a meal."

Tranian students, ordered to prove 
full-time status or face deportation, 
straggled into offices of university 
and immigration officials from 
Berkeley, Calif., to Buffalo, N.Y., on 
the first day of a month-long reporting 
period. 

The order by President Carter, in 
response to the takeover of the 
American embassy in Tehran, will be 
enforced by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service ‘‘as rigorously 
as possible,”’ an INS official said. 

The INS last January compiled lists 
of 50,600 Iranian students enrolled in 
U.S. colleges and universities. To 
qualify as full-time students, they 
must be taking 12 credit hours. 

Some 100 immigration officers were 
assigned Tuesday in the New York 
metropolitan area alone to find the 
estimated 4,700 Iranians with student 
visas. District Director George Vician 
said he could not remember such an 
attempt to locate members of any one 
group by the INS. 

Of the 5,500 Iranian students in 
Texas, many of those contacted said 
the order would not weaken their sup- 
port of Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 
But others feared deportation and 
growing anti-Iranian sentiment. 

One Iranian student in Dallas, an 
opponent of the Khomeini regime,

said his life would be endangered if he 
was deported to Iran. 


“T am scared to report to INS 
because I might be deported,” said 
the student, who would not identify 
himself. 


“Even if they deport everybody 
that doesn’t solve anything,” said Ali 
Jafarzadeh, a graduate engineering 
student at the University of Texas in 


Austin, where anti-Iran protests oc- 
curred last week. 


“The problem is not the students 
here," he said. “I guess the true end 
of this situation is meeting the 
demands of the students back in Iran, 
which is the return of the shah and the 
relationship cut between the U.S. and 
Iran. I’m ready to be deported.” 


INS officials in Oklahoma said 25-50 
percent of the 4,317 Iranian students 
in the state are there illegally. At one 
junior college in suburban Oklahoma 
City, 200 of the 300 Iranians are believ- 
ed to be illegal residents, they said. 


In California, special immigration 
offices were set up for the 900 Iranians 
at the University of Southern Califor- 
nia and the 400 at UCLA.

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Court alcoho! counseling 
program extended to teens

NEWTON—The Youth Develop- 
ment Program, which for 14 years has 
provided counseling and tutoring for 
“academically resistant'’ Newton 
high school students, will now be an 
alternative for Newton District Court 
judges in handling the cases of young 
offenders convicted of alcohol-related 
crimes.

The court will now refer young 
defendants to the program for alcohol 
counseling for a period of one year, 
during which time the defendants can 
also participate in the academic side 
of the program, earning credit toward 
a high school diploma. 

The defendants referred must be 
between the ages of 14 and 22, and 
must be students at one of Newton's 
high schools. The court will review 
each case every eight weeks for the 
first six months and every three mon- 
ths thereafter. 

Each defendant will be interviewed 
by program directors Arthur Wallace 
and Joan Green to determine the 
severity of his or her alcohol problem. 
Wallace and Green will then decide 
whether the defendant should go to a 
hospital for alcohol detoxification or 
take part in an intensive 30-day pro- 
gram of daily Alcoholics Anonymous 
meetings. 

The directors may also decide on a 
less intensive program of three AA 
meetings each week, with one to take 
place on the weekend. 

Court-referred participants will 
also attend three sessions of the Youth 
Development Program at the Educa- 

tion Center. Night sessions are of- 
fered for students with full-time jobs. 
Students may be dropped from the 
program and returned to the court for 
fighting, vandalism, poor attendance 
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or coming to meetings ‘high’ or 
“drunk.” 

Newton District Court Judge Monte 
Basbas said 90 percent of the crimes 
committed by young offenders are 
related in some way to alcohol pro- 
blems. He said the Youth Develop- 
ment Progam will go beyond the 
Alcohol Safety Action Program to 
which the court refers those convicted 
of driving under the influence of

alcohol. 
“The court has recognized that 
alcoholism is a sickness,’ says 


Wallace. ‘The court and the schools 
have worked out a controlled alter- 
native program to deal with the 
sickness.”’ 

Green says court-referred defen- 
dants will become part of the regular 
Youth Development Program, but for 
them, she says, ‘the program will 
have the clout of the court.” 

The YDP, she says, is ‘‘the last 
referral in the public high schools. 
Students are referred here when 
every resource has been used and has 
failed.” 

“Academics are treated secondari- 
ly,” she says. ‘‘The primary function 
of the program is therapeutic 
readiness. When we have to be 
psycholom.ists, we're psychologists. 
When we have to be social workers, 
we're social workers. We're also 
teachers, therapists and counselors.” 

Wallace says the first goal of the 
Youth Development Program is to 
keep students in school and whenever 
possible to integrate them back into 
the school community. 

Of about 60 students referred to the 
program each year, about a third 

graduate from high school. 

Of the court referral program, 
Wallace says ‘‘We're not trying to get 
anyone off the hook. We try to make 
the alcoholic aware of what he's doing 
and show alternatives. Booze today, 
for the young ones, is a part of life.” 
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Wallace says drinking amoung 
teenagers has “increased tremen- 
dously in the last seven or eight 
years.” He says some children start 
drinking at age 11. 

“It takes an adult ten years to get to 
the advanced stages of alcoholism,"” 
he says. ‘‘It takes some kids 18 mon- 
ths."” 

Wallace says teenagers reach more 
quickly the stage of alcoholism where 
they are experiencing twitchiness, 
personality changes and blackouts 
because they are growing. He says 
they are also at ‘‘the junk food stage"’ 
and therefore do not get proper 
nourishment. ‘‘A kid can get to the 
point where the alcohol is feeding 

“Some of these kids,’’ he says, 
“wake up drunk. It takes 30 days to 
wash alcohol out of your system.”’ 

Wallace also says the combination 
of marijuana and alcohol speeds up 
the process. 

He says the goal of the program is 
not to stop students from drinking, but 
to make them aware of what they are 
doing. Students are given high school 
credits and opportunities for tutoring 
when they show ‘“‘awareness, growth 
and responsibility.’’ 

He says one valuable feature of the 
program is attendance at Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings. “We're pro- 
bably the only program in the country 
which gives kids credit for going to 
AA meetings.”

This midshipman does well at helm of academy Recipe

ANNAPOLIS, Md. (UPI) — Liz Belzer, a mid- 
shipman ensign now, more concerned with studying 
the magnetism of ships than with giving orders, 
was for six weeks this summer the top banana 
among midshipmen at the U.S. Naval Academy. 

Officially, Miss Belzer was Midshipman Com- 
mander Elizabeth A. Belzer — the first woman ever 
to attain the highest rank among midshipmen at the 


academy. 


“Personally, I feel qualified to do the job. My 
record is good,” the 20-year-old Westminster, Md., 
woman said in a firm, matter-of-fact voice not long 


after assuming command. 


Was she chosen because she is a woman? 

“We would hope not,” she answered. 

Now that fall classes have begun, Liz Belzer is 
just another midshipman — just one of the 55 
women who remain of the original 81 who in 1976 
were the first women ever to enter the formerly all- 


male academy.

“T think the most important thing that went on is 
that we kept the communication lines open between 
everyone,’ she said. 

The midshipmen on her staff and her superiors 
uniformly rated her performance high, insisting the 
only difference from her male counterparts was the 
attention she received from the media. 

“I can’t really see that much difference in how 
she comes off as commanding officer compared 
with how anyone else would come off,” said Mid- 
shipman Lt. Jeffrey Colvin, 21, a Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
native who was Miss Belzer’s staff supply officer 
this summer. 


Liz Belzer's daily routine began at 5:45 a.m. with 
physical exercise training of the plebes, followed by 
a working breakfast with her faculty advisers anda 
series of meetings with members of her staff. 

Because her main duty was to coordinate the 
training, her most frequent face-to-face contact 
with the plebes occurred with what she called ‘the 
problem kids’ — plebes whom she would 
sometimes dress down in a tone that would have 
made a master sergeant proud. 

“When you ask them a question and most of their 
classmates already know the answer, you can 
relate to it — you were there,” she said, her hazel 
eyes showing a spark of fire. ‘Your feelings are ge- 
nuine impatience and anger.”

NEWTON — At a hearing last week, 
the Planning & Development Board 
heard warnings — perhaps for the 
first time — of the possible negative 
impact of community development 
improvements on low and moderate 
income businesses and households. 

For the past few years the city has 
been receiving from the federal 
government well over $2 million an- 
nually. The chief purpose of these 
funds is to improve low and moderate 
income areas within the city. A 
negative impact on the people the 
funds were meant to help would be 
contradictory to the very purpose of 
the entire community development 
(CD) program. 

That situation may have already 
have begun in Newton Highlands, ac- 
cording to George Mansfield, presi- 
dent of the Highlands Area Council. 
As the improvements are made and 
the area is upgraded, rents may also 
increase, Mansfield said. Small 
businesses that are only marginally 
profitable may not be able to afford 
the increases, he said. Already the 
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council has had to help relocate one 
such business. If the situation con- 
tinues, it could hurt the good business 
mix that the Highlands now enjoys, he 
added. 

Similarly community development 
improvements could cause increases 
in the cost of housing’ thereby forcing 
low and moderate income people to 
relocate, according to Mansfield. 

Addressing a similar problem, 
Michael Barnett, of the Newton Cor- 
ner Advisory Committee and Village 
Business Advisory Committee, told of 
Newton Corner’s fear of an expensive 
developer coming into his village. For 
that reason he called for the Gorin 
and Leeder property in Newton Cor- 
ner to be bought and developed by the 
community. 

Another call for a land acquisition 
was made by Brian Yates of the Up- 
per Falls Advisory Committee. He 
called for across from the to acquire 
the building depot. The building is 
noted for its dilapidated appearance 
and vacant stores. It is located in the 
very heart of Pettee Square — the 
focal point of the Upper Falls CD im- 
provement program. 

In evaluating past CD efforts, Yates 
said that the Upper Falls program 
has suffered from many delays. One 
of the major delays occurred last year 
when Community Resources Group 
(CRG), the former planning consul- 
tant for Upper Falls, fell apart. 

Claiming that most of the work was 
done, CRG presented plans with in- 
complete engineering work, said the 
present Community Development 
Director Stephen Andrews. The pro- 
ject director left CRG, but promised 
to finish the Upper Falls plans. CRG, 
which was falling apart, was unable 
to give him adequate support. At the 
same time, the project director's new 
employer was making demands on his 
time’ Andrews said. 








CD improvements may harm 
low or moderate income people 


The net result, according to An- 
drews was that the city had to take 
away the contract from CRG and give 
it to Lane-Frenchman. Lane- 
Frenchman is the firm with which the 
project director, David Mayfield, is 
now associated. 

Noting the problem with CRG and 
with the person hired to do the Upper 
Falls street survey, Yates said the ci- 
ty should require performance bonds 
from those hired to do community 
development work. Yates also called 
for a city organizational chart for 
community development programs. 
It would be helpful to know who 
reports to whom in the city's com- 
munity development staff, Yates 
said. 

Focusing on just the human ser- 
vices, Bobbi Croce of Newton 
Highlands called for a clear-cut 
hierarchy of where human service 
funding comes from so as to prevent 
duplicate applications. A thorough 
and clear-cut description of what is 
expected of community development 
contractors is also necessary, said 
Mrs. Croce said.

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Foreign language teachin 


Prominent among 
deficits of the American 
educational process is 
the teaching of foreign 
languages. 


Only 15 percent of all 
U.S. high school 
students study a modern 
foreign language. And 
among those, only two 
percent stick with it toa 
third year. 


All the rest are 
tongue-tied in any situa- 
tion where even skeletal 
knowledge of a second 
language might help 
them understand a 
situation better — even 
help them order a more 
palatable meal when 
confronted by a menu in 
Spanish, German, 
French. 


When colleges re 
quired foreign 
languages from ap- 
plicants, the college- 
bound student enjoyed 
or suffered through two 
or four years of foreign 
languages in high 
School. They had to take 
it — whether they found 
it delight or bitter 
medicine. 


The deficit started 
when colleges abandon- 
ed and relaxed the 
language requirement. 
Only 10 percent of the 
nation’s 33,000 
academic insttutions 
now demand previous 
Study of a second 
language. 

This happened while 
English gained usage 
around the world, mak- 


ing it a kind of universal 
language and lessening 
the need for a second 
language by Americans. 
But that’s no excuse for 
what's happened, says 
one high school 
principal. 


“This neglect of 
foreign languages in 
schools should concern 
everyone,” Joseph A. 
Coccia reports in the 
Bulletin of the National 
Association of Secon- 
dary School Principals. 


Coccia, principal of 
Cranston High West in 
Cranston, R.I., said 
even President Carter 
has recognized that the 
United States is alone 
among nations in its 
neglect of the study of 


g lacking in the American educational process 


foreign languages in 
schools. 

The president did 
what presidents fre- 
quently do about pro- 
blems — he appointed a 
committee, the 
Presidential Commis- 
sion on Foreign 
Languages, to study the 
problem and ways of 
Teversing the trend. 

Coccia claims all 
Students can learn a 
foreign language, not 
just the college-bound. 
He said it is important 
to the nation and 
students who may use 
the second language 
skill making their 


livings.

Assassin's wife finds life lonely 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn. 
(UPI) — Anna Sandhu 
Ray says the past year 
has been lonely, but 
fulfilling, exciting but 
frustating, and a time of 
no regrets even though 
— as the wife of James 
Earl Ray — life will 
never be the same. 


The free lance artist 
married the confessed 
assassin of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. on Fri- 
day, Oct. 13, 1978, ina 
simple ceremony  per- 
formed by a black 
minister at the Brushy 
Mountain State Prison 
near Petros. Tenn. 


“T love him more now 
than ever before. I 
wouldn't trade places 
with anyone,” she said 
on the eve of her first 
anniversary. “I didn't 


think I could go through 
a year and be as happy 
asI am.” 






Ray, serving a 99-year 
prison term, and his 
wife met while she was 
sketching him during a 
court appearance. 


“Not having my hus- 
band here with me has 
been tough. I knew it 
would be hard for me for 
awhile. But, I am an ar- 
tist. I don't mind being 
alone. I need time 
alone," she said. 


Mrs. Ray said she 
plans to give her hus- 
band a gold crucifix for 
the anniversary, but 
was not sure if she 
would visit the prison 
Saturday. She said Ray 
is planning to surprise 
her with a gift she 
suspects is a ring. 


She said she tries to 
visit her 51-year-old hus- 
band twice weekly.

through glass or 
anything like that. We 
kiss and hug.

Rooting impatiens. 
Having trouble rooting 
those impatiens you 
brought in from out- 
doors? Try rooting them 
in a piece of “floral 
foam,” such as florists 
use in centerpieces. It 
does a better job than 
Ae tap water. Here's 

ww you doit: (1) Cut up 
Pieces of the floral 
foam, 1.5 x 3 inches. (2) 
Soak thoroughly in 
water (do it before you 
cut it) in a shallow pan 
of water. (3) Insert tip 
cuttings (about 2 or 3 in- 
ches long) into each 
piece of foam which is 
kept moist or wet at all 
times. Rooting takes 
place within 2 weeks or 
80. (4) To pot up the 
rooted cutting, merely 
break off a piece of the 
foam with roots intact, 
and plant in a pot of 
loose soil. 

Some gardeners find 
it impossible to root tips 
of impatiens in water so 
the foam method may 
work out fine for you. 

Evergreens again: Do 
let newly planted 
evergreens go into the 
winter with dry soil. 
Soak them well, then 
mulch with straw, etc. If 
the evergreens are in a 
windy spot, it might be a 
good idea to protect 
them with a burlap 
wrap. Usually the west 
side of an evergreen is 
burned due to excess 
wind or salt burn from 
the road. A burlap 
screen in winter 
prevents this. Often 
when water drops from 
a@ roof or spout and 
freezes on a branch you 
get browning. Fix the 
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Green Thumb 


downspout or eave 
trough so water won't 
pour down on 
evergreens. With 
Christmas just around 
the corner, many trees 
will be decorated with 
tree lights. Bulbs often 
cook the foliage of 
evergreens, causing 
browned spots. Try to 
keep the bulbs away 
from the foliage. You 
can expect a certain 
amount of dogburn, 
especially on lower 
branches or arborvitae 
and Japanese yews, or 
taxus. Another type of 
damage often overlook- 
ed is exhaust from a 
parked car that’s idling 
in the driveway. 

Aloe (medicine 
plant): It's a safe bet 
that half the people who 
read this paper are 
growing an aloe or 
medicine plant. It has a 
bad habit of being ‘‘wig- 
gly" or “lopsy,” or asa 
reader puts it, ‘‘just 
won't be seated.” That's 
the habit of growth of 
aloe (pronounced Al-O- 
EE), especially when 
the plant is large. One 
thing that kills the aloe 
is overwatering. Let it 
become a bit dry bet- 
ween waterings. Start 
new plants from off- 
shoots formed at the 
base of the plant. .’Our 
lemon tree has small

scale insects on stems. 
What can control this 
pest?” 


Ans: Scrub the leaves 
and stems with a soft 
toothbrush and soapy 
water. Black mold 
forms on sticky sap ex- 
uded by the scales, mak- 
ing leaves unsightly.

Are the children special or is the 
program special? “Both,” responds 
Mrs. Speiser. ‘‘Most of the children 
have special needs, primarily emo- 
tional and learning disabilities. Our 
children need more one to one atten- 
tion than most children their age, and 
they may be immature in many 
ways.” 

“TI think Specialized Foster Care is 


range or ‘permanency’ planning. 
Legal issues need to be resolved. 
Specialized Foster Care reinforces 
and supports the long-term commit- 
ment which foster families make,” 
she continued. 


Living in a group home with 
children not unlike themselves pro- 
vides the younsters with “...a stable, 
structured, and caring environment,” 
states Sue Kurtz. She and her husband 
Doug have been houseparents at the 
Volunteers of America children’s 
group home for one and a half years. 
“It's the best preparation for a real 
family situation.” 


The Kurtz's agree that working 


with the children at the Volunteers’ 
group home has been ‘‘an incredibly 
rewarding experience” for them both. 
“Our marriage has improved. We've 
grown closer,” says Mrs. Kurtz. 


Training workshops for prospective 
foster parents are part of what makes 
Specialized Foster Care so ‘‘special.”” 
Interested people attend eight even- 
ing sessions once a week to learn 
More about foster care. The 
workshops are educational, covering 
such topics as, ‘Who is the Foster 
Child?,"’ “General Parenting Skills,” 
“Child Development,” ‘Problem 
Behavior and Management,” and 
“Understanding the Foster Care 


System."’ No commitment is 
necessary to participate. 

A new series of workshops is 
scheduled to begin Nov. 20. They are 
free of charge. Anyone interested in 
the training or the Specialized Foster 
Care Program is urged to call the 
Volunteers at 522-8086, or to write 
Care of P.O. Box 188, Jamaica Plain, 
MA 02130, 

“Because different kids have dif- 
ferent needs,’’ continues Ms. 
VanAusdal, ‘‘all kinds of families are 
welcome; single people as well as 
couples, with or without other kids; 
people of different ages, from a varie- 
ty of economic, ethnic and religious 
backgrounds.”” 





For those people who decide to take 
the next step toward accepting a 
foster child, a family assessment or 
“homestudy” follows. Ms. VanAusdal 
explains: ‘We work with the family to 
see whether foster care is right for 
them; and to understand what kind of 
child would best fit into their home. 
Great care is taken to place the right 
child with the right family.” 

At the same time, a social worker Is 
meeting with a child to determine 
readiness for foster care and the type 
of family which is best for the child. 
Child and family get to know one 
another gradually during a visiting 
period which may last from six weeks 
to six months.

BOSTON— The Actor's Workshop 
Repertory Company showed quite a 
flair for comedy in last Sunday's per-

The Newton AA Lions ended a 
perfect 10-0-0 Pop Warner season Sun- 
day on the artificual turf at Boston 
College with a 14-0 victory over the 
Chelmsford Cougars.

Breaking down the barriers in the arts 


By the Arts Council 

BOSTON — Barriers excluding the 
handicapped from various activities 
disappear every day. 

Ramps to accommodate wheel 
chairs appear at cross walks. 
Museum tours are recorded on audio 
cassettes, useful to everyone, but par- 
ticularly to the blind. 

The news can be seen Monday 
through Friday in many localities, 
captioned for those with hearing dif- 
ficulties. 

All of these efforts are designed to 
offer handicapped individuals the 
same access to the world enjoyed by 
those without disabilities. 

Access law 

Behind changes such as these is a 
piece of legislation called Section 504 
of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973. The 
law, effective last July 25, mandates 
that programs and activities 
presented by organizations receiving 
federal assistance must be accessible 
to the handicapped, not as separate 
individuals, but as members of the 
regular audiences. 

The National Endowment for the 
Arts was the first federal agency to 


comply with the new regulation. And 
the State Arts Council here in 
Massachusetts is willing to serve as a 
resource center for arts organizations 
looking for ways to integrate han- 
dicapped people into audiences for 
performances, exhibitions, and other 
cultural programs. 

Before much can be done with ac- 
tual programs, a handicapped person 
must be able to get inside the 
building. Stephen Gerritson, director 
of government relations at the State 
Arts Council, explains: ‘‘The regula- 
tion calls for making events accessi- 
ble. That doesn’t mean every arts 
organization has to run out and build 
ramps or lower drinking fountains. 
What it does mean is providing an en- 
trance and making sure a reasonable 
number of seats are within reach. 

If no entrance can be provided into 
a building, the group can consider of- 
fering their performance or exhibit at 
an alternate site, perhaps one day a 
month, for both handicapped and non- 
handicapped individuals. Remember 
the legislation stresses integrated 
situations, not separate but equal 
ones."”

A recent tour, dealing with how the 
theme ‘Husbands and Wives” has 
been treated through the ages, was of- 
fered in American Sign Language and 
found its audience with the help of 
Hermes.

Separate funds to implement new 
programs or make structural changes 
in buildings have not been set aside by 
the regulation. However, as Gerritson 
pointed out, ‘Institutions can always 
work towards 504 compliance by in- 
tegrating requests into their regular 
funding applications.” 

Such efforts promise more ad- 
vances for handicapped citizens — 
who have every right to see the 
obstacles in their lives continue to 
disappear.

Book tells 
what doctor 


ordered 


PHILADELPHIA 
(UPI) — A ballistocar- 
diography may sound 
like a bullet through the 
heart, but it’s actually a 
simple test to record 
motion transmitted to 
the body by the pumping 
of the heart. 

Your doctor may 
never tell you that, 
however. 

To let patients in on 
the explanations behind 
the medical jargon, a 
doctor at the University 
of Pennysivania 
Medical School and a 
registered nurse who's 
also a free-lance writer 
have written a book call- 
ed, “It’s Your Body. 
Know What the Doctor 
Ordered." 

Dr. Truman G. 
Schnabel Jr. and 
Marion Laffey Fox said 
they wrote the 
guidebook to encourage 
patients to ask questions 
about the necessity and 
meaning of tests and 
treatments. 

“The impersonality of 
medicine and the ob- 
vious lack of caring by 
many personnel, coupl- 
ed with overspecializa- 
ionand 
overmechanization, 
have left manny pa- 
tients in a muddle,” 
they said. 

After a general 
description of testing 
and the reasons behind 
it, more than 150 tests, 
their reasons, pro 
cedures and risks are 
described in 12 chapters 
dealing with the various 
systems and parts of the 
human body. 

The authors explain 
that no preparation is 
required for a 
ballistocardiogram, 
which takes from 15 to 
30 minutes. The patient 
lies on a table suspend- 
ed from the ceiling by 
wires. The movement of

* the table is recorded 


with each heartbeat and 
an electrocardiagram, 
the standard heart 
chart, is taken at the 
same time. There is no 
pain and no risk. 

Another terrible- 
sounding treatment, an 
e 1 e c- 
tronystagmography, is 
explained as a series of 
tests to check balance. 
It gets the “electro” 
part of its name from 
the three electrodes 
placed on the forehead 
to measure involuntary 
eye movements, called 
nystagmus. 

The tests involve star- 
ing at a fixed object, 
concentration on a mov- 
ing drum, putting the 
head in various posi- 
tions and injecting 
warm and cool water in- 
to the outer ears.

Adventure in Athens 


Greece is more than just a country. It is a lifetime 
experience made up of happy contrasts and un- 
forgettable memories.

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Davis School for services or businesses?

WEST NEWTON — The Davis 
School reuse committee, under 
pressure from several groups to 
recommend use of the school for a 
group of social service agencies, will 
make its report to the aldermanic Ad- 
ministration & Planning Committee 
Dec. 4. 

The advisory planning group will 
hold its final meeting Dec. 3 at 7:30 
p.m. at the Davis School. 

The group has made no decision 


against any reuse of the building, but 
several members have opposed 
“commercialization” of the building, 
which is on Waltham Street just north 
of West Newton Square. 

Every conceivable use of the 
building, which will be closed as a 
school in July 1980, has been proposed 
in the first three meetings of the 
group. 

The Davis School building has 
30,000 square feet of floor area and the 
addition, built in 1975, has 11,000 feet. 

Residents of the area do not want 


the building converted to offices. 

The Planning Department has 
estimated that the building could be 
converted to 24-30 housing units. The 
area is zoned for business on the south 
side and residences on the north side. 


The property may well be the most 
valuable of all the city’s surplus 
buildings if converted to commercial 
use. But it may also be the one 
building Teast likely to be recom- 


mended for commercial use of

The Newton Community Service 
Centers, which has a building at 429 
Cherry St., West Newton, has ex- 
pressed interest in buying the 
building, although it is far too large 
for the NCSC’s use, at least at pre- 
sent.

Board votes to withhold county tax 


NEWTON — Newton is going to 
withhold a second tax payment to 
Middlesex County, this time for about 
$650,000, 

The Board of Aldermen voted 22-1 
Monday night to repeat last spring's 
refusal to pay the Middlesex County 
assessment until the county commis- 
sioners can show the Board what 
Newton is getting for its more than $1 
million annual assessment. 

Last spring the withheld county tax 
was more than $500,000. This year the 
county assessment went up to $1.3 
milllion, and the Board voted to 


withhold the first-half payment of that 
amount. 

Ald. Mark White, co-chairman of 
the subcommittee on Middlesex Coun- 
ty, said in his committee report that 
since the Board has demanded copies 
of the annual reports of the county 
commissioners, which are required 
by law to be produced every year, the 
commissioners sent copies of 1975 and 
1976 annual reports, the '76 report 
bearing a printing date of 1979. 

The town of Framingham withheld 
its payment of county taxes for some 
time, but recently capitulated and 


paid. 

In September, Middlesex County 
Treasurer Rocco Antonelli was 
reported to have said that he was in 
the process of bringing suit against 
Newton for the $500,000 in unpaid 
taxes 

through the Middlesex County 
district attorney, but that suit has 
never materialized. 

White and his subcommittee have 
tried to get information from the 
county commissioners about 
upgrades in county jobs, positions 
that do not seem to exist, overlap in 


jobs, and the like. They have used the 
statutory requirement that the county 
publish its annual report on fiscal af- 
fairs “immediately after July 10” 
every year as their chief point of at- 
tack. 


The interest on unpaid county 
taxes, White says, is at maximum 8 
percent, while the city is earning at 
least 10 percent by investing the 
withheld taxes. 

The only dissenting vote in the 
Board action was that of Ald. Ethel 
Sheehan.

This ‘spark’ won't start

NEWTONVILLE— Newton's 
assistant fire chief, Edward Mur- 
phy, likes to tell how Jay Bourgeois 
used to chase fire trucks on his 
bicycle and go to the fires to give a 
helping hand. He would go from 
one end of the city to the other on 
his bicycle, said Murphy, just so he 
could help out in any way he 
could. 

Now that Jay has his,driver's 
license he follows the trucks in his 
family's station wagon, and his 
dedication is just as great as it ever 
was. 

The 17-year-old from Newton- 
ville is a ‘spark. chases all the 
fire calls which he He listens for on 
a scanner in his car, and checks to 
see if the firemen need a helping 
hand. He is also Newton's only (for 
the time being) auxiliary 
firefighter. This is unusual in itself 
because Jay was only 16 when he 
joined the auxiliary.

I guess I just saw 
a fire and decided that’s what I 
want to do,’’ he said, when asked 
why he made the decision to 
become a firefighter. 

“I take the EMT course because 
it will really help me,” he said. 
“It's neccessary for policemen to 
take the course but I’m not too sure 
about firemen.” 

Jay keeps his equipment in the 
back of his car for when he goes out 


Wasserman’s present plan is to 
build four townhouses and lease three 
of them for low-income housing. Two 
more units could be provided by a new 
two-family house he is planning to 
buy, and the final unit could be rented 
from the owner, Wasserman said 
recently.

NEWTON — Newton police and 
Registry of Motor Vehicles inspectors 
raided a Newton Highlands home 
Tuesday, seized a large assortment of 
material used for making counterfeit 
drivers’ licenses, and arrested 11 per- 
sons. 

Armed with a search warrant, the 
officers raided the home at 246 
Plymouth Rd. about 2:30 p.m. ending 
what one Registry official called the 
largest joint operation of its kind ever 
conducted in the state. 

Material netted in the raid included 
a special Polaroid camera and 
laminating machine combination, 
counterfeit licenses, license blanks 
and other bogus materials. 

Police said the most serious 
charges were lodged against Robert 
A. Kettler, 26, of 17 Savin Hill Rd., 
Dorchester. He was charged with two 
counts of illegal possession of a 
firearm; illegal possession of am- 
munition; possession of a forged 
motor vehicle license; falsely making 
forged motor vehicle licenses and I.D. 
cards; illegal possession of a Class D 
substance; illegal possession of a 
Class E substance; impersonating a 
police officer; conspiracy to commit a 
felony; attempts to commit a crime 
and receiving stolen property. 

Also arrested were 10 Newton 
residents, including five juveniles. All 
were charged with attempt to commit 
a crime for purposes of obtaining 
false motor vehicle licenses, procur- 
ing a person to obtain false motor 
vehicle licenses, and accessory before 
the fact toa felony. 

A Newton police spokesman said 
additional charges may be sought, in- 
cluding drug charges, after a com- 
plete inventory is made.

Jay Bourgeois and Chief Murphy 
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Report on special education 
ready for Committee review

NEWTON — The Pupil Personne! 
Services Department of the Newton 
Public Schools has recently com- 
pleted the "Local Education Agency 
Application and and Annual Program 
Plan for Special Education," a report 
to the Massachusetts Department of 
Education, which administers federal 
funding for special education. 

The report details the planned uses 
for funds received under Public Law 
94-142, the federal equivalent of 
Massachusetts’ Chapter 766 law, and 
Public Law 89-313, which provides 
funds for students who were formerly 
in institutions. 

Newton's allotment under P.L. 89- 
313 is computed on the basis of last 
year's population of eligible students: 
52, although the number of eligible 
students this year is 48 and the 
number projected for next year is 45. 
That allotment is $850 per eligible stu- 
dent, or $44,200. 

Under P.L. 94-142, Newton will 
receive $350,200 for the 1,751 students 
in last year’s eligible population. This 
year 1,706 students were eligible 
under that law, and the number pro- 
jected for next year is 1,664. 

Pupil Personnel Director John 
Cullinane said about 13 percent of the 
Students in the Newton schools 
receive special education service and 
he said that percentage has remained 
fairly stable over the past few years. 

The report groups these students by 
“prototype,” a term which describes 
the extent to which the child is taken 
out of the regular classroom. 


Prototype 502.1, for example, 
describes the program for students 
who are given extra help in the

regular classroom. Prototype 902.2 in- 
dicates a program which takes the 
student out of the classroom 25 per- 
cent of the time, 502.3 indicates 60 per- 
cent of the school week is spent out- 
side the regular classroom, and so on. 

By far the largest number of special 
education students fall under pro- 
totype 502.2 - 1,264 this year. These 
Students are taken out of the 
classroom 25 percent of the time, and 
receive help from different specialists 
according to their particular type of 
problem. 

The organization of the staff pro- 
viding these special services will be 
changed next year, but Cullinane said 
this reorganization is still being plan- 
ned. He said it is not discussed in the 
annual report because the state 
leaves organizational matters up to 
the local school district. 

The Newton Association for 
Children with Learning Disabilities 
will hold a meeting on that 
reorganization Nov. 26 from 7:30 to 10 
p.m. at Bigelow Junior High School to 
allow parents to express their con- 
cerns about the new plan. 


A School Committee meeting on the 
reorganization will be held Dec. 17. 
Cullinane said the goal of the 
reorganization is not to save money, 
but to coordinate services, eliminate 
duplication and ‘‘gaps" in service, 
provide more equity in offerings bet- 
ween schools and place more em- 
phasis on remedial work in the 
regular classroom. 


The Annual Program Plan also 
cites some of the new developments in 
special education in Newton, in- 
cluding the Chapter 766 PTA 
Resource Persons Program and a 
new program at Newton South High

The program is aimed 
at giving the special needs students a 
sample of different job skills, and ex- 
tended work in the area of their 
choice. 

Another new development in the 
field of special education, Cullinane 
says, is the introduction of the com- 
puter into the process of completing 
the paperwork mandated by Chapter 
766 regulations. 

Described as a ‘“‘paperwork 
nightmare” by school psychologists, 
the regulations require numerous 
reports, letters to parents, and 
“TEAM" evaluations which tie up 
hundreds of hours of professional 
time in the consideration of a single 
child. 


While the computer obviously can- 
not evaluate a student’s educational 
needs, it can assist the School Depart- 
ment in compiling the mandated 
“Special Needs Register” which lists 
all special needs students in the city. 


The computer can also help file the 
education plans which must be made 
for each student.

Thanksgiving, 1848

NEWTON — The exhibit at the 

amea Jackson Homestead’s open 
house Sunday centered amound the of 
the house most impomtant to the 
American celebration of Thanksqiv- 
ing: the kitchem. On display in the 
kitchen weme all the devices amd 
tools used in the 19th centumy to 
pmepare the Thanksgiving feast: a 
vegetable chopper, a coffee grindem, 
hurn, “skimmems” for making but- 
ter, an a cidem pmess, a butter c ap- 
ple peeler and corem, and a few items 
which even the Jackson Homestead 
researchers cannot identify. The ex- 
hibit was based on an account by 
Sallie Gilbert of a Thanksgiving din- 
ner in )848, 

Miss Gilbert was a small child on 
the day she describes, when no less 
than 42 people gathered at her grand- 
father's house for dinner. Her grand- 
parents William and Mary Jackson, 
had 14 children. 

She describes the excitement of the 
grandchildren watching the prepara- 
tions in the kitchen which began four 
days before the feast. 

“The mince pies — forty in all — 
were made early in the week; the 
cranberry, whenever they might be. 
How beautiful they were, with no top 
crust, but the rich crimson color 
showing out between the diamonds 
and the scrolls that Duck (an aunt) 
made with delicate strips of crust. We 
children looked at those pies with 
wonder and amazement.” 

“When every pie was filled, then we 


might draw a finger all around the in- 
side of the great red earthen pan and 
then lap our fingers with a gusto; and 
how the boy would gloat over his luck 
if he could scrape a ‘big lot’ onto his 


finger.” 


“Grandmother made a hundred 
pies, that she might have wherewith 
to give liberally to all — the poor and 
lonely — as a token of fellowship and 
love. The day before, the children 
were sent forth as almoners, in all 
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directions, to carry the baskets 
heaped with good things."’ 

“One year, Grandfather loaded his 
sleigh with a full Thanksgiving dinner 
and drove to the Poor House. There he 
dined with the inmates and by merry 
jests and genial conversation 
brightened their day; then came back 
home to enjoy his home festival with 
his children. 

“That was before the days of the 
great immigration and there were but 
seventeen inmates at the Poor House. 
They were of feeble mind or ‘‘wan- 
ting” as the expression went, and vic- 
tims of intemperance. 

“Since great benevolent societies 
are of recent birth, that benevolence 
was unpracticed and unknown to our 
forefathers — or so the present 
generation is apt to think; but in those 
days every man knew his neighbor, 
and no one was allowed to suffer 
want.” 

Miss Gilbert uses lavish detail in 
describing the 188 Thanksgiving 
feast which included roast turkey, 
boiled turkey, chicken pie, potatoes, 
squash, turnips, cranberry sauce,

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Tax cap impact will hit 
next school budget harder

NEWTON — The first School Com- 
mittee budget discussion last week 
was as chilling as the first snowfall of 
winter. 

If anything, committee members 
are more uncomfortable under the 
tax cap guidelines than they were a 
year ago — and with reason. 

A 4 per cent increase over the cur- 
rent year's base budget of $35.7 
million will result in a Fiscal Year 
1981 budget linit of $37.2 million. 

That means if the next year’s school 
budget is to remain within the tax cap 
it can only although unemployment 
compensation and increase $1.4 
million’ the incremental increase in 
special education tuitions are exclud- 
ed from the cap. 

In the last 10 years total expen- 
ditures have risen 81 per cent. Salary 
accounts, the largest portion of the 
budget have increased 60 per cent 
despite staff reductions. 

But the other accounts, some large- 
ly beyond the committee’s control, 


there were large increases in special 
education and fuel accounts, and 
when the system closed a number of 
schools, fuel costs increased 31 per 
cent, special education costs increas- 
ed 70 per cent, tuition was up 310 per 
cent. 

Fixed charges increased 148 per 
cent and transportation increased 171 
per cent in the last five years. 

Perhaps nothing illustrates the 
committee’s dilemma better than 
budget guidelines drawn by Chair- 
man Honora Kaplan. 

Some of the guidelines calling for 
student-teacher ratios, maximum 
class sizes and additional aide time 
could make it more difficult to cut 
costs. 

Other guidelines call for a budget 
that meets the tax cap, staff reduc- 
tions to reflect a substantial decrease 
in enrollment, and transportation sav- 
ings. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann told the 
committee his staff will simulate a 
school budget for next year that will 
be minus savings from declining 


Mayor Mann said it “behooves 
everyone to deal with this on the basis 
of projected property tax rates.” He 
said if the committee only looks at 
educational needs it might trigger a 
reaction at the ballot box. 

Committee member Sandra 
Fleishman said she never would have 
gone through the process of school 
closings if she thought the savings 
would be subtracted from the budget. 

The mayor said the School Commit- 
tee may get away with a budget in ex- 
cess of 104 per cent this year but that 
it won’t happen twice. “The voters 
won't tolerate it,"’ he said. 

Committee Member Howard 
Spergel said the committee is really 
discussing a ‘‘scaled-down’' school 
system where students do not have a 
broad range of choices. ‘This is a first 
step toward deciding what is essential 
to the system, and what is not essen- 
tial,’”’ he said. 

Earlier Spergel said there are ways 
to deal with increasing fuel costs and 
suggested looking at a trimester 
system, school in the summer, or

Inconsistencies 
of Gov. King 


As he nears the end of his first year as 
Governor of Massachusetts, Edward J. 
King remains an enigma and a contradic- 
tion to many. 

Governor King has demonstrated that he 
can run the state government. His ability 
as an administrator has become more ap- 
parent with each passing month as he set- 
tles into his job and becomes more 
familiar with his gubernatorial duties. 

Yet, some of his moves are inexplicable 
and almost impossible to understand. 

In the closing hours of the recent 
legislative session he tried to accomplish 
the passage of a bill which would have in- 
creased automobile insurance costs $100 
million a year in the Bay State and would 
have raised the standard deductible on car 
insurance from $200 to $300. 

Unabashed by his setback in the 
Legislature, the pro-business King said he 
was not surprised the law-makers killed 
his measure and that he would endeavor 
again next year to obtain its enactment. 

It would have been a shoddy and 
disgraceful maneuver if that bill had been 
supe through the Legislature in the dark 
of the night as the law-makers were win- 

ding up their deliberations for the year. 

Governor King would have been gravely 
hurt politically if his proposal had been 
adopted. Fortunately for him, members of 
the legislature had sounder judgment than 
he and refused to approve his bill. 

While justifying the salary increases 
aN in a pay raise bill enacted by the 
egislature and signed by him, Governor 
ATER that the criticism of the way 
in which the measure was passed was war- 
ranted. 

The manner in which he attempted to 
raise auto insurance costs $100 million a 
year was much more indefensible. 

If the auto insurance measure was a 
good bill, should have been filed in the 
regular manner and exposed to scrutiny in 
the light of day so it could be debated and 
discussed, attacked and defended. It 
wasn't so much what the Governor tried to 
do as the way he tried to do it. 

Governor King insisted he made no 
trades in the hours just before the 
legislators closed their desks and went 
home for the rest of the year. 

Mr. King is a truthful man so he must 
have done some persuasive talking to in- 
duce the law-makers to approve his bill 
forbidding the Massachusetts Port 
Authority from requiring the towing of cer- 
tain planes in order to reduce the noise 
level at the Logan Airport. 

The Governor, who definitely has the 
courage of his convictions, is supporng 
President Jimmy Carter against Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy, the most popular 
public figure in Massachusetts. 


But when he accepted a $20.000-a-year or 
50 per cent increase in his salary, the 
Governor did not pay much attention to 
Jimmy Carter’s request and recommenda- 
tion that pay raises be limited to seven per 
cent. : 

Even though he announced he will give 
the extra $20,000 to charity, Governor 
King painted himself into a corner when he 
accepted it. 

He can hardly deny a cost-of-living in- 
crease to poor people on the welfare rolls 
next year or call for a zero cap on city and 
town spending. 


It would be poor politics, indeed, to tell 
the local communities to: ‘‘do what I say, 
not what I do.”’ 


Aides to the Governor declare that a $100 
million hike in automobile insurance 
would not amount to much when divided 
among all the car-owners in 
Massachusetts. 


That is probably true, but it is all the 
more reason Governor King should have 
filed it in time to be handled in the regular 
manner, not try to sneak it through in the 
dark of the night at the 11th hour just 
before prorogation.

Nobody knows the trouble I've seen

It all started on the night the Pope came to 
Boston. It was dark and rainy and half the roads in 
Boston were blocked off, and since I live right on 
the motorcade route, I had to find some roundabout 
way of getting home without ending up in in another 
State. 

It was on that night that I discovered the secret 
of the Boston Driver. He was everywhere that 
night, not content to let me go home in peace. 

When I did get home, I knew that He had found 
me. The dent on the back of my car waS new, and I 
realized that what I thought had been something 
bouncing off of the back of may car was really HIM. 
Phone calls to the police did not help, and it was not 
until a week later that my worst fears were con- 
firmed: I received a letter from Boston Driver's 
lawyer demanding reparation from me for the 
damage done to his client's car when he bumped me 
while trying to cut me off the road that night. 

I finally knew why driving in Boston is so hazar- 
dous. All of the bad drivers in Boston have sent all 
of the good drivers to jail! 

Well, the gig is up, I guess. Actually, I'm surpris- 
ed that I wasn't caught a lot sooner. I have had 
many close calls, too. I almost got nabbed once 
when I refused to stop for someone going through a 
red light at an intersection. I made it through by the 
skin of my teeth, but my conscience bothered me 
for weeks. A friend talked me out of turning 
myé&self in, but I still felt guilty. 

It seems my sins have caught up with me though. 
As I sit here, wondering what the life of a jailbird is 
really like, I think also of the embarrass8ment my 
family and friends will have to go through when 





word gets out that they have been involved with a 
criminal like me. 

Certain scenes run incessantly through my mind: 
I am handed a striped black and white uniform to 
wear when I arrive at the jailhouse. All of my 
jewelry is removed from my person, presumably so 
I can’t swallow it and choke myself to death in 
despair over my ordeal. I am led to a tiny cell by a 
tall, matronly guard who couldn’t have looked more 
disgusted with someone if they had beat up their 
grandmother, 

I imagine myself sitting alone at night, propped 
up in the corner of my lice-infested cot, . playing 
melancholy tunes on an old harmonica. 

“What're ya in for?"’ snarls a voice from the next 
cell. 

I tell her and she whistles approval. 

“Yeah, ya gotta watch out fer those guys,”’ she 
says thoughtfully, and I can just see her— a frazzl- 
ed, bleached blond, chewing on a wad of tobacco. ‘‘I 
got seven to ten for stopping at an intersection as 
the light was going from yellow to red. I probably 
woulda got off, except for the fact that this dude 
was tailgating me and did a number on my back 
bumper. That was three years ago. I been here ever 
since. My kids are so ashamed they won't even 
come see me and my husband ran off with his 
secretary to Rome. I guess I should've expected 
that part- he was always talkin’ about how he feels 
right at home on the roads there.” 

My roomate hao told me that she will hide a file in 
a pair of homemade chocolate chip cookies for me 
in case I ever decide to make the big break. 

Ah, freedom! Walking around in circles day in 
and day out with a ball and chain attached to my 


foot isn't the greatest exercise, I'm sure, and I'm 
not looking forward to the food either. I wonder how 
many chocolate chip cookies my roommate is plan- 
ning on bringing? 

I can see most of my days in jail spent the same 
way— running my battered tin cup across the bars 
of my cell, back and forth, back and forth, until the 
guards come to bring us to the only recreation 
allowed: bumper cars. 

The prisoners who are led to the large room 
where the little cars are lined up are a special 
group— we are the ones who are in here for various 
traffic violations and this is meant to be part of the 
rehabilitation program. So far, it hasn't worked. 
We rebel constantly, the whole group of us, as we 
drive our cars around in neat little circles, one right 
after the other, stopping occasionally to let 
somebody pass in front of us. 

The guards line up and watch us through the wide 
screens at one end of the room and taunt us with 
threats of bringing in remote control bumper cars 
which they will direct themselves while we sit 
helplessly behind & stee8ring wheels that won't 
budge an inch. 

These are the thoughts that occupy my days now. 
I may still be guilt-ridden, but I will refuse to sur- 
render my right to be a good driver! I will become a 
martyr for the cause of safe driving all over Boston 
and I may even write my memoirs while I am in 
jail. Maybe there will be offers for movies, and I 
could get Marvin Hamlisch and Carol] Bayer Sager 
to write the theme music! Maybe I'll even be asked 
to pose for a poster.

Acid rain on New England

A lot of rain this week is a good reason 
to think—and worry—about something 
called “acid rain.” 

Coal-fired plants in the Ohio Valley 
send sulfur oxides into the air and 
southwest winds carry these pollutants 
our way. When they collide with rain or 
snow-producing clouds, the pollutants 


more combustion of coal in power 
plants, for utilities, in smelters, steel 
mills and factories. 


Today, that combustion produces 
gases that the wind carries to distant 
locations and that, in turn, produces the 
acid rain that has killed some 300 lakes 
in the Adirondacks (‘‘dead lakes,” with 
no fish able to live in them), damage to 


the ecosystem, less fertile soil and poten- 
tial hazard to public drinking water. 

We have an enormous supply of coal in 
the ground, not only in this country, but 
around the world. We may run out of oil, 
but not coal. 

But there is coal, and then there 
is...coal. 

Low-sulfur coal is “‘best’’ in that is pro- 
duces less of the gases that in turn lead 


to nitrogen oxide and sulfur oxide, the 
principal ingredients that produce acid 
rain, 


Some short-sighted political and in- 
dustrial officials are saying, given shor- 
tages, let's relax environmental stan- 
dards that prohibit use of coal with a 
high sulfur content. The increasingly 
clear evidence of the damage acid rain 


fall to earth here in New England. 

What falls is called acid rain, 
precipitation with the acid level of 
vinegar. On a technical scale of 14, a 
reading below 7 is considered a 
dangerous level of acidity. Acid rain pro- 
duces readings of 5 all the way down to 
2.8, and that damages soil, animal and 
plant life, a timber crop, and most im- 
portantly, water.

A quick answer to the problem would 
seem to be—stove burning coal. if coal is 
the problem. That won't work, of course, 
because it's obvious we're going to have 
to burn more, not less, coal in the future. 
We're running out of oil here at home; 
we're having increasing trouble getting 
enough overseas; and, with nuclear 
energy under acloud, coal is the better 
answer. 

I've learned quite a bit about coal in 
recent months because, in private life, 
I've gone into the coal-supply business. 
It's increasingly clear there's going to be

can do should convince them that's the 
wrong way to go. 

Instead, what we must do is use low- 
sulfur coal where we can, and also apply 
all possible environmental safeguards to 
the coal we use for utilities and other 
companies. We must use so-called 
“scrubbers” in smokestacks, and we 
must apply the latest technology to 
develop even more efficient anti- 
pollution equipment for the coal we're 
going tobe using. 

“Too much damage has already been 
done by acid rain,.' says an official of 
U.S. Council of Environmental Quality. 
“Too many trout lakes and salmon 
steams have become lethal to fish, and 
valuable widlerness areas are beginning 
to show signs of acidification.” 


The U.S. and Canada today discharge 
50 million tons of sulfur and nitrogen ox- 
ides into the air each year. That figure 
will increase as we convert more 
facilities to coal—rather than oil- 
burning use. 

You'll be hearing much more about 
“acid rain,” What we've got to be sure is 
that we're doing all we can to protect 
ourselves from it. 


Abusing the rights of the aged

WASHINGTON, D.C. — In the Constitution, the 
Bill of Rights defines the basic rights which are 
guaranteed to all Americans. Yet for some of our 
older and poorer citizens who are residents of nurs- 
ing homes and other long-term care facilities, these 
guarantees are often meaningless. 

As a member of the Committee on Aging, I have 
learned of countless incidents in which the rights of 
older Americans have been infringed. These in- 
clude their rights to privacy and confidentiality; 
their right to know the cost of their treatments; 
their right to chose their physicians; and their right 
to know the reasons for transfers from one place to 
another. 

I believe it is time for the congress to make 
federal policy clear in this area. Therefore, I have 
joined other members of Congress in introducing 
legislation which will set into law a national stan- 
dard of rights for residents in nursing homes and 
long-term facilities. These will include the right to 
be informed about medical decisions; the right to 
communicate with family and friends; the right not 
to be involumtarily transferred without cause; and 
the right to persona! privacy. 


Energy Savers 

Households across New England will receive, or 
have already received a pamphlet on low-cost and 
no-cost energy saving tips, along with a flow con- 
troller to cut down on hot water consumption in the 
homes. 

This action by the Department of Energy 
(DOE )comes as a direct outgrowth of work carried 


out by my Subcommittee on Energy, Environment 
and Natural Resources. In July, we held hearings 
on DOEB’s energy conservation efforts, and subse- 
quently issued a report sharply critical of DOE's 
record in this area. 

In that report we suggested that DOE intensify its 
efforts to educate the public concerning the finan- 
cial benefits of low-cost, no-cost residential conser- 
vation efforts. 

The current situation in Iran underscores the 
urgent necessity of cutting back on our energy con- 
sumption. I urge you to read these DOE energy- 
saving tips carefully. If we all use these money- 
saving ideas, we could cut back on foreign oil im- 
ports by 25 percent! 


Georges Bank 

Despite the efforts of environmentalists and 
fishermen, the Supreme Court recently approved 
plans to lease off-shore oil and gas tracts on 
Georges Bank off the Massachusetts coast. 

In view of Georges Bunk's importance as one of 
the world's most productive fishing areas, and in- 
dications that there is relatively little oil and gas to 
be found there, I question the wisdom of drilling 
there. However, many thoughtful people are con- 
vinced that we just begin drilling now to develop 
new energy sources for the nation, and to lessen 
Th England's dependence on expensive foreign 
oil. 

In any event, let us be sure that the most str- 
ingent safeguards are employed to protect this 
fragile marine environment.

and women from across the nation have joined in 
urging President Carter to require that drillers 
employ the most sophisticated techniques to pre- 
vent the discharge of oil by-products into the sea. 
We further urged the president to strengthen the 
mandate of the Biological Task Force which will 
monitor the biological effects of the drilling.

‘To the Editor: 

As we braced ourselves for our an- 
nual Thanksgiving feast, the faces of 
starving Cambodians stared vacantly 
at us from the pages of our daily 
newspapers, offering a painful con- 
trast. 


In what has been terned the 
Auschwitz of Asia, the condemned 
people of Cambodia march slowly but 
certainly down the path to extinction. 
More than a third of the population of 
this tranquil land has already perish- 
ed from the effects of war, repression 
and disease. As many as 2 million 
More are on the verge of death by 
starvation. Two hundred and fifty 
thousand refugees are camped along 
the western provinces of the country, 
waiting for a chance to cross the 
border. Their numbers increase dai- 
ly. We are witnessing genocide in our 
time. 


As always, it is the children who 
suffer the most. Large numbers of the 
country’s under-6 population have 
already died. Many of those who sur- 
vive do so with permanent brain 
damage and bone deformation due to 
malnutrition. Even those settled in 
refugee camps are easy prey to the ef- 
fect of malaria, dysentery and 
pneumonia. 


Through a join effort of the interna- 
tional Save the Children Alliance, 
Save the Children ( U.S.) can now pro- 
vide these desperate refugees with 
food, medicine and health care. 


A pediatric medical team is battling 
to save children’s lives in the Sa Kaew 
holding camp. A hundred thousand 
refugees are being treated by other 
medical teams in border camps bet- 
ween Cambodia and Thailand. Rice, 
high-protein fish meal, milk and 
essential drugs are being flown into 
Phnom Penh or shipped to Kampong 
Som. Yet the need seems unending. 

The year 1979 has seen a series of 
tragedies, beginning with the plight of 
the boat people, befall the peoples of 
Southeast Asia. Spiraling inflation or 
projected recession here in America 
sometimes blurs our view of how 
blessed we really are. At this time for 
giving thanks, I ask you to consider 
extending a hand to those who, quite 
literally, have nothing. Any contribu- 
tion, no matter how small, can help 
save the children of Cambodia.

Mofenson upset by 
receivership veto 


BOSTON — Rep. David J. Mofenson 
(D-Newton), House Chairman of the 
Committee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, said today that he 
was ‘deeply disappointed by the 
Governor's veto of S. 1855, the Nurs- 


ing Home Receivership bill."’ 


Rep. Mofenson stated, “The 
measure is the result of incidents in 
which the Department of Public 
Health was unable to deal effectively 
with nursing homes in which there 
was a Violation of health and sanitary 
codes, loss of license, loss of certifica- 
tion or where the nursing home's 
financial situation had deteriorated so 
badly that patient care had been 


seriously affected. 


“Our experience has been that it is 
easier to close a nursing home than 
keep it running and this helps neither 


patient nor taxpayer,”’ he continued. 

“We are concerned about the 
tremendous shortage of nursing home 
space and the lack of adequate en- 
forcement procedures. 

“This legislation would have em- 
powered a court to appoint an in- 
dividual to manage a nursing home 
and take steps the necessary steps to 
protect patient care," Mofenson said.. 
“With this single action, the Governor 
has seriously set back protection of 
nursing home patients. He has ap- 
parently succumbed to the lobbying of 
a powerful special interest group."” 

The action of the Governor insures 
that patients in nursing homes in trou- 
ble will continue to find themselves in 
the middle of disputes between 
creditors, banks, state authorities and 
owner and administrators.

Library survey a boon

The grant of $27,670 for a survey of 
Newton's library system will not con- 
tribute to a “cover up.” On the con- 
trary, the study should be a revelation 
to many Newton residents who are 
unaware of the deficiencies of our 
library. And if the survey's recom- 
mendations are heeded, we should be 
able to realize improvements which 
have been sought for as long as 30 
years. 

It is astonishing that a city with an 
excellent school system, AAA bonds, 
and a fire department with an A 
rating should tolerate an institution 
which is as antiquated, inaccessible 
and limited as the Newton Free 
Library. Yet its inadequacies are not 
the fault of a hard-working and able 
library staff, nor a dedicated group of 
Friends, 

The Board of Trustees of the 
Newton Free Library has recently 
published ‘History of Newton and its 
Libraries.” In this booklet, efforts to 
modernize the library are 
characterized as ‘‘a 30-year record of 
indecision and inaction...a chronicle 
of broken promises some of which 
were made by city officials at the 
highest level...”" In other words the in- 


adequacies of the library are due to 
the apathy and neglect of the public 
and their elected officials. 

The Advisory Committee which will 
oversee the work of the survey consul- 
tant is not intended to be an exclusive 
group. It was planned to include peo- 
ple who are vitally interested in the 
welfare of the library. In addition to 
two Friends, two members of the 
library staff, and a trustee, there has 
been appointed a retired engineer. 
There is also a member of the plann- 
ing department who is attached to the 
survey. The committee has solicited 
the participation of the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Newton Tax- 
payers Association. 

The League of Women Voters in- 
tends to contribute to and to monitor 
the work of this committee. 

It is imperative that the work of this 
survey result in specific recommen- 
dations concerning the organization 
of library services and the allocation 
of its financial resources. 

We will do our utmost to see that 
these recommendations are heeded. 
We urge all Newton residents to con- 
tribute to this effort.

North history class sizes reviewed 


NEWTON — More than 35 percent 
of the U.S. history classes at Newton 
North have 30 or more students per 
class, but educators feel the impact of 
class sizes in is ‘‘minimal.”” 


Figures supplied by Vincent 
Silluzio, director of Research and 
Planning, show more than 20 per cent 
of the U.S. History sections are in 
classes of between 35 and 39 students. 
Silluzio cautioned he could not deter- 
mine the accuracy of his data until the 
first marking period. 


The calculations show the average 
class size is 24.6 students. Included in 
the calculation of the average are 
special needs classes. All classes with 
fewer than 15 students are special 
needs classes and account for about 20 
per cent of the classes. 


Newton North High School Prin- 
cipal Richard W. Mechem and 
History teacher Edward V. W. 
Rossiter told the committee the im- 
pact on a student in a class of 39 
students is minimal. 


The comnittee discussion was pro- 
mpted by complaints about the size of 
some history classes from students. 
Committee Chairman Honora Kaplan 
said students memtioned a lack of 
chairs and books, and the need to sit 
on radiators. 


Rossiter said he teaches a class 
with 36 students and some students 
“choose” to sit on the radiators. When 
there is a test, he said, chairs are 
taken out. He said there is no shortage 
of textbooks. 


One reason for large classes ap- 
pears to be the school’s open enroll- 
ment policy and a reluctance on the 
part of teachers to turn away 
students. 


“We're victims of our own comnit- 
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ment,” Rossiter said. ‘‘ It's basically 
that. We can't say no.”” 

But Velerie Roberts, a student 
council representative to the School 
Committee, said the committee 
should try to deternine what is an op- 
timal class size. ‘There is a dif- 
ference if you have a large class, no 
matter how good the teacher is,"’ she 
said. 

Miss Roberts suggested informa- 
tion be collected on all classes at the 
high school. She mentioned one 
science class where five students 
share a lab bench in a class with 29 
students in a room designed for 24 
students. 


Rossiter said some teachers are 
comfortable with classes of 30 
students’ and that is the case with a 
class of 39 students. 

Scheduling of classes also deter- 
mines class size. The History Depart- 
ment scheduled two classes although 
staff cuts were mandated. When two 
teachers retired the number of 
classes was reduced. 


Committee member Nancy Mann 
asked what would have happened if 
the teachers had not resigned. 

Rossiter said ‘‘possibly, yes” there 
would not have been seven classes 
with between 35 and 39 students if 
there were no resignations. 

Rossiter said he was not sure why 
the courses were scheduled if the 
department knew two staff staff cuts 
were ordered. 

Rossiter said enrollment was not 
larger than expected; the department 
does not deliberately reduce enroll- 
ment; and, that “equalizing” enroll- 
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ment after school begins is very dif- 
ficult. 

Ina letter to School Superintendent 
Aaron Fink, Rossiter said “the gist of 
all this is that we are working to ab- 
solute capacity. If you have any extra 
staff positions floating around, we 
would love to have one.”

LOWER FALLS — What changes 
has the New Falls developer made to 
his project plans without consulting 
the Planning & Development Board? 

That is just what the Planning & 
Development (P&D) Board decided 
last week it must know. To find out, it 
wants Haim S. Eliachar, one of the 
principals of New Falls Associates, 
the developer of the New Falls mixed 
income housing project,to appear 
before the board. 

The decision came after hearing a 
complaint from Katherine Kenjeska’ 
an abutter to the project. The latest 
plans, according to Ms. Kenjeska, call 
for the project's dumpster to be plac- 
ed four feet from her property line. 

According to the latest plans given 
to the board, the dumpster should be 
25 to 30 feet from Ms. Kenjeska’s pro- 
perty line. The change irritated the 
board. Now it wants to see what other 
changes have been made to the plans. 

A question about the management’s 
responsibility to remove snow from 
all access ways was also raised. 
Another problem was if the project 

would have an on-site superintendent. 
Both discussions made the board a bit 
nervous about whether or not the pro- 
ject will be properly managed after it 
is occupied. 

To overcome its fears, the board 
wants to see the contract between 
Codman, managers for the project, 
and New Falls Associates. It would 
also like to meet with someone from 
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Codman. 

Codman does have a good reputa- 
tion, Director of Planning Barry Can- 
ner said. The high rental costs of the 
market units will also in ensure that 
the project is properly managed, he 
added. 





In other matters, the board has 
learned that it has no authority to 
keep Arnold Haynes from tearing 
down the Greek Church if he is cur- 
rently the owner of the property.

The government advised con- 
sumers not to buy any canned or fresh 
berries unless they could determine 
where the berries had been grown. 

The announcement could not have 
come at a worse time for the industry. 
A near-record crop had been raked 
from the bogs for the Thanksgiving- 
Christmas season and it immediately 
went to waste. 


UMass students

The students walked about a quarter mile to the 
chancellor's home on the university campus, but

Arthur S. Clifford, a spokesman for the universi- 
ty, said the chancellor had a prior engagement but 
“subscribes to everything the people here are 


pushing for.” 


A group of students is scheduled to meet today 


’ with Koffler to discuss the situation. 


“There's a lack of lighting on this campus yet 
they have money for improved landscaping. It's the 
same old story,”’ said Pam Malumphy, 20, a senior 
from Richmond, Mass. She said the students were 
marching to prove they are concerned about condi- 


tions at the university. 


“It's freezing cold out here and the students are 
still here,”’ she said Monday during the march. 

Clifford said a plan has been in the works “‘since 
thé end of the summer to increase lighting on cam- 
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Another cabinet member quickly 
stepped into the fray. Agriculture 
Secretary Ezra Taft Benson said he 
planned to eat cranberries that 
Thanksgiving. People wished him 
well and indicated he might be the on- 
ly one doing so.

The industry has since fully 
recovered from the scare. Record 
harvests are once again being hauled 
from the purple bogs. 

Thatcher, who had only 10 acres 
when he crashed 20 years ago, now 
farms 100 acres in Harwich and Yar- 
mouth, Mass. 
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Last year, the national cranberry 
harvest was a_ record-breaking 
2,458,500 barrels of 100 pounds each, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
figures show. 


This year, the USDA estimates 
another record-breaker: 2,523,000 
barrels. 


Industry spokesmen, still shudder- 
ing from the 1959 scare, now boast 
cranberries have never been more 
healthful or popular. 


Cranberry sauce is almost man- 
datory in many places for Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas dinner. 


More than 50 percent of the crop 
goes into beverages: cranberry juice 
cocktail and cranberry-prune,

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apple juice blends. 

The cranberry juice cocktail is also 
popular in alcoholic drinks such as the 
Cape Codder or the Scarlett O'Hara. 
Cranberry is even an “in” fashion col- 
or currently. 


The wild berries were a staple with 
American Indians when the Pilgrims 
arrived. The Indians ground them 
with venison and fat, packed the mix- 
ture into paddies and dried it in the 
sun. 


A hundred years later, sailors leav- 
ing New England whaling ports ate 
fresh cranberries, which are rich in 
vitamin C, to ward off scurvy. 

When the cranberry cancer scare 
erupted in 1959, there were no reports 
of contamination from the major 
cranberry-producing states of 


Massachusetts, Wisconsin, and New 
Jersey. But many retailers voluntari- 
ly took cranberry products off their 
shelves and many restaurateurs 
removed them from menus. Retail 
sales plummeted. 

The weed-killer in question, 
aminotriazole, has since been proven 
innocent, according to Professor Bob 
Delvin, plant physiologist at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Cranberry Experiment Station in 
Wareham, Mass. 

“It's still used, but cranberry 
growers would never use it again 
because of the bad publicity,” he said. 

A spokesman for Ocean Spray, the 
Massachusetts-based cooperative 
that in 1959 processed 70 to 80 percent 
of the nation’s cranberry crop, said 
there was not a “‘single bit of evidence 
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that aminotriazole causes cancer in 
human beings.” 

American Cyanamid, one manufac- 
turer of aminotriazole, said the 
amount of chemical residue on the 
berries was too small to produce 
human thyroid cancers. 

“It was a dire time,” recalled 
George Kilpatrick, Ocean Spray’s 
marketing vice president. Then he 
brightened at the prospect of the 
bumper crop coming in: 

“There’s absolutely no likelihood it 
would revecur.””

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The sound of jazz fills the Colorado air 


COLORADO SPR- 
INGS, Colo. (UPI) — On 
an amber-lit bandstand 
more than 6,000 feet 
above sea level, tiny 
beads of sweat gathered 
on Scott Hamilton's 
forehead as his lips 
pushed air into a gleam- 
ing tenor saxophone to 
create his solo on the 
tune, “I Found a New 
Baby.” 

Hamilton finished his 
lightning-fast riffs and 
stepped back on the 
stand alongside trom- 
bonist Trummy Young, 
who was 42 the day 
Hamilton was born in 
1954. 


“Nice job,” Young 
mouthed to the young, 
mustachioed musician. 
Hamilton smiled shyly 
and gently patted his 
elder on the elbow, ac- 
cepting the compliment 
with a silent tribute to 
the 77-year-old trom- 
bonist. 


The scene — occurr- 
ing in the bat of an 
eyelash in the middle of 
28 hours of music during 
Dick Gibson's annual 
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Colorado Jazz Party — 
typified a musical form 
that spans generations 
by handing down older 
traditions to its younger 
practitioners, who then 
embellish and expand 
the art before passing it 
to those who follow. 
Gibson threw his 1979 
party, the 17th in a row, 
on Labor Day weekend 
at the Broadmoor Hotel, 
a resort high in the 
mountains above Col- 
orado Springs — so 
high, in fact, that reed 
players have difficulty 
keeping moist the canes 
used in their in- 
struments. They also 
have trouble breathing. 


This year's roster of 
jazz greats included 
Teddy Wilson, Milt Hin- 
ton, Phil Woods, Al 
Cohn, Buddy Tate, Dick 
Hyman and George 
Duvivier. Plus Clark 
Terry, Harry ‘‘Sweets” 
Edison, Joe Newman, 
Buddy DeFranco and 
Eddie Bert. 

Not to mention Benny 
Carter, Red Rodney and 
Ruby Braff. Oh yes, and 


a pianist from Kansas 
City by the name of Jay 
McShann. Also, John 
Haley Sims — better 
known as ‘Zoot’ Sims 
to his friends. 

As a special surprise 
— every year there's a 
special surprise, so it's 
actually not a surprise 
— Maxine Sullivan 
came out the second 
night of the three-day 
affair and sang in her 
delicate style. 

For the 600 guests who 
came from seven coun- 
tries and 32 states, hav- 
ing the chance to hear — 
and hobnob with — 
about 55 of the world’s 
greatest jazz musicians 
is an experience akin to 
warming up with the 
Pittsburgh Pirates or 
dancing with the 
Bolshoi. 

Unfortunately for the 
uninvited, the jazz party 
— unlike such other in- 
stitutions as the 
Newport Jazz Festival 
— is closed to the 
general public and open 
only to those on Dick 
Gibson’s mailing list. 

“The party’s for the 


musicians,” Gibson ex- 
plained. “The guests 
are necessary to pay for 
it, and, of course, for the 
audience. The musi- 
cians know that and the 
guests know that. The 
musicians outrank the 
audience at this party.” 

The concept began 
when Gibson and his 
family had forsaken 
Manhattan for Col- 
orado. ‘‘I miss the ocean 
and I miss jazz,"’ Gibson 
remembered musing. 
“Colorado was bereft of 
jazz in 1962. The next 
day, I thought, ‘Well, I 
can't do much about the 
ocean but maybe we can 
do something about the 
jazz.’ 

“There ain't nothing 
like it in the whole 
world,” Gibson pro- 
claimed in a pleasant 
accent scented with the 
sweet-smelling 
magnolias that bloom in 
Mobile, Ala., where he 
was born in 1925. “And I 
don’t mean jazz 
festivals,” he hastily ad- 
ded. “I mean anything. 
And I ain't trying to 
make money.”

Wood ashes again: 
With more people than 
ever burning wood, 
every one will have 
plenty of wood ashes, a 
bonus from having a 
wood stove or a 
fireplace. They are a 
valuable byproduct con- 
taining about 1 percent 
phosphorus, 25 percent 
calcium and 5 to 10 per- 
cent ptash. The heavy 
hardwoods which give 
the best heat are also 
the richest in potash, the 
nutrient that builds 
strong plant tissues, 
aids in disease ' and 
drought resistance, and 
is important for produc- 
ing colorful flowers and 
fruits. 

Nutrients will leach 
out of ashes so it’s a 
good idea to store them 
in weatherproof con- 
tainers. Or you can scat- 
ter them on a compost 
pile any time they are 
available. Dry ashes, 
sprinkled on the ground 
now will be washed into 
the soil by spring. For 
most soils, 5 pounds per 
100 sq. ft. a year is ade- 
quate. You can use 
ashes from both soft- 
wood and hardwood. 

African violets: With 
all of us trying to heat 
our homes as cheaply as 
possible, it’s a good idea 
to keep the thermostat 
turned down, even for 
such heat-lovers as 
African Violets. They 
will grow in a room of 68 
degs. High room 
temperatures will cause 
leaves on violets to 
become tight and com- 
pact, preventing center 
leaves from growing. 
Bloom stalks will be 
shorter and so will leaf 
stems. Keep your plants 
in a room around 68 
degs. and you'll 
eliminate many pro- 
blems. Long leaf stems 
mean the plant is not 
getting enough light. 

Now’s a good time to 
look for specks on 
foliage. If these don’t 
move chances are they 
are the skeletal casts of 
aphids, a sapsucking 
plant that's lurking 
around somewhere. 
Spray the plant with 
malathion or nicotine 
sulfate. 

Storing garlic: If you 
have a surplus of garlic 
cloves, store them in a 
glass jar in your 
freezer. Also, place one 
clove in a jar of cooking 
oi] and you'll have 
delightful cooking oil 
that’s garlic-flavored.

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She claims to be three years ahead

Doris B. Haire drummed the table with a hollow 
wooden thing shaped like a bud vase. 

From the looks of it you'd never guess it's a 
wooden stethoscope. 

“Every hospital maternity department should 
pe these — for the unborn infant's sake,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Haire, a critic of the American way of birth, 
is President of the American Foundation for Mater- 
nal and Child Health, immediate past president of 
the National Women’s Health Network, and heads 
the Committee on Health Law and Regulation, In- 
ternational Childbirth Education Association. 

She speaks out on maternal and infant medical 
safety before Senate subcommittees, the Food and 
Drug Administration. She reads all the journals on 
obstetrics and pediatrics and attends all the major 
medical meetings. rn 

Mrs. Haire doesn’t confine her criticism of mat- 
ters maternity to America. On return from China 
recently, for example, she said: 

“From what I saw, the Chinese are 20 years 
behind in obstetrics.” 

About herself, she said: 

“Tam three years ahead of the average obstetri- 
cian,” she said. And no obstetrician who has at- 
tempted to put her down would disagree. 

She debated experts in the exhibit area at this 
year’s annual meeting of the American College of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology. The subject: is it best 
when the expectant mother is kept flat on her back 
or allowed to ambulate during labor. The experts 
appeared to have their ears pinned back. 

“The whole country should know most places in 
the the world, except in America, doctors agree 
that bed’s the last place a normal woman should be 
during labor,” she said, tapping with the wooden 
stethoscope. 

The $6 medical instrument was given to Mrs. 
Haire by Wilhelmina Meyer, Director of the Mid- 
wife Department at the University of Amsterdam. 
It is used to monitor fetal heartbeats in the 
Netherlands and 11 other countries with infant mor- 
tality rates lower than those in the United States. 
The American way of birth utilizes electronic fetal 
monitoring — but the jury's out on how safe this is 
for the baby. 

A baby is three times more likely to die during the 
first day of life if it is born in the United States 
rather than in Japan or the Netherlands, health 
statisticians say. 

Mrs. Haire said the wooden stethoscope causes no 
harm to the fetus. Doctor, nurse or midwife using it 
holds the flat end to the ear and positions the cup- 
ped end on the abdomen of the mother-to-be. 

The trained ear picks up delicate beats of the tiny 
feta] heart. Their rhythm and strength signal either 
all’s well or trouble. 

Electronic fetal monitoring — a la the American 
way of birth — pushes up the hospital bill and is 
done with equipment costing $6,000 and more. In- 
creasingly ultrasound is used. 

Even the Food and Drug Administration gets a 
little jittery about ultrasound beamed at fetuses. 

Dr. Marion Finkel, Director of the Food and Drug 
Administration's New Drug Evaluation Division, 
recently issued the official view ina statement. 

The main points: 

—Increasing concern has arisen regarding the 
fetal safety of widely used diagnostic ultrasound in 
obstetrics. 

—Animal studies have been reported to reveal 
delayed neuromuscular development, altered emo- 
tional behavior, changed brainwaves, caused ab- 
normalities and decreased survival. ‘ 

—Genetic alterations have also been 
demonstrated. 

—The FDA has taken the position recommended 
by its Obstetrical and Device Classification Panel 
that ultrasound should used when there are valid 
medical indications and then confined to the lowest 
dose consistent with good medical practice. 

—It took 20 years before DES, given to pregnant 
women, showed that it harmed the fetus. And it took 
years, also, before the medical community 
recognized that x-ray harms the unborn baby. 

Mrs. Haire and other authorities at the annual 
forum of the Foundation and the International 
Childbirth Association challenged the safety of 
other obstetric practices in the United States. 

“The question,” Mrs, Haire sald, ‘‘is this — ‘Is 
medical technology endangering the lives and 
future intelligence of our babies?’ 

“New scientific research indicates that the 
answer is yes.” 

Many experts testifying before the U.S. Senate 
Subcommittee on Health some time back agree. 
Mrs. Haire, one of those testifying, is especially 
worried about electronic monitoring that involves 
screwing tiny electrodes into the scalp of infants as 
they make their way in the birth canal. 


Mrs. Haire said the American Foundation for 
Maternal and Child Health was founded six years 
ago for interdisciplinary research in maternal and 
child health. 

“We felt there needed to be a forum for scientists 
doing counterstream research,” she said. “We try 
to bring the latest research data in obstetrics and 
ay esthesiology to consumers at their level.” 

She said estimates from the most reliable institu- 
dons and agencies make these points: 


; —In 12 other nations infant mortality rates are 
lower. 

—One of of every 35 children born today in the 
United States eventually will be diagnosed as 
retarded. 

—One out of every 10 U.S. children is learning 
disabled. 

—One-third to one-half of all U.S. newborns ad- 
mitted to intensive care nurseries come from 
mothers who were diagnosed as normal when labor 
began. 

—The rate of caesarean section has risen 156 per- 
cent in eight years, 

A key problem, Mrs. Haire told the Senate Health 
Subcommittee, is there seems to be no federal 
agency in Washington which has the authority or in- 
terest in correcting poor obstetric practices, such 
as: / 


1. The elective induction of labor. 

2. The arbitrary use of uterine stimulants. 

3. The routine rupturing of the amniotic mem- 
branes to speed up labor. 

4. Confining the healthy mother to bed during the 
first stage of labor. 

5. Separating the mother from the emotional sup- 
port of a loved one during the stress of childbirth. 

6. Applying fundal pressure (external pressure 
strongly applied to the mother’s belly in order to 
push the baby out of the uterus). 

Mrs. Haire said in the trade this procedure is call- 
ed ‘‘strong arm forceps.” 


A report to Congress from the U.S. General Ac- 
counting Office at the end of September said: 


“HEW needs to...better educate the public on the 
benefits and risks of various childbirth practices, 
and do more to help minimize incorrect use of 
obstetric practices.” 

The GAO said the federal government, through 
HEW, has a number of responsibilities relating to 
U.S. obstetric practices, including: 

—Insuring the safety and effectiveness of drugs 
and medical devices; 

—Funding medical research and professional 
standards review organizations. 

“HEW needs to better coordinate these respon- 
sibilities,” the GAO report said. 

“Our review was made because of the intense 
controversy over the benefits and risks of various 
obstetric practices, increasing congressional con- 
cern over the cost and quality of medical care, and 
the fact that obstetric practices affect more than 6 
million women and infants annually,” Elmer 
Staats, comptroller general of the U.S. said in the 
introduction to the GAO report. 

The report to Congress included these points: 

—Representatives from the medical community 
say U.S. obstetric practices have contributed to a 


declining fetal and infant mortality rate. However, 
critics cite hazards associated with some of the 
practices or point to differences between these 
practices in the U.S. and in some other countries. 

—Particularly controversial practices include 
elective induction of labor, the use of medication to 
relieve labor pain, the preventive use of forceps, 
routine electronic fetal monitoring, and the increas- 
ing use of caesarean sections. A GAO review of 
these practices showed that in many cases informa- 
tion is inconclusive about their benefits and risks. 
The review also showed a lack of controlled and 
long-term studies on the effects ona child of the use 
of some procedures. 

The GAO said the HEW Secretary — currently 
Patricia Harris — should convene a panel of 
representatives from Federal agencies and 
medical and consumer organizations with interests 
or responsibilities in obstetric practices to develop 
aplan for reviewing obstetric practices. 

The HEW Secretary also was advised to set 
priorities for and coordinating the agency’s 
research on obstetric practices and develop a plan 
to obtain needed data, including long-term effects 
on the child.

NEWTON — The Newton Board of 
Aldermen turned aside a move to 
abolish curbside collection of 
reoyclables, voting instead in favor of 
a.joint program with Waltham to 
foster recycling. 

The aldermen voted 22 to 1 in favor 
ofa $2,500 appropriation, which will 
be*matched by Waltham, to obtain a 
35,000 grant from the Metropolitan 
Avea Planning Council (MAPC). The 
total of $10,000 will be used to 
establish an intercommunity public 
education center for recycling. 


Newton and Waltham will work on 
tite project together, obtaining and 
disseminating information about 
recycling. 





Newton aldermen heard Ald. 
RObert Stiller ask for abolition of 
curbside recycling. Stiller, noting that 
the-recycling program has cost about 
$1.million over its seven-year life 


span, commented that the board had 
voted earlier Monday night against 
the inefficiencies of the MBTA and he 
suggested that it vote against helping 
recycling for the same reason. 


“The recycling program should be 
dissolved and done away with," 
Stiller said. 


“The recycling program must have 
a sunset,”’ he said. “Year in and year 
out it is a drain on the city coffers. It is 
time to face up to the fact that it is not 
a workable program.” 


Stiller again proposed that the city 
establish a center or centers where 
“people who feel so strongly’’ can 
take their recyclables. 


“It is time,” Stiller said, ‘‘to take a 
stand and make the administration 
either put recycling on a break-even 
basis or stop it.”” 


Drinan inspects hearing 
program at Day Jr. High

NEWTONVILLE— Congressman 
Robert Drinan visited F.A. Day 
Junior High School recently to inspect 
the hearing-impaired program and to 
talk to students. 

Th a speech given to students in the 
pfogram, Rep. Drinan talked about 
the educational programs in Newton. 

You are receiving the finest 
education in Newton,"’ he said. “You 
should be proud that Newton does this 
f6¥you. Take advantage of the educa- 
ttorial possibilities."”” 

-He also told the students that he felt 
Uggt the financial difficulties of going 
tg-college will be nonexistent by the 
time they have graduated from high 
séHool. There will be many more 
s¢tiolarships and grants available to 
students who cannot afford to pay for 
a-—college education themselves, 
Drinan said. 

“Drinan's speech was translated into 
sign language for the students at the 
agsembly. 

He spent his time at Day visiting 
classes and answering students ques- 
tions, most of which dealt which the 
situations in Iran and Cambodia. 


Drinan, who was part of a Congres- 
sional delegation to visit Cambodia 
last August, praised the students for 
their own efforts in raising money for 
food for the starving Cambodians. 

“Will all the money going to Cam- 
bodia be given to some thug so that he 
can get rich?" asked one boy at the 
assembly. 

“No, the money goes to UNICEF 
and it is used to buy food which is 
distributed directly to the people. We 
are doing our best not to let anybody 
from the Pol Pot regime or the other 
regime get it, but there is always the 
possibility that that could happen,” 
answered Drinan. 


He also said that the Cambodians 
now have about “three fourths of 
what they need."’ The United States 
appropriated $69 million to ease the 
situation there. 


Drinan fielded several questions 
about the holding of hostages at the 
U.S, Embassy in Tehran. 


“We are isolating Iran and I think 
now that they realize they are the 
outlaws," he said. ‘All the nations of 
the Arab world, who should have 
allegience to Iran, are telling Kho- 
meini that he is wrong.” 


Red Cross 
Is 
on you. 


NEWTON — A_ subcommittee 
preparing guidelines so a consultant 
can redesign secondary school 
transportation in the city narrowed 
the scope of the project at its first 
meeting Tuesday. 

It was the sense of the subcom- 
mittee that the consultant should not 
consider an augmented winter bus 
schedule, and that he should not 
devise a system of user fees. 

The subcommittee also decided 
against a legal challenge of private 
school riders on public school buses. 

The consultant can consider 
clustered schools and staggered hours 
in his study, the committee decided, 
and can plan a transportation system 
that would place junior high and high 
school students on the same bus. 

Mixing high and junior high 
students on the same bus is due for 
more discussion when the subcom- 
mittee meets again on Nov. 29. Not 
resolved was the question of mixing 
secondary with elementary students 
on the same bus. 

The ‘‘Subcommittee on Secondary 
School Transportation” is tentatively 
scheduled to present its recommenda- 
tions to the School Committee on Dec. 
17. If the committee hires a consultant 


his findings would be requested for 
budget deliberation in March. Any 
changes in transportation will be im- 
plemented next September. 

Still to be decided by the subcom- 
mittee are the more difficult issues 
that generated extensive debate in 
September. 

Should the School Department 
transport students from points two 2 
miles or more from a school or should 
that limit remain at 1.5 miles? 

Should the ‘‘walk back" policy that 
allows students within the 1.5-mile 
perimeter to walk back to a bus stop 
and then ride to school be abolished? 

Earlier this year the School Com- 
mittee decided to push the bus stop 
limit from 1.5 miles to 2 miles but 
shortly after the opening of school in 
September went back to the 1.5-mile 
limit in the face of numerous com- 
plaints. 

The difficulty of changing the 
routes with the schoo! year underway 
was one reason Director of Support 
Services Roy C G. Cornelius, Jr., 
argued against a beefed-up winter bus 
schedule. 

New winter bus stops would take 
drivers by surprise and might be a 
safety problem, he said, and once 


students and parents were to the 
winter service it would be difficult to 
remove the buses. 

Subcommittee chairman and 
School Committee member Ann Ber- 
wick said the two to three weeks of 
confusion when the busing limit was 
changed in September persuaded her 
extra buses in the winter is not prac- 
tical. 

The subcoramittee also agreed it is 
beyond its scope to challenge the bus- 
ing of private school students, The 
practice has been challenged in the

courts several times and Cornelius” 
said he believed only the Legislature « 


could overturn the law. The School 
Department buses more than 500 
private school students in the city. 


There was also general agreement 
a system of user fees is not desirable. 
School Committee nember Howard 
Spergel said user fees do not have 
community support, would not result 
in a large savings, and are regressive 
because they would affect those most 
who can least afford it.

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Wood burning stoves, are they more dangerous for home heating?

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Are wood-burning 
devices more dangerous for home heating than gas, 
oil or electric units? 

Some insurance industry reports seem to suggest 
that they are. 

But a Department of Energy official says no one 
Teally knows at this point whether wood burners are 
more hazardous. 

In an interview, Kurt Riegel said clear dangers 
exist, but nationwide statistics on the causes of ac- 
cidental fires are not yet available. Riegel is direc- 
tor of the consumer products division of the DOE 
Office of Buildings and Community Systems. 

He said local or regional figures on accidental 
fires from wood burning units are easy to get, large- 
ly from Northern Tier states. 

One insurance trade association recently 
reported nearly 15 percent of the 725 accidental 
fires investigated last year by the New Hampshire 
fire marsha] were caused by improper installation, 
maintenance or use of wood burning stoves 

The Oregon fire marshal’s office said wood 
heating units were the third most frequent cause of 
the nearly 1,300 home fires in that state last year, 
according to the New York City-based group. 

Statistics are scarce on injuries and deaths 
related to wood-burning units and fires caused by 
them. 

Consumer Product Safety Commission figures on 
hospital emergency room service show a 544 per- 
cent increase last year in thermal (skin) burns 
caused by wood burning stoves. They rose from 283 
in 1977 to 1,822 in 1978, said Mrs. Heidi Bowers, a 
CPSC information officer. 

“We think the majority were contact burns — just 
touching a stove," she added. CPSC records also 
show 515 emergency room cases last year related to 
fires caused by wood burning stoves. “We think 
there were probably more,” Mrs. Bowers added. 

She also said commission records of emergency 
Tvom care for burn cases involving free-standing 
wood-burning fireplaces dropped from an 
estimated 308 in 1977 to only 72 last year. 

Mrs. Bowers said the only fatality figures her 
agency has on file were 13 deaths in 1977 related to 
wood-burning stove accidents and 25 last year in- 
volving coal- and wood-burning stoves. 

Riegel said the DOE plans to have enough in- 
formation within a year to draw conclusions about 
the relative safety of wood heating. 

He said the National Fire and Safety Administr: 
tion of the National Bureau of Standards is current: 
ly conducting laboratory tests and researching fire 


incidents. 

“We really feel it is possible for industry and 
government to work together to reduce the fire pro- 
blem markedly,” he said, adding the DOE would 
like to use reports of wood fire accidents to identify 
critical mistakes people make and then educate the 
public. 

The department is already distributing free two 
educational publications of the New England 
Regional Commission, ‘‘Heating With Wood” and 
“Burning Wood Safely.”

Riegel had good news about the rapid prolifera- 
tion of books and magazines devoted to home 
heating with wood. 

“Normally the safety tips are on target: keep 
chimneys clean, don’t put flammable things on hot 
surfaces, 

“T haven't found any books and magazines that 
are really bad," he said. 

Riegel said Underwriters Laboratories, the 
Chicago-based testing organization, has adopted 
four suiety standards within the past year for four 
classes of wood-burning equipment: fireplaces, 
enclosed stoves and solid fuel supplementary units 
— wood- and coal-burning central furnaces. 

“There's a trend in many cities to require UL cer- 
tification for wood-burning equipment,” he said. 
“Most large manufacturers have obtained ap- 
prove already” and their products carry the UL 


Double duty mothers 


need children’s help

NEW YORK (UPI) — The best way for the work- 
ing mother to handle homemaking chores is to put 
children to work around the house, says a noted 
sociologist. 

Dr. Alice S. Rossi, a University of Massachusetts 
professor of sociology, told the National Assembly 
on the Future of the Family Monday that the full- 
time homemaker is an endangered species that 
may verge on extinction in a decade. 

To see the family through, she recommended put- 
ting kids to work on household chores. This would 
ease the double-duty on the working mother. 

“IT have never been able to understand why 
children are considered useful helpers in a rural 
household economy but not an urban one,” she said. 

“Even a 3-year-old can learn to cut up carrots, 
feed the cat, water and weed a vegetable garden. 

“A sure way to prevent work overload for an 
employed mother is to be sure the children take 
domestic work for granted, know how to do it well, 
and derive gratification from it.” 

Urging schools to include boys in home economic 
classes is a cop-out, and far less effective than 
parents demonstrating and teaching domestic 
skills at home, she said. 

“The children of employed mothers have always 
been given more domestic responsibilities than 
children of full-time homemakers, but out of the 
mother’s need for help — rather than her judgment 
that this is important to her child's development,” 
she'said. 

“To feel needed and useful is as important as to 
feel loved, yet out child-rearing ideas have stressed 
only love and the child’s need to play, neglecting the 
work children can do as readily — and probably 
more safely — in an urban apartment than a rural 
farmhouse.” 

Ms. Rossi, a founder of National Organization for 
Women, has published widely on parenting, female 
psychology, sexuality, family structure and work- 
ing mothers. 

She was one of 60 authorities participating in the 
conference sponsored by NOW'’s Legal Defense and 
Education Fund and attended by more than 2,000. 

Supporting Ms. Rossi's argument that the full- 
time homemaker is an endangered species is the 
Urban Institute's latest report, ‘I'he Subtle Revolu- 
tion," which reported: 

—The 43 million women now in the American 
labor force will increase to 52 million by 1990. 

—The largest proportion of the } million annual 
increase of women to the labor force during this 

decade has been women between 25 and 34.

all fall, but the B and C teams also 
walked off with the league champion- 
ships in their respective divisions.

NEW YORK (UPI) — After rum- 
maging through his attic, Al Oerter 
managed to find two precious 
mementoes of his past. 

One was a framed diploma 
awarded him by the Australian 
Olympic Committee after he won 
his first Olympic discus champion- 
ship at Melbourne in 1956. The se- 
cond was a singlet, bearing the 
number 294, that he wore when he 
gained his record fourth Olympic 
gold medal at Mexico City in 1968. 

Those two items took on historic 
significance Tuesday when Oerter 
donated them to the U.S. Olympic 
Hall of Fame and Museum, the 
first contributions to what will be 
America's newest athletic shrine. 

“Some of the other mementoes I 
had were lost, some were given 
away and some were stolen,"’ said 
Oerter, who at 43 is attempting a 
comeback for next year’s Games 
at Moscow. “If I can continue on 
my current plan, maybe I'll be able 
to donate another singlet.” 

The formation of the Hall of 
Fame and Museum was announced 
by the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee in conjunction with Coca- 
Cola.

ATLANTA (UPI) — Al Hrabosky, 
baseball’s ‘‘Mad Hungarian,”’ 
Tuesday signed a five-year con- 
tract with the cellar-dwelling 
Atlanta Braves that gave him a 
shot at a backup career in broad- 
casting.

Hrabosky said he had a verbal 
understanding with Braves owner 
Ted Turner that he would get back 
into broadcasting at Turner's na- 
tional cable station, ‘‘Supersta- 
tion” WTBS.

Concord clips North at end, 1-0

Surviving a devastating attack by a 
Concord-Carlisle Regional offense for 
70 minutes of a 72-minute Eastern 
Massachusetts Girls' Soccer final, 
Newton North walked off Boston 
University’s Nickerson Field the 
respectable losers in a close 1-0 deci- 
sion Monday. 


The contest pitted the state's 
leading offensive talent against a 
struggling but determined Newton 
defense. The Tigers had held out dur- 
ing some rough times with Medford, 
Wellesley and Needham in previous 
tournament bouts, and seemed as if 
they were going to do it again. 


Squashing one Concord threat after 
another, the Newton defense kept the 
game scoreless until the final two 
minutes, when the inevitable goal 
soared across the goal-line and into 
the net. Appropriately, the crown- 
winning point originated from the foot 
of Concord’s superstar forward, Heidi 
Comeau, probably the state's most 
talented girl on the soccer field. 


Comeau knocked in her 23rd goal of 
the season when she caught a short 
chip from B.J. Pessia around the 15 
yard-marker, dribbled for a moment 
and then sent the ball just to the left of 
the outstretched hands of North goalie 
Caroline Ryan. 

Comeau and Pessia had combin- 
ed for most of Concord’s 25 blasts to 
the net. The duo seemed to be playing 
in the wrong ballfield as they dazzled 
fans who just expected to see a high 
school game. The two dribbled, pass- 
ed and shot as if they were old pros at 
the game. 

Whenever the ball landed in Con- 
cord territory, however, the Patriot 
halfbacks and fullbacks seemed no 
less seasoned. Repeatedly, Beth 
Hughes, Karyn Hesse and Marie 
Milbert, Concord’s back line, turned 
and cleared the ball, directing each 
pass precisely to her wings down the 
left and right sidelines. 

With impressive textbook plays 
like that, with several close-call shots 
at the goal, and with control of the ball 
for the entire game, it's amazing the 
score was actually as close as it was. 


score was actually as close as it was. 

The fact that Concord’s total was so 
low may be partially explained by 
Ryan's incredible play in the goal. 
The Tigers’ net-watcher earned 19 
saves, inclucing a second period 
penalty shot by Comeau. 

Though Newton's defense barely 
had time to rest as they fought off 
Concord’s constant barrage, several 
brilliant plays by both the fullbacks 
and the halfbacks helped delay the 
final blow till the end. 


Offensively, the Tigers were barely 
visible. Concord’s defense held 
Newton to just four shots in the first 
half and one in the second. Although 
the Tiger's attacks were rare, Con- 
cord's backs never fell asleep. Each 
time Newton brought the ball down, 
the Patriots would quickly recover 
and send it out to the wing. 


No one really should have expected 
the Tigers to do as well as they did. 
Concord, the first seed in the tourna- 
ment, never lost a bout all season. The 
Patriots finished 15-0-1 after Mon- 
day's duel. 





Living up to its to their credentials, 
Concord took the field with style and 
began their campaign with a 5-2 edge 
in Shots in the first quarter. 


But Newton seemed to be playing 
up to its competition in the second 
period, as the Tigers managed to 
naintain possession for at least half 
the time. 


Concord had not yet dealt its best 
cards, however, and the Patriots 
returned from the halftime break 
with even more fervor, striking a 
blow at the Newton nets at the rate of 
one every minute for the first six 
minutes. Concord blasted another five 
pops before the end of the period, giv- 
ing the Tigers no time to get off any 
shots of their Own. 


Newton Coach Barry Howland 
regarded the game philosophically. 
“We have nothing to be ashamed of. 
We played our game and we played 
well. I’m proud of them, I'm proud of 
them all’”’ Howland said.

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Book Review 


Religion and evolution 
reconciled in poetry 


aun By PATRICIA MARVIN 
Ps al Worth. TRIPTYCH. Cambridge, Apple-wood Press, 1979. 76 pp. 


Contemporary anthropological studies and current research in evolution 
as presented in Carl Sagan’s ‘‘The Dragons of Eden” and Richard Leakey’s 


“Origins” confound the mind with discoveries of the origins of mankind. 
_,The Eden that we learned about has been discarded or considered an 
idealization and a metaphor. The millions of years which are represented in 
the history of the human race are variously discussed today by Jungian 
psychologists, anthropologists, even linguists, 


Few poets have ventured to enter the arena and give an interpretation of 
man’s historical and religious memory. This, Douglas Worth has done in his 
third and newest volume of poetry “Triptych,” a three-part dramatic 
Tepresentation of the creation of Adam and Eve, the birth of Christ, and the 
celebration of Easter. These poems are choral works written for dramatic 
musical presentation - a one-act chamber opera ‘Guests in Eden;” a 


Christmas oratoris, ‘And In These Times; : and a cantata at Easter, “Song 
of One World.” 


“Guests in Eden” has its precedent in Milton’s ‘Paradise Lost,” where 
God creates Adam, then Eve, then both are driven from Eden for eating the 
apple of the tree of knowledge. But there is no Miltonic lushness here, for 
Worth writes in the modern idiom - spare, concrete and precise. Thus Eve 
sees the serpent and asks who he is and he replies: 


the flowering seed of your desire 

to change and grow, reaching up, ever higher, 

through knowledge and wonder, into the unknown... 

Subtly, from this beginning, we move to the chaos of the time of the birth 
of Christ. ‘And in These Times” takes the form and arrangement of voices 
of Bach's Christmas Oratorio, with an evangelist speaking as narrator, tell- 
ing the gospel story according to St. Luke, and solo voices participating in 
recitative - an angel, Mary and Joseph; the Three Kings, Herod, a chorus 
and a bard, who speaks in modern and realistic terms from the vantage 
point of our age. 


The oratorio is in five parts (Bach’s was in six parts) and the baroque 
form is retained for the Annuciation, the birth of Christ and the flight into 
Egypt to the return to Israel. 


Using this eighteenth century dramatic torm, it is remarkable how ettec- 
tive Worth’s modern style brings variety and contrast to the voices. The 
chorus in the oratorio has a Greek quality rather than that of a Bachian 
choral, and its philosophical commentaries also shift in time and lead into 
the third and last section. 

“Song of One World” is entitled ‘‘A Cantata at Easter,” yet it does not tell 
the story of the resurrection but the beginning of the universe out of 
nothingness and . the evolution of man. 4 


Scientific and precise according to the latest knowledge, it moves from 
astronomical configurations to early, Edenic man to modern civilization 
and man's capacity for self-destruction on a global scale. There is urgency 
and optimism, finally, in the assertion of the dignity and mystery of being 

juman. 

Among the three parts are two interludes of modern verse — small, 
precise, austere in style — images of everyday and familial life. 


This is the most ambitious and successful volume Worth has so far com- 
pleted. It represents an intellectual experiment in various musical forms, 
executed with enviable clarity. 

Religion is losing ground in the popular culture of the modern 
technological age. “Triptych” reasserts a realistic interpretation of the 
creation, the fall of man, and the possibilities of redemption in our time.

ing for FBI agent Ralph 
Himmelsbach, especial- 
ly this year, 

It marks the eighth 
anniversary of his 
search for D.B. Cooper, 
who parachuted from a 
commandeered jet to 
oblivion with $200,000 in 
$20 bills on Thanksgiv- 
ing eve 1971. 

Himmelsback has put 
in thousands of hours, 
more than any other law 
enforcement official, 
trying to catch Cooper, 
and it will be his last 
Thanksgiving on the 
case. He takes man- 
datory retirement next 
Sept. 30 after 28 '2 years 
with the FBI. 

Cooper boarded a 
Northwest Orient 
Airlines Boeing 727 
jetliner in Portland, 
took control of the air- 
craft by threatening to 
explode a ‘‘bomb” in his 
briefcase, forced it to 
land in Seattle where he 
got the ransom money, 
then parachuted into the 
southwest Washington 
wilderness. No trace of 
him or the money ever 
was found. 

Himmelsbach says he 
will not retire frustrated 
if he does not solve the 
case. 

“It hasn't been 
frustrating, it has been 
fascinating,” he said. 
“Tt has been interesting 
every step of the way.”” 

The FBI approach 
also is directed against 
getting too emotionally 
tied up in a case, he 
said, since an agent then 
would not be as effec- 
tive. 

“T do not have an ax to 
grind,’ he said of 
Cooper. 

Himmelsbach, who 
spent Thanksgiving eve 
1971 listening to the 
radio communications, 
recalls how the pilot 
mentioned during the 
flight from Seattle that 
he thought Cooper had 
jumped because of a 
“low pressure bump.” 
The agent said this 
bump, which also 
registered on the flight 
recorder at 8:11 p.m., 
occurred when the door 
in the tail of the plane 
swung back partially 
shut after Cooper 
jumped. 

Two F-106 fighter 
pilots from McCord Air 
Force base were follow- 
ing the airliner after it 
left Seattle en route to-, 


the Cooper-ordered’~ 


destination of Reno, 
Nev., but the fighter 
pilots did not see Cooper 
jump, 

On Thanksgiving Day, 
Himmelsbach spent two 
hours flying with a Civil 
Air Patrol pilot in a 
small aircraft, criss- 
crossing the densely 
forested area where it 
was computed that 
Cooper went down in the 
Lake Merwin region. 

“We didn't see a 
thing,” the agent said. 
The next day, an Ar- 
my unit from Fort 
Lewis, Wash,, was

The soldiers found 
nothing. 

The only item that has 
ever turned up from the 
flight was the 727’s rear 
door plastic plaque, ap- 
parently torn off by 
wind, found last 
January 12 miles north 
of where Cooper was 
believed to have 
jumped.

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LOWER FALLS — When Newton 
resident Marcia McManus applied to 
a California university's nursing pro- 
gram seven years ago, the school 
“suggested” she apply elsewhere, 
because she was too old. Marcy was 
barely 20at the time. 

Last year, Marcy did apply 
elsewhere, and she is now one of 88 
freshmen who entered Newton- 
Wellesley's School of Nursing in 
September. 

The world has changed a lot in those 
seven years, and schools have had to 
adapt to the changes in order to sur- 
vive. Newton-Wellesley Hospital's 
School of Nursing is no exception. 

According to SON Director 
Elizabeth Ketchen, ‘‘Before we began 
the accelerated two-year program, 95 
percent of our students entered 
directly from high school. Now, near- 
ly all of them are adults, and this past 
year we had over 1100 inquiries for 88 
places in the Class of 1981.” 

The current freshmen, who range in 
age from 18 to 57, bear impressive 
backgrounds and academic creden- 
tials. Several have changed careers in 
midstream, while others are entering 
the working world for the first time. 
They cite the challenge, flexibility, 
and continued growth of the nursing 
profession as the primary reasons for 
their decision. Further, they explain 
that Newton-Wellesley’s program 
was ideal for them because it requires 
only a two-year commitment. and

What's a ‘Container?’ 


By VONI WEAVER 
My first note about seeing ‘‘Containers” at the Danforth Museum in 
Framingham reads: Anybody’s guess what ‘‘container” means. 
A woman who seemed to be a teacher or docent brought a small flock of 
teenagers in and stopped first at Ann Caris Dunlap’s Playful Image, hand- 
dyed fabric hanging on struts, maybe six to eight feet long and seven or so 


feet high. 


Teacher: ‘‘Why is this a container?” 


Student, stepping inside it: ‘‘Because it can hold me.” 

Across the room a bemused man looked up from his inspection of a case. 
“Boxes, I understand, and baskets,” he said, ‘‘but this silverware—silver- 
ware’s a conveyor.” He was looking at Peter Erickson’s handwrought sterl- 


ing silver serving pieces. 


There are 90 artist-craftsmen represented in ‘Containers, with work in 
ceramics, fiber, wood, metal, and glass. Some names from Newton: 
ceramists Daisy Brand and Steve Branfman, and metal worker Vincent 
Ferrini, who teaches in the BU Artisan Program and has recently moved 


here. 


Other familiar names, Marjoris Paulsen, Marlis Schratter, and Tina 
Forbes, potters all. It’s a provocative, lively show in which some pieces sug- 
gest strongly that juries are inclined to lose their marbles from time to time 
and others would have been worth the trip all by themselves—Kristina 
Madsen's walnut music stands, for instance. 

Prices range from $20 to $2800 (Ferrini's silver and bronze teapot, 
notably), admission is free, hours are from 1-4:30 p.m., Wed.-Sun., the ad- 
dress is 123 Union Ave., Framingham (nearer 135 than route 9), and, in case 
you want to call them for directions, the number there is 620-0500. The show 


runs through Dec. 31. 


If you're in Boston near Dartmouth Street, William Wyman is showing his 
ceramics at Impressions Gallery through Dec. 8. That's 275 Dartmouth and 
the hours are 10 a.m. - 6 p.m., Tuesday-Saturday. And if you're going 
anywhere near Nashua, N.H., the Arts and Science Center at 14 Court St. has 
“Fiber Forms, 1979,’’ my favorite fiber show so far, in their big gallery and 
Elizabeth Gurrier's ‘Wall Quilts” in the smaller one. Gurrier’s always a joy 
to behold and I wish I'd bought something years ago. Both run through Nov. 
25 and the hours are many: weekdays from 9 a.m to 5 p.m., Saturday, 1€ 
a.m. to 5 p.m., Sundays from 1 to 5 p.m., admission's free, and their 
fascinating Children’s Museum is closed on Monday. Having rattled all this 
off, the girl said, ‘We're open a lot, aren't we?”

NEWTON — Robert A. Dye, M.D., 
of Newton Centre, Associate Director 
of Cardiology at Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Hospital, is par- 
ticipating in a new concept in continu- 
ing education with the University of 
Southern Maine, Bureau of Continu- 
ing Education for Nursing.

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SAT scores drop again; 
Newton above average 


NEWTON — The average College 
Board scores for Newton seniors 
dropped one point on the verbal tests 
this year, and 10 points on the 
mathematics tests. 

The average score on the verbal 
Scolastic Aptitute Test (SAT) was 463, 
and the average math SAT score was 
498, Scores are calculated in a range 
of 200 to 800. 

The scores fluctuate every year, 
Director of Research Planning Vin- 
cent Silluzio said, and should be view- 
ed over a long period. ‘‘They’re really 
fantastic results," he said. 

Since 1972 when senior test data 
first became available, Newton ver- 
bal scores have increased one point, 
while Massachusetts and New 
England scores dropped 25 points, 
and the national average dropped 26 
points,

scores climbed 10 points while state, 
New England, and national scores all 
dropped 17 points. 

The Newton upward trend has been 

irregular while the national 
downward trend has been gradual 
and steady. 

In Newton about 75 per cent of the 
senior class, compared to 33 per cent 
of seniors natjonally, take the test. 
Silluzio thinks this suggests Newton 
seniors may represent a group with 
wider ranges of abilities than the 
more select national group. 

A Test of Standard Written English 
became a permanent part of the SAT 
in 1977. Scores on the test range from 
20 to 60 points. Since 1977 Newton 
averages have increased 0.5 points 
while state, New England and na- 
tional averages have declined bet- 
ween 0.4 and 0.5 points. 

The average Newton score this year 


on the Test of Standard Written 
English was 45.4, a drop of 0.3 points 
fron a year ago, and an increase of 0.5 
points in the last two years. 


The SAT achievenent tests measure 
ability in specific subject areas. 
Newton seniors exceeded national 
seniors on six of the aine achievement 
tests. Newton seniors had propor- 
tionately higher achievement scores 
than ability scores on all tests taken. 


The difference between ability 
measured by the SAT and a specific 
achievement test was greater for 
Newton seniors than for state, New 
England, or national seniors in all 
nine tests. 

Nationally, 33 per cent of the senior 
class took SAT’s this year and 20 per 
cent of that group took at least one 
achievement test. Of the 75 per cent of 
Newton seniors who took SAT’s, 75 


per cent of that group took achieve- 
ment tests. 

Silluzio thinks that statistic sug- 
gests the national group of students 
who take achievement tests are a 
more select group than the Newton 
achievement test population. 

The College Entrance Examination 
Board also administers advanced 
placement exaninations. Nationally, 
3.5 per cent of 1979 seniors took these 
tests. 

Ten per cent of the senior class at 
North High School and 21 per cent at 
South High School completed advanc- 
ed placement courses in 1979 and took 
advanced placement examinations. 

Ninety-one per cent of the Newton 
students (84 per cent at North, 98 per 
cent at South) earned scores of three 
or higher and thereby received col-

Mayor supports Board's 
move to keep county tax 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann 
has indicated wholehearted support of 
the action of the Board of Aldermen to 
withhold the second payment of Mid- 
dlesex County assessments on the the 
City of Newton. 

The Board voted to withhold ap- 
proximately $650,000 of county taxes 
last week. That amount is in addition 
to some $500,000 withheld last spring. 

The aldermen took their vote on the 
basis of not recéiving a proper ac- 
counting of the Middlesex County 
budgets and disbelief that Newton is 
getting anywhere near the value of 
services it should be getting for the 
more than $1 million annual assess- 
ment. 

Mayor Mann said Monday that he 
supports the aldermanic action, but 
has taken the approach that by

NEWTON — Allegations of safety 
violations on Newton school buses, 
and drivers without proper licenses, 
appear groundless based on a check 
of buses Tuesday by School Depart- 
ment officials.

CHESTNUT HILL— Howie 
Newman is one of those types who 
thrives on the little things that 
make people happy.

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An old-fashioned doctor says goodbye

He’s an old-fashioned general prac- 
ticioner who holds office hours every 
weekday evening, makes house calls 
whenever his patients ask and loves 
the personal relationship he has with 
his neighbors. 

Now Dr. Leo U. Zambon is winding 
down his career after 30 odd years 
and his patients know “they will 
never see his like again.” 

The Needham resident set up 
general medical practice at 53 Oak 
St., Newton Upper Falls after 
discharge from the Army Medical 
Corps in 1946 and he's been there ever 
since, coping with everything from 
the common cold to the delivery of 
several generations of babies. 

As he reflects on his medical 
career, the physician acknowledges 
that his is a labor of love, that he 
sought to establish a “familial” rela- 
tionship with his patients, and 
“wouldn't have wanted to practice 
medicine any other way. 

Perhaps it has something to do with 
Zambon's earlier environment, he’s a 
native of South Ryegate, Vermont and 
has the air of a country doctor; he 
views his practice as service to a 
close knit small community. 

So close is his contact that he 
dispenses with anyformal announce- 
ment of his imminent retirement, 
relying on patient word of mouth to 
spread the news. 

And his method is effective, for at 
least two of his patients contacted this 
reporter because they wanted to 


Planners think shopkeepers should get CD aid

NEWTON — Should commercial 
property owners benefit from public 
money?

Thompsonville — 
will be eligible to apply to the pro- 
gram. C 
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share the story of his upcoming 
withdrawal from practice. 

Cheryl Ross of Waban has 
childhood memories of Zambon com- 
ing to her home on many occasions 
and recalls one time when he examin- 
ed her younger brother, left a 
prescription and charged only $3. 
He's still her family physician and his 
rates have barely increased, she ex- 
plains with amazement. “You just 
wouldn't expect to find him in 
Newton.” 

Mrs. Ross characterizes the doctor 
as an ‘incredible man," and wonders, 
“‘where we are going to find someone 
to replace him.” 

Helen Panella of Waban is most 
struck by her doctor's personal in- 
terest in each of his patients. ‘We are 
losing an old-fashioned doctor you 
don't come by today,"’ she comments. 
“When he came to your home he 
always had time for conversation; if 
he administered a shot he would wait 
to see if there was any reaction. You 
were never rushed.” 

“Yes, I guess they're going to miss 
me,"’ admits Zambon shyly as he em- 
phasizes how glad he is that he always 
kept a hand in general practice. But 
there are other facets to his profes- 
sional career. 

Discharged from the Army with 
honors, he continued to serve in the 
reserves and was at one time com- 
mander of the New England AirForce 
Hospital quartered here in 
Massachusetts. In 1962 he achieved 
the rank of full colonel and was 
retired from service in 1971.

Along the way the general practi- 
tioner served a residency in 
anesthesiology at Deaconess Hospital 
in Boston, becoming board elegible in 
1962, and has been on call to several 
Suburban hospitals, among them 
Glover Memorial in Needham, St. 
Elizabeth's in Brighton, and Newton- 
Wellesley. { 

In the late 1960s he was an 
anesthesiologist on the staff at Glover 
for six years and still sits on the 
hospital's utilization committee. 

Keeping both a general practice 
and his speciality going called for 18 
hour days, Zambon remembers. But 
it was worth it since he “‘hated to give 
up his old patients."’ 


And although he recognizes the in- 
evitability of medical specialization, 
he decries the trend toward the in- 
stitutionalization of medical practice. 


The economics of health care plans 
seem to preclude much office patient 
care with coverage aimed at hospital 
costs. The trend is away from per- 
sonal contact he acknowledges. 

The retiring physician credits pro- 
fessional membership in several 
societies with helping him to keep up 
with expanding medical knowledge. A 
member of both the Charles River 
Medical Society and the 
Massachusetts Medical Society, he 
has continued his education through 
their special lectures and other ser- 
vices. 

He recognizes the quality of 
medicine as much improved over the 
years’ especially in the field of 


facade part of the program, he added. 
“Would you as a board support being 
very restrictive with the program?”

NEWTON — The Planning Depart- 
ment came in for criticism Monday 
night as the Administration & Plann- 
ing Committee decided it not have 
enough information on which to base 
a recommendation for reuse of the 
Weeks Junior High School. 

The school will be closed in 1981. 

The A&P Committee is supposed to 
make a recommendation on whether 
surplus buildings should be converted 
to residential use or should contain 
business or mixed uses, propose a 
specific municipal use, or suggest 
demolition. 

After the A&P Committee recom- 
mendation, the matter is discussed by 
the Land Use Committee for land-use 
considerations and then by the 
Finance Committee for a minimum 
sale price. 

The process used to include early 
proposals by developers as to reuse of 
a building, but now the A&P Commit- 
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tee has asked the Planning Depart- 
ment to provide detailed information 
on feasibility of conversion, removing 
the rear wing, the cost of demolition, 
estimated tax revenue from various 
nonexistent plans for development, 
all of which information would have 
been provided in or after preliminary 
proposals. 

Robert Cohen, chairman of the 
Weeks reuse committee, asked the 
A&P Committee to consider asking 
for a $5000 appropriation to hire an ex- 
pert consultant to to determine what 
uses might be feasible. 


The committee held the matter un- 
til the Planning Department provides 
the requested information. The delay 
will put the committee beyond its 
deadline for a recommendation to the 
Board. 

One member said that would not 
really be the case, since the commit- 
tee will recommend to the Board that 
the matter be held, and that, in itself is 
a recommendation.

Walnut Hall sold to Methodist Church

NEWTON CENTRE — The merger 
of the Newton Centre and Newtonville 
Methodist churches into Walnut Hall 
in Newtonville has been finalized, ac- 
cording to Mayor Theodore Mann, 
and the Newton Centre church will be 
sold for conversion to offices and 
possibly a space for a market. 

Mann revealed the completion of 
negotiations by the Methodist chur- 
ches in Newton to buy Walnut Hall, 
430 Walnut St., Tuesday. The sale 


price was $80,000. 

Walnut Hall is a building of the 
former Newton Junior College, closed 
since 1976. 

The Newton Centre Methodist 
Church is under a purchase agree- 
ment by Herbert V. Shuster of Newton 
at a reported price of $375,000, ac- 
cording to the mayor. 

The church, at the corner of 
Langley Road and Centre Street, was 
built in 1880. 

The mayor said this week he has 
had indications of ‘‘interest’’ from 


Charles Sage of Sage’s Markets in 
locating in the converted church. 


Newton Centre has been without a 
full grocery store since Sage’s was 
forced out of its Centre Street store 
last spring because of difficulties with 
its landlord. 


In the conversion of the church to 
office and commercial use, parking 
will be a problem’ since city or- 
dinances require provision of off- 
street parking when a_ building 
undergoes a change of use in a 
business district. 


The mayor said a possible decking 
of the parking lot behind Med-X and 
the church is being investigated. 

Among other changes in the Newton 
Centre Square area is the probable 
departure of two businesses from Pic- 
cadilly Square because of sharply in- 
creased rents. 

No decision has been reached by the 
state Banking Commission on the ap- 
plication by the Provident Institution 
for Saving to open a branch at the 
former House of Beauty store on Cen- 
tre St. A decision will be forthcoming 
in early December. 


Stone Barn units, day care advance 


NEWTON — Conversion of the Up- 
per Falls Stone Barn to five apart- 
ments was given a 5-1 “‘consensus ap- 
proval,’’ and another petition to allow 
part-time day care at a Newton 
Highlands home was given condi- 
tional approval by the Land Use Com- 
mittee. 


The special permit for the day-care 
facility at 202 Winchester St., Newton 
Highlands, will be voted on at the Dec. 
3 meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
but the conversion of the Stone Barn 
has been held in committee pending 
the receipt of further information 
from the owner of the historic proper- 
ty and from the Building Department. 


The owner of the Stone Barn at 44 
Oak St., Robert Cicchetti, plans to 
convert the warehouse into five apart- 
ments. Neighbors have opposed the 
project and said at a public hearing 
they would prefer a warehouse, even

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Officer's assault trial 
gets fourth continuance 


CAMBRIDGE — The assault and 
battery trial of Newton Police Officer 
Edward Woloski was postponed 
Wednesday for the fourth time 
because Woloski is in Leonard Morse 
Hospital in Natick with what is 
described as a ‘breathing condition.”

School lice problem

Malnutrition 
long-lasting 


Literally millions of people in Indochina 
are dying of starvation in spite of the funds 
and food now being made available by the 
United States and the Western world. But 
studies show that even those who survive 
will not recover in just one generation. 


The London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine and the Boston Univer- 
sity Medical Center have been conducting 
experiments with more than twenty 
generations of rats. The overwhelming 
evidence demonstrates how catastrophic 
malnutrition can be. 


Rats kept alive with only 8% protein, 
compared to a normal diet of 20% protein, 
are far behind in learning abilities. Male 
and female rats from the malnourished 
colony were much slower. Males but not 
females were also slower when kept on 
subsistence diets for shorter periods of 
time. After two successive generations of 
adequate diets, both males and females 
looked normal but males had not 
recovered learning skills. Newborn rats 
whose great-grandparents had suffered 
malnutrition were also much slower than 
those whose ancestors had received ade- 
quate amounts of protein. 


Although exact comparisons cannot be 
made between humans and rats, the con- 
clusions of scientists are that great 
similarities exist. Janina Galler, child 
psychiatrist at Boston University and 
research associate at MIT, says that ‘‘the 
ill effects of malnutrition are more pro- 
found and long lasting than scientists have 
believed .. . giving food to people who have 
starved for generations simply isn’t 
enough.”’ 
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The salamander and the giant antenna

The Salamander 

In Marco Polo’s time the salamander was a 
legendary creature said to survive in fire. No doubt 
many of the little creatures were incinerated before 
that myth was debunked. 

Dr. Richard Becker of Jamesville, N.Y. has used 
the salamander for experiments which have 
resulted in discoveries of much greater import, 
discoveries about the nature of the human body’s 
own regenerative powers. I give here my own poor 
understanding of these discoveries for which I 
apologize to him. 

Dr. Becker had always wondered why no 
creature higher than the salamander on the evolu- 
tionary scale had the power to regenerate limbs. If 
you cut a leg off a salamander, the little fellow 
simply grows a new one. 

With a sophisticated piece of electrical equip- 
ment Dr. Becker studied the impulses present in 
the salamanders’ bodies during the process of 
regeneration and compared them to those present 
in frogs, which cannot grow new limbs. 

Science has long been aware that there is present 
in every injured creature a very small electrical 
current called ‘the current of healing” which 
begins at the moment of injury and continues until 
the wound is healed. 

Dr. Becker discovered that this current is carried 
along the ‘‘perineural cells," hitherto thought to be 
nerve linings. His discoveries indicate they have a 
much more important function. 

If the leg of a frog is cut off, a positive current can 
be measured in this network of cells. As the wound 
scars over, the current gradually drops to zero. In 
the salamander the current also rises initially to a 
positive peak, but after it drops to zero, it moves to 
a negative peak before returning to zero. During 
the period of negative charge, Dr. Becker found, 
the limb was regenerating. 

Becker surmised that the introduction of a 
similar current might enable other creatures to 
grow new limbs and he was right. By implanting 
electrodes in the perineural cells of rats, hew he 
was able to regenerate an entire upper arm, com- 
plete with muscle, nerves and bones. 

The only regenerative power we humans have 








built in is the ability to regenerate bones. Dr. 
Becker knows a great deal about this process, being 
head of orthopedics at the VA hospital in Syracuse. 

He had seen cases where broken bones had failed 
to heal and he decided to try to help the 
regenerative process along electrically. Working 
with people whose bones had not healed for years 
and for whom amputation was seen as the only 
medical alternative, Dr. Becker developed the 
“black box,’’ which to most of these people proved 
to be a miracle. More than 75 percent of them were 
walking again in a matter of months after Dr. 
Becker hooked his black box up to them. 


The Giant Antenna 

Some years ago the Navy decided to put a giant 
antenna underground to control their nuclear sub- 
marines in the event that their regular control 
centers were wiped out by missile attack. 

The antenna was to be buried under 100 square 
miles up around the Great Lakes. 

The project ran into some problems from en- 
vironmental groups, so the Navy decided to conduct 
an environmental impact study which would show 
these groups, and the appropriate regulatory and 
legislative bodies, that the antenna would do no 
harm. After the thing was buried, the report was to 
conclude, everyone would forget about it because, 
after all, the current in an antenna is only one one 
millionth that of a high tension wire. 

Dr. Becker was asked to take part in the study, 
but he made an egregious mistake in the eyes of the 
Navy. He discovered that even that small current 
would stunt the growth of vegetation, wildlife, 
livestock and anything else within the field it 
generated. 

The electric field, it seems, puts the generative 
powers of the organism on “‘red alert.’’ Imagine, to 
use an appropriately naval image, a battleship 
where every man is at his battle station for three 
weeks. The electric field does not cause disease, but 
weakens the body’s resistance. 

This discovery, quite obviously, has very dis- 
quieting ramifications when applied to currents one 
million times as great as that carried by the propos- 
ed antenna ( which by the way never got built). 

Dr. Becker's study was never made public, but he 
went public and ever since he has been raising hell 


with the construction of high tension wires in New 
‘ork State. . 
: The sad part of the story is that Dr. Becker's 
research grants for his study of regeneration were 
cut off as a result of this silly antenna, which would 
have been necessary only if we had all been blown 
to Kingdom Come anyway. 4

Dr. Becker, whose hobbies include oil painting 
and making black powder rifles, has a favorite 
story. pu Aaaied 

The story is about a doctor at a hospital in Vienna 
about a century ago. This doctor noticed that 
women who gave birth in the hospital died much 
more frequently than those who gave birth at home. 
And he noticed that doctors were treating patients 
with serious infections and then going to deliver 
babies without washing their hands. The idea of 
germs, remember, wasn't even an idea at that 
time. 

He made a study and found that doctors could 
eliminate a deadly risk by simply washing their 
hands. He made a presentation to the local medical 
society. He was laughed off the stage and kicked 
out, 

Dr. Becker's research indicates that the hazard 
of the electric field pales in comparison with the 
hazards posed by other electromagnetic radiation 
like microwaves. 

One of his patients was a young marine who had 
guarded the U.S. embassy in Moscow which is con- 
stantly bombarded with microwave listening 
devices. The young man had leukemia. 

In support of his findings, Dr. Becker notes that 
the average risk of cancer in rural areas is half that 
in urban areas where electromagnetic radiation of 
allkinds is more concentrated. 

Now many of you may say that journalists always 
muck things up when they write about science and 
medicine without sufficient background. This is a 
moron's view, I admit, but I will stand by it

WASHINGTON — When this decade 
began, the forces of Enlightenment and 
Truth — led, naturally, by John Gardner 
of Common Cause — cast an evil eye on 
the soaring costs of our system of 
privately financed federal elections. 
These so-called ‘‘reformers'’ — the kind 
of folks who former New York Mayor 
Jimmy Walker once said ride through a 
sewer in a glass-bottomed boat — didn't 
like what they saw. So, believing that 
their conscience should be everybody's 
guide, Gardner and Company agitated 
successfully for a series of changes in 
our election laws. 

In 1971, the Congress enacted the 
Federal Election Campaign Act, which 
limited the amount of money a candidate 
could spend on his own behalf, set limits 
on how much could be spent on media 
advertising, and established fairly strict 
disclosure requirements. However, elec- 
tion costs continued to spiral, and in 1974 
-— in the wake of the 1972 presidential 
contest — the 197] act was amended. The 
new reformed reform set strict contribu- 
tion and spending limits, as well as 
maintaining the reporting requirements. 

But, alas, the forces of Enlightenment 
and Truth forgot one thing: the U.S. Con- 
stitution. The expenditure ceiling and 
the limits on how much candidates could 
contribute to their own campaigns were 
subsequently found to he unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court, and the law 
was amended again in 1976 to meet the 
high court's objections. 

Now comes an analysis of the impact 
of the 1972-78 Federal Election Cam- 
paign Act, prepared by Harvard Univer- 
sity's John F. Kennedy School of 
Government for the House Administra- 
tion Committee. Its conclusion: The 
Feds have made a mess out of our elec- 
toral process. The three ‘‘severe” pro- 
blems that have been created are as 
follows: 

The individual contribution limits 


are too low. Unable to raise enough 
money from individuals, candidates 
have been forced to turn to other sources 
to fill their campaign treasuries. The un- 
fortunate consequences that flow from 
the loan limits are, first, that non-party 
committees (PACs — political action 
committees) have increasingly sup- 
planted other sources of money 
available to candidates; and, second, 
that wealthy candidates now hold an un- 
fair advantage over poorer candidates, 
who must raise money in small chunks 
from many sources. 

Since 1972, the percentage of money 
raised by congressional candidates from 
these two sources has more than doubl- 
ed, rising from 14 percent to 34.5 percent 
in the 1978 campaign. Contributions and 
loans from the candidates’ personal 
funds now constitute approximately 9 
percent of available campaign 
Tesources; contributions from PACs 
amounted to around 25 percent. 

— There has been a further deteriora- 
tion of our political parties in the ser- 





vices and resources they can provide 
their candidates. Financially, the 
amount of money given to congressional 
candidates by party committees has 
declined in absolute amounts and, conse- 
quently, as a percentage of the resources 
available. In 1972, 17 percent of the 
money received by House candidates 
came through their political parties. 
Estimates of party money in 1978 run 
about 4.5 percent. This decline has oc- 
curred for every category of candidates: 
Democrats and Republicans, in- 
cumbents, challengers, and open-seat 
contenders. 

Furthermore, because of restrictions 
on the amount that parties can con- 
tribute to their candidates, the laws and 
regulations developed by the Federal 
Election Commission have aggravated 
the situation for those who would like to 
use party institutions to further the elec- 
tion of their nominees. Complicated 
regulations and burdensome reporting 
requirements have had the effective con- 
sequence of discouraging local party 
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leaders trom becoming involved in the 
campaigns of federal candidates. Again 
and again those party workers inter- 
viewed stressed that the effect of the 
federal campaign laws had been for 
local party committees to either opt out 
of congressional and senatorial cam- 
Palgns or to delegate their financial 
Capabilities upward to the national cam- 
Paign committees. 

The federal campaign laws have 
imposed too much red tape on cam- 
paigns. These pitfalls of over-regulation 
are a special danger in an area so close 
to the heart of the democratic process. 
In Practice, the most onerous re- 
quirements of reporting to the FEC have 
not provided compensating benefits to 
the public. Simply put, the rather low 
threshold above which both contribu- 
lions and expenditures must be disclosed 
has increased the costs of conducting an 
effective campaign without adding 
Substantially to public enlightenment. 

The Harvard study Says: 

Even if i ne were keeping pace 
with rising campaign costs, the average 
political Campaign spends too little 
Money, not too much.

would just like to be able to pay the 
rent’” said Newman. 

Newman is from Bethpage, Long 
Island and was a psychology major 
at Northeastern University. While 
he was a freshman he learned to 
play the guitar and by the time he 
was a senior he was performing at 
the coffee shop on campus. 

After graduation, Newman work- 
ed as a mental health counselor un- 
til he decided that he wanted to do 
something else. He went out, got 
himself some bookings, and the 
rest is history. 

Newman does all of his own 
marketing and promotion, which is 
hard when he has to put together an 
entire act of original material as 
well. 

“It gets to be a real perversion of 
values when I’m spending more 
time trying to find work than I am 
writing material and recording 
songs,"’ he mused. “It has been a 
real experience in marketing and 
promotion, though. The only bad 
part about putting out a record is 
that you lose money doing it,” said 
Newman, who says that he has so 
far earned only $2.26 in royalties 
from his records. 

The real money comes from 
“‘gigs,"’ which he says bring in as 
much as $300 to $400 a week. That 
sounds like a lot, but there are even 
more weeks when nothing comes in 
atall. 

Howie describes his music as 
acoustic rock, but he has altered 
his style a bit for some of his 
numbers. For ‘‘Mustang Mania,” a 
song he wrote for the Southern 
Methodist University (Texas) foot- 
ball team, he added some fiddles to 
give it a ‘‘hee-haw”’ type of sound 
and for his rendition of ‘Me and 
Julio Down by the Schoolyard” he 
has been known to use his own 
homemade percussion section in 
the form of an empty Budweiser 
can half-filled with Grapenuts at- 
tached to his wrist, and keep 
perfect time with it at that. 

The lyrics to his songs are a bit 
wacky, and Howie has said that he 
likes to write ‘‘about things that 
people can relate to.” Maybe he 
thinks that we all have more of a 
sense of humor than we really do, 
or maybe he knows something 
about the rest of us that he's just 
not telling anyone.

North High survey finds 


extensive alcohol, drug use 


NEWTON — Alcohol and drug use 
is prevalent at Newton North High 
School, based on a student survey of 
social studies classes. 

Results of the survey of 331 
students, reported in the school 
newspaper, ‘‘The Newtonite,’’ show 
65 per cent of the respondents said 
they drink and 54 per cent said they 
smoke marijuana. 

Dr. Vincent Silluzio, Schoo! Depart- 
ment director of research and plann- 
ing, said he participated in the study 
to the extent of suggesting what might 
be arandom sample of students, 

But Silluzio said he could not speak 
for the accuracy of the results 
because he did not know how the 
survey was administered. 

The results show more males than 
females said they drink and use 
drugs, and that consumption of both 
increases with grade level. 

Forty-two per cent of the 
respondents said they have purchased 
marijuana and one in three students 
surveyed said they in school’ have us- 
ed alcohol or pot before or during 
school. 

Thirty-four of the students surveyed 
said they have used Cocaine: 23 said 
they tried it; 8 use it once a month; 3 
on weekends. 

Only 21 students said they had tried 
Angel Dust and three said they had 
tried LSD. 

Of the 213 students who said they 
drink, 73 said they ‘‘drink to get 
drunk” usually on weekends and

Smoking education 
at St. Sebastian's 


NEWTON — A new way to help 
students learn first-hand about the ef- 
fects of smoking on the human body is 
underway at St. Sebastian's Country 
Day School. It is called the Biofeed- 
back Smoking Education Program 
and it is sponsored by the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung Association. 

St. Sebastian's is one of several 
area schools taking advantage of the 
program, according to Ruth V.

Dieting can be a success story 


NEWTON — There are two phases 
to successful weight loss: losing 
weight and keeping it off. Alice Car- 
roll of Newton knows quite a bit about 
both. The attractive mother of five 
and grandmother of five has lost 122 
pounds and kept it off for a year anda 
half. 

Three years ago Alice was facing 
surgery, and her doctor urged her to 
lose weight first. She had been 
overweight since the 5th grade and 
had run the gamut of starvation, fad 
diets, and diet pills. On her doctor's 
advice, she joined Weight Watchers in 
Newton. 

“This was the last place for me to 
go,’ she said. 

Her family took a ‘‘wait and see” 
attitude, but her husband, John, drove 
her to class each week.

‘Each time I went shopping 
I was ina smaller size! It’s hard to re- 
main enthusiastic about staying the 
same." 

Today Alice makes a special effort 
to concentrate on the less obvious joys 
of maintenance.

expensive than the same item in size 
52. She buys clothes she likes, instead 
of “‘settling for anything that fits.”” 
And she can buy clothes on sale at the 
end of the season, because for the first 
time in her life she knows she'll be the 
same size next year. 

Alice also likes joking with her hus- 
band about weight once in a while. 
Until she proved that she could con- 
trol her weight, the subject was just 
too painful to bring up. 

Alice admits to occasional 
“binging,” usually in response to 
stress, but says she's getting better. 
“My worst downfall is my own bak- 
ing,’’ she says. “I'm learning to give 
more of it away.” 

She also refers back to the 
“modules” of Weight Watchers’ 
behavior modification program for 
help with special eating problems, 
such as crisis eating, avoiding temp- 
tation, and cooking and cleaning up. 
Knitting is another aid in managing 
eating behavior.

The South Pole was 
not seen again until 
Byrd flew over it. There 
then was a hiatus of 37 
years before a Navy ad- 
vance party landed 
there to build the first 
permanent South Pole 
station. 

That station is now be- 
ing crushed under 40 
feet of snow and ice. The 
new Amundsen-Scott 
station opened in 1975 
and it already is flanked 
by drifts of hard-packed 
snow. 

Like America's other 
Antarctic research sta- 
tions, the South Pole 
base is sponsored by the 
National Science Foun- 
dation and supported by 
the Navy's Operation 
Deep Freeze. 

By flying to the South 
Pole and back 50 years 
ago, Byrd opened a new 
era of Antarctic 
exploration. 

That flight will be 
commemorated Thurs- 
day when an LC-130 
traces the route Byrd 
and his men took from 
the Ross ice shelf to the 
Pole. Among those ex- 
pected to be aboard the 
transport are Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd, Jr., Ind- 
Va., a nephew of the 
aviator, and Dr. 
Laurence Gould, chief 
scientist on Byrd’s first 
expedition in 1928. 


Byrd's flight was the 
culmination of years of 
work and planning. 
Simply establishing 
their Little America 
base camp on the vast 
Ross ice shelf a year 
earlier was considered a 
significant feat. The 
Trimotor was stored 
over the winter in a 
Snow block hangar. 

Finally, on Nov. 29, 
1929, late in the antarc- 
tic spring, Byrd and his 
crew were ready. The 
weather was reported 
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excellent over the 
treacherous Queen 
Maud Mountains that 
stood between Little 
America and the South 
Pole. 

The plane's three 975- 
horsepower engines, 
strained to their utmost, 
pulled the airplane and 
its load of extra 
gasoline, food and sur- 
vival gear off the rough 
icy runway into the an- 
tarctic overcast. 

A week and a half 
earlier Byrd and his 
crew reconnoitered the 
heavily glaciated moun- 
tains and established a 
forward camp. Because 
the plane had to be light 
enough to clear the 
11,000-foot peaks, there 





wouldn't be enough gas 
to make the return trip. 
So Byrd left 200 gallons 
and extra food at the 
camp to pick up on the 
way home. 

Byrd, a commander 
in the Navy, navigated 
on the historic flight to 
the Pole while Bernt 
Balchen piloted the 
Trimotor and Harold 
June served as co-pilot. 
Also aboard was aerial 
photographer Ashley 
McKinley. 

The initial leg of the 
flight was relatively 
easy, across a rolling 
white surface. But it 
was not without tension. 

As the plane ap- 
proached the moun- 
tains, it became ap- 
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parent it.could not clear 
the rim of a large 
glacier dead ahead. 
Byrd ordered a 150- 
pound bag of emergency 
rations jettisoned. The 
plane responded and 
climbed. 

But not enough. So out 
went another 150 pound 
bag of food, brought 
along to keep them alive 
in case they had to make 
a forced landing. The 
plane climbed and made 
it. 

“Those were the 
slowest minutes we ever 
spent,'’’ Byrd wrote 
later. 

The route ahead, over 
the vast antarctic 
plateau, was clear. 

At 1:14 a.m. Nov. 29, 
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Byrd calculated that 
they were there. 

“The big moment had 
come,” he wrote. The 
imaginary point — the 
aloof and lonely bottom 
of the Earth — was 
beneath us.” 

The Americans drop- 
ped an American flag, 
using as a weight a 
stone from the Arlington 
Cemetery grave of 
Floyd Bennett, who had 
team with Byrd as the 
first humans to fly over 
the North Pole in 1926. 

Their mission com- 
pleted, the explorers 
turned and headed back 
toward their Little 
America base, stopping 
at the forward camp to 
take on fuel. They land- 
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ed at Little America 18 
hours and 37 minutes 
after they had left it. 

“We were deaf from 
the roar of the motors, 
tired from the strain of 
the flight, but we forgot 
all that in the 
tumultuous welcome of 
our companions,” Byrd 
wrote later. 


“Of all the flights I 
have ever made, none 
was so full of excite- 
ment and profit as this 
one. An air of impending 
drama foreshadowed 
every mile of progress. 
North, east, south and 
west — everything that 
was there was unseen 
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and untrodden and 
unknown.” 

Byrd's expedition was 
not the first to use the 
airplane in Antarctica. 
Sir Hubert Wilkins, an 
Australian explorer, 
had conducted aerial 
surveys of coastal areas 
of the continent in 1928. 

But Byrd’s flight was 
the first to the South 
Pole and it heralded a 
new era of exploration 
of the bottom of the 
world.

Trash Talk 


Pioneer recycling programs 
rallied Americans to a cause

RECYCLING QUESTION OF THE WEEK; I know recycling is not a 
development unique to the 1970's, Can you discuss some pioneer recycling 
programs? 


Perhaps the most fascinating and extensive recycling program was set up 
in New York City back in 1896 by Col. George E. Waring Jr., a prominent 
nineteenth century sanitary engineer who was appointed the city’s street 
cleaning commissioner. " 

His philosophy was that if private scavengers could profit from municipal 
trash, New York City should be able to do the same. Towards this goal, he 
established a sophisticated recycling collection system. People were told to 
keep garbage, rubbish and ashes separate. Forty policemen were assigned 
to notify households of the program and to make sure that each residence 
had sufficient receptacles. Those who failed to comply were brought before 
the city magistrate and fined. 

Once Waring had established the program for separation of materials, he 
began experimenting with various treatments for garbage. He increased 
revenues for New York City with a reduction process that extracted glue, 
ammonia, dry residuum for fertilizer and grease from organic waste. Some 
of the revenues from this “recycling plant’ were used to search for a more 
economical method of reducing waste and to begin a program to reclaim 
land using trash as landfill. 

Prison Plan 

A truly unique recycling program was undertaken in, of all places, the 
Chicago House of Correction during Worl War I. Superintendent John L. 
Whitman saw the tremendous wartime demand for metals, paper and 
clothes create high prices and convinced the city council to authorize him to 
buy and sell the waste of municipal departments. The program was a huge 
success. Discarded objects were repaired and resold and, as a result, the ci- 
ty treasury was $11,000 richer and an additional $40,000 was set aside for the 
prisoners’ families. 

Scrap value dropped during the years of the Depression, and programs 
like the one in the Chicago prison died. However, the onset of World War II 
created shortages once again and revived the scrap market in the 1940’s. 

Boston had one of the most thorough and persistent salvage efforts in the 
nation. Some of us surely remember the Boston General Salvage Committee 
with its sophisticated network of ward, industry, civic and school represen- 
tation. 

To stimulate interest in recycling there was advertising on streetcars, 
billboards and 200,000 circulars distributed to homes. Households would 
recycle materials by putting window cards on display when they wished the 
junk dealer to call or could use any of the 75 “salvage boxes,” converted 
boxes previously used for sanding winter streets, to recycle materials. 

Special Salvage Days were instituted every two months. All segnents of 
society helped out, from the school children who participated in a Scrap 
Metal Contest, to public employees working on a rubber drive, and to the 
women “Salvage Commandos’’ who garnered support for recycling cans, 
paper, fats, iron and rubber. 

Crisis Response 

Recycling has been strongest, as the latter two experiences indicate, dur- 
ing times of crisis. 

Wartime patriotism has brought out conservationist instincts in 
Americans. Unfortunately, in each instance, our country resumed its 
wasteful ways after the immediate crisis abated. However, the 1970's and 
“Earth Day fever’ has brought a new interest in recycling and has helped 
Teverse our peacetime wasteful ways. Americans are once again concerned 
about conserving natural resources, conserving increasingly scarce landfill 
space, reducing litter and, most recently, conserving energy by recycling. 

We must work to ensure that this concern is translated into actions that 
will result in a healthier ecological and economic environment for 
ourselves, our nation and our world.

Surgery sidelines Terrell

Newton North’s Thanksgiving Day 
football victory over Brookline High 
left Tiger assistant coach Jerry 
Phillips with a bittersweet feeling. 

Phillips was completing his initial 
year as an assistant to Coach Norm 
Walker and the win insured a winning 
season. That was the sweet feeling. 

The not-so-sweet part was when 
tight end and defensive end Royce 
Terrell went down in a heap early in 
the second quarter. Terrell was chas- 
ing Brookline quarterback Joe 
McMahon about to make a sack when 
he was cut down by a block thrown by 
a Wealthy Towner lineman. 

Royce went down in a heap and 
Phillips got a sickening feeling in the 
pit of his stomach. Newton's 6-1, 210- 
pound senior was helped off the field 
and was immediately sent to Deacon- 
ness Hospital in Boston, just a short 
jaunt from Parsons Field in Brookline 
where the game was being held. 

The prognosis was not good—a torn 
ligament in the right knee which 
would require immediate surgery. 

Dr. William Southmayd, a former 
football captain at both Newton High 
and Harvard, who is now the team 
physician for the Boston Red Sox, per- 
formed the surgery on Friday. Terrell 
came through in flying colors, but will 
be on crutches anywhere from six to 
10 weeks. After that, extensive 
rehabilitation will be needed before 
Terrell gains full use of the leg. 

“It's expected he'll be out and not 
really be ready to do anything before 
the spring,” said a downhearted 
Coach Phillips. ‘‘He could possibly be 
on crutches for about 10 weeks from 
what I've heard, but he'll definitely 
miss the basketball season. 

“He was going to be our power for- 
ward this year,” noted the Tiger hoop 
Mentor. ‘He was coming off a pretty 
good year and the year’s maturity 
plus his becoming a little smarter of- 
fensively would have made him a 
tough player for us. We were going to 
go with him as more of an offensive 
threat this year, too.” 


For anyone attending Thursday 
morning's annual Thanksgiving Day 
clash between Newton North and 
Brookline High, it probably seened 
like someone switched the station at 
halftime to another game. 

Fortunately for the Tiger fans, 
though, the second ‘‘game”’ was a lot 
better than the first as the Orange and 
Black rebounded from a sorry first 
half to topple the Indians, 20-12, in a 
Suburban League finale at Nor- 
theastern University's Parsons Field. 

For the first half of the annual mat- 
chup, Brookline was far-and-away the 
superior team on the astroturf. Not 
only did the Blue and White hold a 6-0 
lead at the intermission, but it had 
taken a page from Newton's playbook 
and completely dominated the game, 
holding the Tigers to two first downs 
and 29 yards total offense. 

With fullback Paul Drain doing the 
bulk of the work, Brookline kept poun- 
ding away at Newton's line with 
delays and option-pitch plays. In fact, 
the Tigers’ deepest penetration in the 
first 22 minutes of play (11 minute 
quarters) was to the Indians’ 49. 

But, while the partisans were enjoy- 
ing the bands from the respective 
schools at halftime, Newton Coach 
Norm Walker was making some 
changes. And, as a result of these 
changes, the Garden City gridders 
came out for their final two quarters 
of football this year and looked like 
the Tigers of old. 





Head football coach Walker ex- 
pressed his concerns when Terrell 
first went down at Brookline. ‘I really 
felt bad for Jerry (Phillips) when 
Royce got hurt because I know how 
much he meant to the basketball 
team. I felt bad for Royce, too, 
because he’s such a great kid, I knew 
he was looking forward to this 
winter’” noted Walker. 

According to Walker, Dr. 
Southmayd noted that the type of in- 
jury Terrell received was actually 
one of the least crippling of the in- 
juries he could have received on that 
type of accident. There was no car- 
tilage or bone damage suffered’ as 
had earlier been reported. 

Dr. Southmayd and Terrell were 
both quite positive following the 
operation as to a recovery factor. 

An outstanding student, Terrell, 
ironically, had been hoping to go to 
college next year and major in pre- 
med. 

Saturday afternoon, Newton’s three 
football captains—Gary Frechette, 
Noel Foley and Steve 
Poplack—brought in the game ball 
from the Turkey Day triumph and 
presented it to their bed-ridden com- 
trade. 

“It was really sort of an odd feeling 
Thad when I saw Royce get hurt,” ad- 
ded Walker, ‘‘He was going to be a 
very important part of our game plan 
against Brookline, but I was feeling 
worse for Phillips than I was for the 
football team.” 

Newton’s grid mentor also noted 
“this is the worst football injury 
we've had in a long time. But, when I 
went in to see him in the hospital, he 
had such a positive attitude, it was 
hard to remain down." 

A tri-captain- elect for this year, 
Royce was a great weak-side re- 
bounder because of his size and was 
the type of player to change the whole 
complexion of a game around. 

“Not only will we miss his scoring 
and his rebounding,” stated Coach 


Phillips. “But we're also going to- 


miss his leadership. We would put 
him in at the end of the game after he 


Newton narched downfield 61 yards 
in seven plays with the second-half 
kickoff to take the lead for the initial 
time. Joe Deasy set up the drive by 
taking the kickoff 26 yards to the 
Newton 39. 

After being held to just 15 yards in 
the first half, Tri-Capt. Gary 
Frechette looked liked the Gyratin’ 
Gary that had carried Newton to 21 
victories in 29 games.He carried 
twice for 14 yards and a first down. 
Eddie Sumpter and Dennis Berube 
totalled 13 more yards in two tries for 
a first down at the Brookline 34. 

Frechette then picked up five yards 
and bolted 28 yards off right tackle 
down the right sideline before being 
knocked out of bounds at the one. On 
the next play, The 5-11, 180-pound 
senior bulled in off right guard for the 
score. After Noel Foley's PAT, the 
Tigers led, 7-6. 

But, after an exchange of punts, 
Brookline took the lead again with a 
14-play, 81-yard drive. Combining its 
same running game with some clutch 
passing, quarterback Joe McMahon 
led the host team downfield with 
fullback Paul Drain’s second endzone 
trot culminating the drive. Drain 
went over left guard from three yards 
out for the score, but was again stop- 

on the conversion rush as 
Brookline took a 12-7 advantage. 

Newton wasn’t about to go down sw- 
inging, though, and started a drive of 
its own. Tri-Capt. Foley's 29-yard

to the Newton 44 started the drive. 

On a fourth and one from the In- 
dians’ 47, Frechette got the call and 
went straight up the middle behind a 
big block thrown by senior center Ton 
Jassett. Frechette broke into the 
clear and had an open field in front of 
him and a host of defenders behind 
him. However, the fleet fullback trip- 
ped over his own feet and fell at the 25. 
As Frechette noted after the game, 
“they didn’t cut the grass before the 
game.”’ 

Two plays later, Berube found 
Foley with a tight one-on-one 
coverage in the left side of the end 
zone, slanting toward the corner. The 
senior signal caller laid the pass in 
perfectly as Foley just did beat out 
safety Tim McMahon for the 
touchdown that put Newton ahead for 
good,. 

After another exchange of punts, 
Foley stepped into the limelight 
again.

Brookline’s first touchdown was 
scored by Drain from a yard out, after 
a five-play, 23-yard drive that was set 
up after Foley got off a 35-yard quick 
kick that was returned 14 yards by 
Tim McMahon.

“Tt was a nice way to end up.” 

That was how Newton South High 
football Coach Art Kojoyian describ- 
ed his team’s 10-0 Thanksgiving Day 
victory over Lincoln-Sudbury 
Regional at Newton South field in a 
Dual County League matchup. 

Kojoyian was pleased with the per- 
formance of the Lions and called it the 
best his team has played all year long. 
“We showed today what kind of a 
team we really are,” said Kojoyian. 

The Orange and Blue have now 
defeated the Warriors three con- 
secutive Thanksgiving Day games. 
The win boosted the Thanksgiving 
record to an even 5-5 on the year and 
2-4 in league. Lincoln's record drop- 
ped to 3-6-1. 

Facing a tough Lincoln defense, 
which allowed only 69 points coming 
into the game, the Lion offense did a 
good job controlling the ball running 
off 58 plays to the Warriors 32. 

“We controlled our mistakes,” said 
Kojoyian. “‘We were not hurt by the 
penalty as we have been in earlier 
games of the season." The Lions had

Wood stove safety rules 


NEWTON CENTRE — Chief Ed- 
ward B. Reilly, Jr., of the Newton 
Fire Department urges all residents 
of the city to give fire safety first 
priority when installing a wood burn- 
ing stove and storing wood before use. 

The purchaser of a wood stove 
should make sure it has a seal of ap- 
proval from a recognized testing 
laboratory attached to it showing the 
manufacturers name, date of test, 
BTU’s generated, Massachusetts Fire 
Marshal's approval number and type 
of unit. i 

When the stove is ready to be in- 
stalled a permit must be obtained 
from the Building Department at 
Newton City Hall and the stove should 
be inspected after installation and 
before using it. 

The storage of wood can create a 
fire hazard if not done properly. 


Never bring more wood into the home 
than will be used immediately and 
store the wood in a safe and orderly 
manner outside away from the 
building. This is also required of the 
light kindling used to get the fire 
started. Never under any conditions 
use a flammable fluid to hasten the 
fire. Artificial logs or rolled 
newspaper logs are not to be used in 
wood burning stoves as they generate 
too much heat for the unit and also 
contains materials which would coat 
the chimney causing a dangerous 
chimney fire. 


If the common sense rules of fire 
safety are followed with the use of 
these units Chief Reilly feels sure 
everyone can supplement heating 
problems and still live safely with the 
unit.

Court rules survivors can file emotional distress suits 


BOSTON (UPI) — Sur- 

vivors have a right to 
sue for damages on 
behalf of persons who 
die after suffering emo- 
tional distress inten- 
tionally inflicted upon 
them by others, the 
Massachusetts Supreme 
Court has ruled. 

In a unanimous deci- 
sion written by Chief 
Justice Edward Hen- 
nessey, the high court 
said that a complaint of 
emotional distress ‘“‘sur- 
vives the death of the in- 
jured party.” 

The ruling came in a 
case involving Marie K. 
Harrison, who filed a §1 
million damage suit, 
claiming her late hus- 
band, Herman, suffered 
emotional distress at 
the hands of his 
employer, the Loyal 
Protective Life In- 
surance Co., and two of- 
ficers of the firm. 

She accused one of- 
ficer, who had known 
about her husband's ter- 
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minal cancer, of 
threatening in 
September 1977 to bar 
him from ever returning 
to work at Loyal if he fil- 
ed for physical disabili- 


ty benefits. 

“This led to a 
deterioration of his 
physical condition and 
his ultimate death on 
Nov. 13, 1977, of

SEATTLE (UPI) — Before the 
week is out, Jack Patera might be 
placing a long distance phone cull to 
the New York Jets to get name of the 
doctor who worked the ‘miracle 
cure" on Joe Klecko at halftime of the 
Monday night game. 

Carried off the field on a stretcher 
during the first half, Klecko was 
originally — and erroneously 
thought to have a broken leg.

Dallas faces the New York Giants, 
Philadelphia and Washington in the 
last three weeks of the regular season 
and wins in those three games would 
make the Cowboys the division cham- 
pions no matter what anybody else 
does.

Dutton, obtained in a trade with 
Baltimore earlier this year, made his 
first start at defensive end against the 
Houston Oilers Thanksgiving Day and 
his play encouraged Landry.

South Carolina football 
coach right on schedule 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (UPI) — Jim 
Carlen says he knew it would take at 
least five years to build the South 
Carolina Gamecocks into a strong 
team. 

The 46-year-old coach was right on 
the mark. 

Five years after Carlen came to 
South Carolina, the Gamecocks 
finished with a 8-3 season and a bid to 
the Hall of Fame Bowl to face 
Missouri Dec. 29. 

The Gamecocks capped their 
season with a 13-9 triumph over in- 
trastate archrival Clemson, an Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference powerhouse that 
is going to the Peach Bowl. For that 
victory, Carlen Tuesday was named 
national coach of the week by United 
Press International. 

This was the first year South 
Carolina has won eight games playing 
a major schedule and only the fourth 
time the school has been invited to a 
bowl. 

“The magic year is the year you 
get all of your own players,’’ said 
Carlen. ‘The truth is that you've got 
to have recruited your men.” 

Not only was 1979 the year Carlen 
had his own recruits, it was also the 
year he had George Rogers, the 6-2, 
210-pound running back from Duluth, 
Ga. Rogers, the nation's second 
leading rusher, went over the 100- 
yard mark for nine consecutive 
games. 

In the final battle with Clemson, 
Rogers, true to form, topped all run- 
ners with 102 yards on 27 carries. The 
All-America candidate has rushed for 
more than 1,000 yards two years ina 
row. 

Partly because of his outstanding 
junior running back, Carlen changed 
the Gamecocks’ strategy in 1979, 
“Instead of throwing the ball, we ran 
more," he said. 


The Gamecocks used a two tight- 
end offense to accent their powerful 
running attack. 

“It's not fancy, it’s not pretty. We 
just line up and come at you,"’ said 
Julian Gibbons, the sports informa- 
tion director. 

Carlen, a born-again Christian and 
active member of the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes, said Rogers is not 
the only reason for the Gamecocks’ 
success. 

“We just had a better team all 
around,’ he said. ‘‘We had good 
senior leadership.” 

Privately, Carlen has compared 
Rogers to Earl Campbell of the 
Houston Oilers, a Heisman trophy 
winner. 

The 1979 season began inauspicious- 
ly. Fans were discouraged when the 
Gamecocks open with a 28-0 loss to 
North Carolina, but things quickly 
turned around. The Gamecocks won 
their next five games, including a 27- 
20 victory over Georgia and a 23-16 
win over Oklahoma State. 

Besides North Carolina, South 
Carolina's only losses were at the 
hands of Notre Dame, 18-17, and fifth- 
ranked Florida State, 27-7. 

For Carlen, a Cookeville, Tenn., 
native who played football under the 
legendary Bobby Dodd at Georgia 
Tech, the winning season boosted his 
record at South Carolina to 31-25-1. 
Last year, the Gamecocks had an 
uninspired 5-5-1 record. 

Prior to coming to South Carolina, 
Carlen spent five years as head coach 
at Texas Tech and four years at West 
Virginia where he compiled a combin- 
ed record of 62-33-5, 

“Coach Carlen has a proven record 
of turning schools around in his 14 
yeas of head coaching," Gibbons 
said.

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Bartnick paintings on display at library

Deck chairs, porches, motels...cool 
color and clear evocative 
light...gleaming paint...glistening 
surfaces... there’s not a brush stroke 
to be seen in the beautiful, meticulous 
and realistic canvases of Harry Bart- 
nick. A one-man show of his large 
paintings are on view in the Newton 
Free Library Gallery, 414 Centre 
Street, Dec. 3 through Jan. 5. 

Frequently working from 
photographs which he may or may not 
restructure, Bartnick works in a for- 
mal photo— realist mode. Small 
acrylic sketches are first done on 


paper. 

The work is then drawn on the large 
canvas, and finally, oil paint is ap- 
plied. The brush stroke is worked and 
reworked to create a smooth, flat 
lustrous surface. 

A formalist in composition and 
style, Bartnick's large (four feet by 
five feet) works have direct appeal. In 
such work as ‘Lake Placid Porch" 
four empty chairs, (three white, one 
red) set on a porch, are enclosed by 
white porch railings. 

The verticals and horizontals of the 
porch columns and slats create a 
strong architectural framework for 
the angular chairs, which are 
repeated in the background with sub-

tle variations. 

“Naxos” white cloths drape outdoor 
tables that are set by a pool. The 
warm orange backed-chairs are strik- 
ing against the cool blue of the pool 
and the pale blue— grey sky. Strong 
horizontals in the middle ground are 
played off against the distant moun- 
tains in the background. 

There is an expectant but also an 
isolated feeling in this common 
scene...something is about to happen. 

In “Lake Placid Motels,” the clari- 
ty of the light in the late afternoon 
scene is startling. The subtle translu- 
cent blues, purples and oranges of the 
sky heighten the viewer’s sense of an-
